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INTRODUCTION 


The history of ihe years 49 and +S u.c^ the period 
covered by this lunik, centres round two striking 
personalities— CijLLUH Julius Caesar and Gnaevi Pom- 
pcius, Cuesar P associated with Paatpdus and Grasps 
in the powerful Triumvirate of ^ had further in¬ 
creased liis Influence and jwpul&rity by his vigorous 
administration of the Consulship in 59* In this year 
tlm lex Valinia conferred on him for five years from 
Mareli 1, 59, the governorship of Gallia Cisnlpiua 
and []lyrieum f tu which the Seriate subsequently 
added Gallia Narbom-uskH, This office was renewed 
in 55 by the lex Trehnmi t for another five yean, from 
March 54 to March 49-. During this period In: sub¬ 
jugated Gaul by a series of brill hint campaigns, the 
dr Nils of which are familiar to all renders of the 
Gaiik fVer. At the conchisiuu of tins war keen 
observers began t» recognize that the Itam&n world 
possessed a man of military capacity equal to that of 
PuKU|K H ius J and of personal qualities that out shone 
those of his rival. II is during exploits, his profuse 
liberality, his attractive humanity, and the extra- 
on Unary versatility of his genius, hi which he may be 
uninjured with the first Napoleon, made him subse¬ 
quently the most striking figure in the world of his 
day* PumntJuft, his i£n-lii~!aWj wu a great and suc¬ 
cessful tuhlicT who, having subdued the J : ur Boat, 
crushed the power of the pirates, and quelled ll 
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dangerous revolt in SjMiin, undoubtedly aspired to the 
supremacy once held by Sulla. He had been three 
times Consul—on the third occasion, in 53, for some 
months without a colleague—jet, notwithstanding Ids 
apparent power,he seems to have had no firm bullion 
Lti c mftis o f his co Lintrymcn; his ati ff To rmaUty sti rreri 
no enthusiasm, his political vacillation made him 
generally mistrusted. Between two such men, each 
■it the head of a veteran army, one Ihc popular 
democratic leader, the other, nominally at any fate, 
the champion of the senatorial order and of all 
who upheld the eonstiliidorsal republic, an open nip- 
lure was inevitable. The severance came slowly. In 
54 Pompous lost his wife Julbi, Caesar's daughter; 
und in 53 M* Cr^ssus, who, as one of the Triumvirate, 
\nd a tin served as a connecting link, was killed in 
battle with the Parthian*. Pompidus, as soEe Conoid 
in 53, hail 4 unique opportunity of consol Mating his 
|Hisition and arming himself ngLunst Eiis great rival 
bv vadous measures gmssed iri his own Lute rests. He 
posed as the defender of the republic «id the re¬ 
storer of social order. He obtained a prolongation 
of his administration in Spain for another Jive years, 
by which he secured the continued control of a 
powerful army. The divergence of aim and policy 
was further accentuated by the mrimmito dheus- 
shins that began in 53 about Caesar's candidature fur 
the Consulship of 43 , «id the difficulty of adjusting 
the conflicting claims »f provincial govenwrabip anil 
personal canvass at Koine. Caesar's provincial od- 
nunlstmthm terminated strictly on March 1, 49, but 
he wished to be allowed to retain his proconsular 
command tilt the commencement of his Cniisulship 
and the arrival of his successor in January 4a. know¬ 
ing that if he appeared in Rome as a private peisoji 
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he would be 1 table to Lmptoclmittit. We need not 
enter dow into the merits of this dispute, which 
involved legal technicalities and was Emily debated 
bv the constitutional Lawyers dq each side. it is 
sufficient to say that towards the end of 50 matters 
reached a deadlock- Caesar, who had entered Cisal- 
pine Gaul to watch events, sent overtures to Rome 
with the desire* if we way believe his statements* id 
promoting a peaceable settlement; but, finding Itta 
efforts unavailing., he sent an ultimatum to the Senate 
on January 1,49, hy the hands of GXurto* whose ad¬ 
herence be had bought (bran immensesum of money* 
offering to disband his army if Pompdus would do 
the same. The Pompetati jwirty in the Senate strongly 
resisted this proposal, and a vote was priced that 
CaesJtr should disband his army hy n fixetl diitr. 
J’lie tribunes* M. Antonins and Q. Cassius* interpe^ed 
their veto, which led to considerable disorder- At 
la^t* after a prolonged debate, the Senate passed the 
summary decree* adopted only in times of supreme 
peril, that all magistrate* should tube measures to 
protect the state from harm. This decree* by 
removing all constitutional checks, was equivalent tu 
a proclamation of martial kw. The tribunes Red to 
Caesar at Ravenna, ami he at once crossed the Robi- 
coiIh The great war had now begun, 1 he tiirce 
lujok* of the Itelium Chile narrate the fortunes of 
the war from it* outbreak to tEic decisive battle of 
Pharsalus in June 4th with a brief sketch of the 
Dubsoquent events leading up to the Alexandrian 
war. 

The narrative may be regarded ns in the mail) 
trustworthy, though it is evidently intended by 
Caesar to justify his political action in the eyea of 
his countrymen, and sometimes he appears to mte- 
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state the political as Inal Urn or understate a military 
reverse, Caesar's style is singularly clear* simple, 
and restrained, enlivened now and then by a touch 
of vivacity > emotion, or sarcasm* Perhaps its most 
prominent characteristic is his constant use _ of the 
present tense, due, 1 suppose, to his vivid realisation 
of the scenes that lie describes. He sees na it were 
the past event unfolding itself before his eyes. Ibis 
peculiarity* though not generally acceptable in 
English, I have thought fit to preserve to iome 
extent In my translatum. 

Like all ancient historians, Caesar omits nmch 
that we should be glad to know. It probably never 
occurred to him that in future ages Ills campaigns 
would lie closely investigated by students, military 
and civilian, who would lie distracted by the paucity 
of chronological and to jtograpineal Information that 
he vouchsafes- One wishes he could have known 
that eighteen centuries and a half after his death 
the greatest conqueror in the history of the world, 
as ruler of the Gaul that he hnd subdued, would 
compile a PrftL r dti guerre dr Juki Char t and that 
□ later Emperor of the French would organise, anil 
himself contribute to, an elaborate HUloire t/c Juki 
OrWTp to be completed at a later date by a distin¬ 
guished soldier and scholar, Huron 5 Ioffe L 

The per|lies]ties of the modem editor arc In- 
creased by the defects of the MSS, In two or three 
places whole |usages have been lost, and in many 
others the readings arc so various and uncertain 
that one cannot be sure of the proper interpretation.

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Wwin Caesar's dispatch had heeii handed to the 
consuls, the tribunes, with difficulty and after much 
wrangling gained their pertniBsion for it to he read 
in tlic senate, but they could not obtain consent for 
n motion to be brought before the senate on the 
subject af the di^pfell. The consuls bring forward 
a motion on the state of public affairs. The consul 

L, Lent ulus | mts pressure on the senate, and pro¬ 
mises that he will nut fail the republic if the 
senators are willing to express their opinions with 
boldness and resolution; but if they pay regard to 
Caesar and try to win favour with him as they We 
done on prevtuns occasions, he says that he will 
consider lbs own interests and will not obey their 
authority. u l too/ 1 said he, "cun shelter myself 
under the favour and friendship of Caesar" Scipio 
expresses himself in similar terms—that Foinpius is 
Inclined not to desert the republic if the senate 
follows him ; but if it delays and acts remissly, it 
will in vain solicit hia aid should it wish to do *n 
in the future. 

This speec h of Scipio appeared to come From the 
mouth ot I'ompdus himself, since the senate was 
meeting in the city and I’cm^ius was close at hand. 
Some had expressed less rigorous views, such as,

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the senate till levies had been held throughout Italy 
and armies enrolled under whose protection the 
senate might venture to make such decrees *s it 
wished safely and freely; such, too, as M- Cal id i us, 
who expressed the opinion that Pom pci us should go 
to his own provinces in order that there might be no 
motive for hostilities; Caesar, lie Said,was afraid lest 
it should be thought that E’ompeius, having extorted 
two legions from him, was holding them luck mid 
retaining them near Rome with a view to imperilling 
him; such also ns M. Rufus, who with a Few modifi¬ 
cations followed the opinion ol Cnlidius. All these 
speakers were assailed with vehement invective by 
the consul L. Leo lulus, tie absolutely refused to 
put the motion of Cat id i us, and Marcellus, alarmed 
by the invectives, abandoned his proposal, thus 
most of the senators, compelled by the language of 
the consul, intimidated by the presence of the army 
and bv ihe threats of the "friends of I'ompeius, against 
their "will and yielding to pressure, adopt the proposal 
of Scipio that Caesar should disband Ins army tn-fore 
a fined date, and that, if he failed to do so, lie should 
be considered to be meditating treason against the 
republic. The tribunes M. Anlonius and Q. Cassius 
intervene. The question of their intervention is 
immediately brought before the senate. Opinions 
of weighty import arc expressed, and the more harsh 
and cruel the s|*cch the more it is applauded by the 
personal enemies of Caesar, 

When the senate was dbmissed in the evening all 
the members of the order are summoned out of the 
eitv by Pom pci us. He praises the zealous and 
encourages them for the future; the sluggish he 
reproves and stimulates. Everywhere a number of 
reserves from the old armies nf Pompeiiu are called

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out to serve by ij*er prospect of prises and promotion ; 
many are summoned from Lhe two legions handed 
over by Caesar. The city anti the eumitiuni J itself 
are filled with tribune^ centurions, reserves. All 
the Friends of the consul*, all the adherents of 
Pompeius and of those whose enmity to Caesar was 
of lung standing, are compelled to attend the senate. 
By their clamorous fhmngs the weaker arc terrified 
and the wavering are confirmed, while the majority 
are robbed of the privilege of free decision. The 
tensor L. Pl'ip promises to go to Caesar, also the 
praetor L. Roscius, to inform him uf these matterrt. 
They demand a peril id of >ix dziys fur the execution 
of their purpose, Su-me express the opinion that 
envoys should be sent to Caesar to set before him 
the feelings of the senate. 

Ad these speakers encounter opposition and are 
confronted with b|*eeches from the cimsul f from Scipio, 
and front Cato. Cato is goaded oil by his old tpiarrels 
with Caesar and vexation at his defeat. 2 Lent ulus h 
moved by the greatness of his debts, by the prospect 
of a military command anil n province, and by the 
lavish bribes of rulers chiming the title of king, and 
UoasU among bis friends that he will prove a second 
Suita to whom shall fail the supreme command. 
Sripio is stini idated by the same hope of a province 
and of armies, which he thinks that kinship will 
entitle him to share with Porn perns a w also by the 
dread {if the law courts, by the flattery of certain 
powerful men w ho had then great influence in public 
a flair* mid in the law courts, and by hi* own and 
their ostentations character. Futn perns, urged on by 
Caesars enemies and by his desire that no one should

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be un the same level of authority with himself, had 
completely withdrawn himself from Caesars friend, 
ship anil become reconciled with their common 
enemies, most of whom he had himself imposed 
upon Caesar at the time of their connexion by 
Libarriage, 1 Stirred, too, by the discredit attaching to 
iiis diversion of two iegiofis from their route by Asia 
and Syria and his appropriation of them for his own 
]>ciwer ami supremacy, lies was eager that the issue 
should be brought to tlie arbitrament of war 

For these reasons everything b done in hurry and 
confusion, Caesar's friends are allowed no time to 
inform him, nor are the tribunes given any oppor¬ 
tunity of protesting against the peril that threatened 
them, nor even of retaining, by the exercise of their 
veto, the most fundamental of their rig Ills, which 
L. Sulla had left them, but within the limit or seven 
days they are compiled to take measures for thtir 
own safety,whereas the most turbulent of the tribunes 
in earlier times had been wont to regard with appre¬ 
hension the conclusion of at least eight months of 
administration. Recourse: is had to that extreme 
and ultimate decree of the senate which had never 
previously been resorted to except when the city was 
at the point of destruction and all despaired of safety 
through the audacity of malefactors : "The consuls, 
the praetors, the tribunes, and all the proconsular* 
who are near the city shall take measures that the 
state incur no harm.”' These resolutions arc recorded 
hv decree of the senate on January- T, So on the 
fi'rit five days on which a meeting of the senate could 
be held after the date on which Lentulus entered on

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the severest ami ha reheat character a re pushed aflcotlng 
Caesar’s imperial command *nd those highly important 
officials, the tribunes of the people. The tribunes at 
once flee From the city and betake themselves to Caesar. 
He was at that time at Ravenna and was awaiting a 
reply to his very lenient demands, in the ho|ie that 
by some sense of equity a peaceable conclusion might 
be reached. 

Qn i he following days the senate meets outside 
the city. Pompeius carries out the policy which he 
had indicated by the mouth ofScipta He coin me [ids 
the manly consistency of the senate, and sets forth 
the strength of his forces, showing that he Iui$ tea 
legions ready to lurnd, and, moreover. Unit he had 
ascertained for certain that the troops were ill- 
disposed to Caesar and could not be persuaded to 
defend or follow him. Other matters arc at once 
referred to the senate—that a levy should he held 
throughout Italy, that Faustus Hal I a should he 
at once sent into Mauritania, and that a grant a I 
money should he made to Pom perns from the 
treasury, A motion is also proposed that King 
Juba should be styled Ally and Friend. Hut Mar¬ 
cellos refuses to allow this for the prevent. Thu 
tribune Philippas vetoes the motion about Faust us. 
On the other inniters decrees of the senate are re¬ 
corded in writing. The provinces, two consular, the 
rest praetorian, are decreed to private person*. 
Syria falls toSeipio, Gallia to L Domlttus; Philippic 
and Cotta are passed over hy private arrangement, 
nor are their lots cast into the urn. To the rest of 
the provinces praetor* are sent. N T or do they wait, 
as had been the habit in previous years, for a motion 
hi he brought before the people about their imperial

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leave Rome after offering the usual vows. The eonsuh 
quit the city, a thing which had never previously Fj&]>- 
|iened., and private persons have lictors in the city 
and the Capitol , 1 contrary to all the precedents of 
the past. Levies are held lEiroughout Italy, amis are 
requisitioned, sums of money are exacted from the 
BABaid^ml towns and carried oft from the temples, 
and all divine and human rights are thrown in in 
confusion. 

When this was known Caesar addresses Ids troops. 
He related all Lhe wrongs that hEs enemies had ever 
done him, and complains that Pumpeius had been 
led astray and corrupted by them through jealousy 
mid a desire la detract from his credit, though he 
had himself always supported and aided his tumour 
and dignity. He complain* that a new precedent 
had been introduced Into the state whereby the 
right of tribunicial intervention, which in earlier 
years had been restored by arms, was now being 
branded with ignominy and cm shed by anus. Sulla, 
he said, though stripping the tribunicial power of 
everything, had nevertheless left its right of inter¬ 
vent h ui free, while Pom pci os, who had the credit of 
having restored the privileges tint were l mt t had 
tLiken awny even those that they had before. There 
bad been no instance of the decree that the magis¬ 
trates should take measures ta prevent tile state 
from suffering harm (the declaration and decision of 
the senate by which the Roman people are culled to 
arms) except in the case of pernicious lawn, tri¬ 
bunicial violence, a popular secession, or Lhe seizure 
of temples ansi elevated portions and he explains 
that these precedents of a former age had been

exhorts tliem to defend from his enemies the repu- 
tut ion amt dignity of the commander under whose 
guidance they have administered the state with 
unfailing good fortune for nine years* fought m any 
successful buttles* and pacified the whole of Gnul and 
Germany. Thereupon the men of the Thirteenth 
Legion* which was present (he had calk'd this out at 
the beginning of the disorder: the rest ha d not yet 
come together)* exclaim that they are ready to repel 
the wrongs of their commander and of the tribunes. 

Having thus learnt the disposition of the soldiery* 
he sets out for Ariimmim with that legion* and there 
meets the tribunes who bad fled to him. The rest 
of illc legions he summons from their winter quarters 
and orders them to follow him. Thither comes the 
young L. Caesar whose father waa one of Caesar's 
legates. When their first greetings were over he 
explains—and IM& was the real reason of his 
coming that lie tins a message from Pompeius to 
give him regarding a personal matter. He says that 
Pompehi* wishes to be cleared of reproach in the 
eyes of Caesar* who should not construe as an affront 
to himself w hat he bad done for the sake of the state + 
Uc had always placed the interests of the republic 
before private claims, Caesar, too, considering his 
high position, should give up for the benefit of the 
state his partisan real and passion, nor be so bitterly 
angiy with his enemies as to injure the common¬ 
wealth in the hope that lie h injuring them, lie 
adds n few other remarks of this kind* at the same 
time making excuses for Fompeiu*, The praetor 
Roscius lay* substantially the same proposals before

1 hough these proceedings seemed to have no 
effect in lessening the sense of wrong, nevertheless 
now that he had found suitable jiersons to convey 
his wishes to Pompeius he makes a request of each of 
them that, as they had brought him the messages 
of Ponipcius, they should not object to convey his 
demands in reply, in the hope that by a little trouble 
they might be able to put an end to serious dispute* 
and free Use whole of Italy from alarm, “ As for 
myself,” he said^ " 1 have always reckoned the 
dignity of the republic of first importance and 
preferable to life. I wa* indignant that a benefit 
conferred on me by the Roman people was being 
insolent 1 v wrested from me by my enemies, 1 and that, 
robbed of my ^ix months' command, I was being 
dragged back to the city, when the people had di¬ 
rected that 1 should be allowed to be a candidate in 
absence at the next election* Nevertheless, for the 
sake of the state 3 have borne with equanimity this 
infringement of my prerogative ; when I sent a din- 
patch to Hie senate proposing l hat all should give 
up arms I failed to obtain even this request Levies 
arc being held throughout Italy, two legions which 
had been filched from me under the pretence of a 
Parthian war are being held hack, the state is in arms. 
To what does ill this tend but to my own ruin ? Still 
1 am prepared to report to anything, to submit to 
anything, for the sake of the common wealth, Let 
Pompeius go to his own provinces, let us disband our 
armies^ let everyone in Italy lay down his aims, let

In this wav a 
conference will settle all disputes. 

Marine received his instruct ions, Roscius arrives 
at Capua witEi L. Giosiir, ami there finds the consul;; 
and Ponipelos.and delivers Caesar's demand^ Alter 
deliberation they reply and send him back hy their 
hand*! written iuitructUms, the main purport of wide 
was that Caesar should return to Gaul, quit Arimiuum 
and (1 is bund his forces; if he did till;;, Pom |*i us would 
go to the Spanish provinces. Meanwhile, until* 
pledge wjis given that Caesar would carry out his 
promise, the consul sand Pmupeius would not interrupt 


their levies. 

It will an unfair liargain to demand that Caesar 
should quit Arimintun ami return to Isis province 
while he himself retained his provinces and legions 
that were not his own: to wish that Cnesar s «rtny 
should Lie disbanded while he himself continued Ins 
levies ; to promise that he would go to Ins province 
and not lo li* a limit of time for hfe departure so 
that if he bad not gone when Caesar s cimsulship 
was over he would nevertheless be held guiltless 
of breaking his word : finally, hi* refusal lo give an 
opportunity for a conference nml to promise that he 
would rifiproncli Cac-ar tended to jWucen profound 
dcspalr of peace. And so he sends M. Antonios 
With five cohorts from Arimiuum to Am-tium, am 
himself stops at ArUnimiro with two cohorts and 
arranges to hold * levy there; he occupies Pisaurum, 
Fun urn, and Ancona, each with one m ort.

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Meanwhile, having been told that the praetor 
Thermits was holding Jguvium with five cohorts and 
fortifying the town. and that alt the inhabitants of 
Igtivi nm were extreme I v well disposed towards him¬ 
self, he send* Curio tliither with the three cohorts 
which he had at Ffganraoi and ArimLnum. Learning of 
his approach, Thcrmus^ nits trusting the goodwill of the 
community t withdraws his cohorts from the town and 
flies* His troops desert him on the way and return 
home. Curio with the utmost goodwill of every¬ 
one recovers Jguvium. Hearing of this, Caesar* rely¬ 
ing on the goodwill of the townsfolk, removes the 
cohorts of the Thirteenth Legion from the garrisons 
and proceeds to AuxLmuni. This town Attsus was 
holding with cohorts that he had introduced into 
it, and, sending round senators, w*& levying troops 
throughout Picenum. 

Learning of Caesar's approach* the deeurions of 
Auximum throng to meet Atihis Varus and explain 
that they are not free to act at their discretion s that 
neither they nor the rest of their Fellow-townsmen 
ran endure that G. Caesar, holding imperial command, 
having deserved so well of the state acid after per¬ 
forming such exploits, should be prevented from enter¬ 
ing the walls of the town : so let Varus have regard to 
the future and his own peril. Stirred by their words, 
lie withdraws from the town the garrison that he had 
brought in and takes to flight- A fe«f ot Caesars 
men of the first century followed him and compelled 
him to hull An engagement is fought and Virulh 
deserted by his follower*; some of h^ men retire to 
their homes, the rest make their way to Caesar; and 
among them L. Fupius, a centurmn of the first 
company w ho had previously held the same rank in 
the army of Grt. I’om^ius, is arrested w ith them and

When these events were announced at Rome such 
consternation seised at once on the inhabitants that 
when the consul Lentidus had come to open the 
treasury for the purpose of providing a sum ot monty 
for Pom|>eius in accordance with a decree of the 
Senate„ as soon ns ever he had opened the inner 
treasury lie tied from the city; for news wa* falsely 
brought that Caesar was on the very point of arriving 
and that his cavalry" luid already come. Lentulus 
was followed by his colleague MamcUus and by tnost 
of the mugistrateSr Gn, l^omi^ius had left the city 
the day before and was on his way to the legions 
which lie h&d taken from Caesar and distributed in 
winter quarters in Apulia. The levying of troop 
found the city is broken off; no one thinks there is 
any safety this side of Capua- E t was at Capua that 
they first rally with renewed courage and begin 
to raise a levy among the colonists who had been 
pianted there under l lie Julian law r while Lentulus 
brings the gladiators, whom Caesar kept in a training 
school there, into the forum and encourages them 
by the prospect of liberty, gives them houses, and 
orders them to follow him; but afterwards, on 
the admonition of his follow era, localise such a 
proceeding wits censured by the general judgnirntj 
U dbtributes them for safe keeping among his 
friends in the burgess-body ] at Capua.

part of his men. Abandoned on the march with a 
few followers, he falls in with Vibullius Rufus, who 
had been sent by Pompoms into the Picctic district to 
confirm the loyalty of the inhabitants. Vibulliuij on 
leaning from him of what was going on in Fieemim* 
take* fiver Lis soldiers and lets him go free. He 
also collects from the neighbouring district* what 
cohorts lie ran from the Pompeian levies; among 
them lie captures Ludlius Hirrus* flying from 
Cdmcrtiiu m wj| h si i cohorts w hlch he had the re In 
garrison. By giihering nil these together hr makes 
up thirteen cohorts. \\ ilh them he nrnkea his way by 
forced marches to Dumltias Ahrtnobarbus at Cor- 
tin tun i and reports the arrival of Caesar with two 
legions, Pumitius by himself had collected and 
brought from Alba about twenty cohorts* consisting 
of Mars! anil Pdignij drawn from the neighbouring 
districts. 

On the recovery of Firnium and the expulsion of 
Leu till tis, Caesar gives orders that the men who hud 
deserted Len lulus should lie sought for and a levy 
instituted. He stays there himself one day for for- 
aging purposes and then hastens to CnrfiniunL On

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his arrival there five cohorts dii|Mtclid from the 
town bv Domitius were break mg down the bridge 
over the river „ distant about three miles from the 
town,, A conflict taking place there with Caesar's 
skirmishers, the DomtUan troops were quickly driven 
from the bridge arid withdrew into the town. Caesar,, 
leading his troops: across halted outside the town and 
pitched camp dose to the wall. 

Learns in; what had occurred, Domitius offers a 
large reward to same men acquainted with the dis¬ 
trict, and sends them with diswitches to Pompeius 
in Apulia to beg ami beseech him to come to Ins 
assistance, pointing out that Caevar could easily be 
cut off by two armies operating in the narrow passes 
and so be prevented from foraging, li Pompeiui 
does not do tlna a Domitins says that he himself and 
more than thirty cohorts and a great number ot 
senators and Roman knights will Ins imperilled. 
M can while, having exhorted 3 ns men, he places 
engines on the walls and assigns each man a definite 
duty for the protection of the town. In a speech 
he promise* the troops lands out of hi^ &wn pos¬ 
sessions, four acres apiece* and in like proportion to 
the centurions and reserves. 

Meanwhile word Is brought to Caesar that the 
inhabitants of Suliuo, a tow r n seven miles distant 
from Corhniutrt, are ready to carry out his wishes, 
hut are prevented by the senator Q, Lucretius and hy 
Attins the Feligniaii, who were iri occupation of the 
town with a garrison *>f seven cohorts. Lie sends M P 
An ton ius thither with five cohorts of the Thirteenth 
Legion. The |>wple of Sulmu as soon as they saw 
our standards opened the gate* and sallied forth in 
a I^kIvj townsmen and soldk^, to meet and eon- 
gralulate Antoni us, Lucretius end Attius flung 
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(teteeeMint Attlws ad Antoniuui deducts petit* nt 
ad Caesar* ni mUlcretur. Antonios turn eohortlbiu 
ct Attlo eodem die, quo profectua cnit. reverLitur,

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themselves from the wall. Attius is brought to 
Aiitoiiius and li£g\ to be sent to Cscttr. Antonios 
re (urns with the cohorts and Attius the same day uti 
v, [iicli he started. Cuesar united these cohorts with 
his own arm) and let Attius go free. He determines! 
during the first few days to strengthen his camp 
with extensive works, to bring in supplies of com 
from the neighbouring towns,and to wait for the rent 
of his forces. Three flays after, the Eighth Legion 
joins him and twenty-two cohorts from the new 
levies in Gaul and about three hundred horsemen 
from the None king* On their arrival he pitches a 
second camp the other side of the town, arid puts 
Curio in charge of it* On the subsequent days he 
htt himself to surround the town with on earthwork 
and redoubts. The main part of this work having 
been c-irried out, about the same time Lhc messengers 
sent by Potnpdus return. 

When the dispatch was read Dcmiltius, concealing 
the facts p averts in r public meeting that Pmupeius 
would quickly come to Llieir aid, and exhorts them 
not tq lose heart, but to prepare whatever was re¬ 
quired for the defence of the town. Privately he 
confers with a few ol his friends and dele mimes to 
adopt the plan of flight. As his loc ks belied his 
words, and all his actions were marked by more 
haste and timidity than he had usually shown on 
the previous days, while, contrary to his custom, he 
converged much in aecret with bis own friends hy 
wny of taking counsel, and gunned general delibera¬ 
tions and gatherings* concealment and disannul it ion 
were no longer jxissible. Pur Pumpcius had sent 
back word that he would nut utterly imperil the 
whole situation, and that it was nut by his advice or 
consent that DomUius had betaken himself into the

town of Corfinium, and bade him therefore come to 
Siim with all his forces If there should be any oppor¬ 
tunity of doing so. This, however, was being ren¬ 
dered impossible by tfie blockade and investment of 
the town. 

When the intentions of DotnlUus hud been tli - 
vulged, the troops who were at Corfinium draw 
apart in the early evening and hold a confer¬ 
ence among themselves by lucafts of the military 
tribunes, centurions, and the moat respectable men 
of their own class. They my that they art being 
invested by Caesar; that his siege works ami forti¬ 
fications BTt almost completed; that their lensth t 
Diimitius r in confidence and reliance on whom they 
have remained stead fust, has abandoned them all and 
is meditating flight; that they are bound to consider 
their own safety* The Mars! at first disagree w it a 
them and occupy that part of the town which 
seemed the most Strongly fortified ; and *o great a 
dissension arises among them that they attempt to 
engage in hostilities and to fight out tire issue but 
soon after, messengers having been sent to and fro, 
tliev learn the facts, of which they were unaware, 
about I he proposed flight of L. l)omitius* ^ n “ so 
all unanimously surround Doinitius* who had been 
brought out kforc them, and guard him, and iM 
envoys out of their number to Caesar, ssyuig l' lr4t 
they are ready to open the gates, to do his bidding; 
Did to give up L. DomitidS alive into hU hands. 

When these things were know n, although Cm?«r 
thought it of great importance to get potion of 
the town *t mice and to transfer the cohorts to ha 
ow„ camp, lest nny change of feel mg should be 
dfcctcd bv lavish gifts *-r by * itrengthnifog ™ 
their eournge or bv false news, since,« he reflected.

He 
personally distributes his men over the earthworks 
which he hod Set himself to construct, not leasing 
fixed intervals, as had been the custom on previous 
days, but in an unbroken line of sentries and out¬ 
posts, so that they may touch one another and fill up 
the whole line of Investment; he sends round the 
tribunes and prefects, exhorting them not merely lo 
be on their guard n^ainsl sallied but nl-s* to watch 
for the secret exit of individuals. And* in fwlp no 
one among them oil was so remiss and languid In 
spirit os to bike rest that night- So keenly did they 
await the ultimate issue that their hearts and minds 
were drawn in different directions as they asked 
wtmt was happening to the Corfininns themselves* 
what to Dom[tms, w hat to Untulus and to the rest, 
and what chances were befalling each side. 

About the fourth watch Lenin3 m Spinther confers 
with our outposts and sentries from the walk saying 
that he would like to have an Interview with Caesar 
if the opportunity were granted hi ns* Permission 
being given, he is escorted from the town, nor do the 
Dnunitian soldiers leave him till he is brought into 
the presence of Caesar, lie pleads with him for his 
own safety s begs and beseeches that he will rpare hun, 

reminds him ol their old-standing friendship*and sets 
forth the benefits that Caesar bad conferred on him 
—and they were very great, for through \m meai.s

been expelled from the state* to assert the freedom 
of himself and the Roman people who 3Lad been 
oppressed by a small faction* LentoliUj encouraged 
by his speech, begs permission to return to the 
town, saying that the fact that he had gained his 
point about bis own safety would comfort the rest in 
Uieir hope for Lheirc ; 14 some of them," he added, 
"are so terrified that they are being forced to adopt 
harsh measures against their own life." Receiving 
permission* he departs. 

As tinuii pj 5 day dawned Caesar orders all senators 
and their sons military tribunes, and Roman knights 
to be brought before him. There were fifty o^ them: 
of the senatorial order* L Domiti^ P Leululut 
£S pint her* L Cacdlins Rufus* Sus. Quintifius Varus 
the quaestor, L, Rubrlus; also the son of Pamithn 
with many other youths* and a large number >>l 
Roman knights and dccufiuns whom Dnmitius find 
au minn rmi I from t h e mun ielpal towns All t hese w 3u- u 
brouglkt before him he protects from the clamorous 
insolence of the troops : he addresses them In a few 
words* complaining that uo gratitude had been shown 
him on their part 1 for Ids signal acts of kindness, 
and dismisses them nJl unharmed. The sum ul 
fl,000,000 sesterce* which had l^cn taken by 
DomiLiui to Corfinhnn and placed in the public 
treasury, and then handed over to him by the four 
magistrates of Gorfiniuro, he restores to Dam i tins, 
t Periiafw tl by loma of ttem."

in order that he may not foe thought more self-con- 
trailed m dealing with men's lives than with thrir 
property p ullhuugh tliere was no doubt that this money 
belonged to the state and had been assigned by 
Pnmpeius for military pay. The soldiers of Domiliuu 
lie orders. to take the oath of allegiance to himself 
and on that day moves camp and completes a fill I 
day’s marchj having stripped at Cbrfiniuin for seven 
days in all, and. pissing through the border of the 
Marruchd, FrcfiUni, utul Larin,ites,arrives in Apulin T 
Pompeiua*learning of the events that had happened 
at Cortinium, goes from Luccria to Gutusiunt and 
thence to Brundisium. He orders that all the forces 
drawn from the new levies should be brought to him 
from every quarter ; tse arms the slaves and husband^ 
men and furnishes them with horses, making out of 
them about three hundred borsemem L. Manlius the 
praetor Hies from Alba with six cohorts, Kutiliius 
Lupus the praetor from Tnrmcina with three. These, 
catching ^ight of Caesars cavalry under the mm- 
mand of Vibius Curias, desert their praetor, transfer 
their colours to Girins, and go over to Iris aide. So, 
too, on subsequent marches several cohorts fall in 
with Caesar's main body and others with the horse, 
N. tf ngius of Cremona, Fompeius’ chief engineer, U 
captured on the route ami brought back to Caesar, 
who sends him back to Ponipeius with bi*tructinji£ 
to the effect that, since up to the present no oppor¬ 
tunity of a conference hns been allowed and he 
h i tusc 11 is on the way to Brundisium, it is to the 
interest of the state and the common welfare 
that he should have ft conference with Pompeius; 
that when they are separated by long tJ{stance 
and terms of agreement are conveyed by others, 
the sniue results are not gained as would be

Having given these instructions, he Arrives nt 
Brundi-HLutii 1 with sis Icginiiftj three veteranj and the 
rest consisting of those which lie had furated from n 
new levy and raised to their full complement nil lii-H 
march, for he had -^ent the DorditlfiJi cohorts straight 
off from Corfinintn to Sicily. He finds out that the 
consuls had gone to DymichLum with a great part 
of the army, and that Putnpeius was remaining at 
Brundisiiim with twenty cohorts, nor could it he 
ascertained for certain whether he had remained 
there for the sake ol lioldmg Brmidisium, in order 
that he might more easily control the whole Adriatic 
from the extremities of Italy and the shores of C« recce 
and so carry on war from either *side, or whether he 
hnti halted there from lack of ships; *md fearing lest 
Pom pci us should think that lit ought not to abandon 
Jtalv, lie determined to block the exits and ^top the 
working of the harliour of Jiruudisium. Pile following 
was the method of hi s oi^faliuna. \\ here the mouth 
of the harbour was narrowest he threw out piers 
and el dasn from the shore on each, side because the 
sea was shallow there. As lie proceeded further 
out, since the mole could not hold togeflier where 
the water was deepen he placed two mfts thirty h-ct 
Square over against Lhe end of the breakwater* He 
fastened these by four anchors, one at cacls of the 
four angles, to prevent them being shifted by the 
waves. When they were finished and placed in 
position he attached in order other rafts of a. like size. 
These he covered with soil and a raise d Cause way 
that there might be no obstacle in the way of 
approach or ingress fur the purpose of defence. In

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front and on each side h* protected them tt ii fascfnct 
and screens ; oil every fourth raft: he r&n up towers of 
two stories that he might thus more conveniently 
defend them from &n attack by ships and front fire. 
To ]n«-el this Pompeius fitted out some large mer¬ 
chant-ships which lie had seized 111 the |*ort of 
Brundisium. On them htc erected towers of three 
stories each, and when they were equipped with a 
number of engines and wenpons of every kind he 
brought tlieni up close to Caesar s works so as to 
break through the rafts and destroy the works. Thus 
fighting went on every tiny, each ^de discharging 
slings, arrows, and other missiles* Jiut Caesar, while 
carrying on these operations, did not think that nego¬ 
tiations for peace ought to be dropped ; and though he 
was very much surprised that Magius, whom he had 
commissioned to carry instructions to Pompdus, w as 
not sent back to him, mid though his frequent 
attempts at an understanding were hindering ener¬ 
getic action and policy, yet on all Recounts he 
thought It right to persevere therein. And so he 
scauL to Scdbunliii Li bo his legate Caidnius Rcbilus, 
one of Libo's intimate friends, to confer on the sub¬ 
ject. He instructs him to exhort Llbo to effect a 
reconcilement; his chief demand is that he should 
himself have an interview with Pompeius. He ex¬ 
plains that if he is allowed this opportunity he has 
great confidence that it will result in their laying 
down arms on equal terms ; and that a great part 
of the praise an*I credit for this achievement will 
fall to Ubo if a cessation of hpatllltics should take 
place by his ail rice and efforts. Li bo, quitting 
his interview with C&ninius, goes to see Pcmpeius. 
Soon after he brings Isack word that, the consuls 
being absent, negotiations for a settlement cannnt 
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fta aaepius rem frustra lemptatiim Caesar aliquando 
dimiEtendani sibi iudicat el dc bcllo agendum.

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be carried cm without them. So Caesar deckles that 
he must at last abandon nn attempt $4 often made in 
vain and must apply himself to warfare, 

When nearly half the work Imd been completed 
by Caesar and nine days had been spent on it, the 
ships which had conveyed to iKmiLdnum [he first 
part of the army and had been sent back thence by 
the consuls return to IS mini mum. On the arrival of 
the ships Pompoms* cither because he was perturbed 
by Caesar's siege-works or else because he had 
originally intended to quit Italy, begins to prepare 
his departure, and in order to delay with greater case 
any Sudden attach 011 the part of Caesar, and prevent 
his troops breaking into the town at once alter his 
departure, he blocks the gates, barricades Ibjlcs and 
streets,draws transverse trenche$ aortas the thorough¬ 
fares, and fixes therein stakes and blocks of wood 
sharpened at the ends* These he levels over with 
light hurdles and earth, while be shuts uiF the 
approaches and the two routes which led outside [tie 
wall to the harbour by planting in the ground huge 
Eudks of timber also sharpened to a point. Having 
tikidr these premia rations, lie bids the soldiers cm hark 
In silence, and places Hght-armed men, drawn from 
the reserves, the arch era, and the dingers, nt intervals 
along the wall and in the towers. These he arranges 
to rural) at a given signal when all the troops had 
embarked n ami leaves some merchant-vessels for them 
in an accessible place. 

The II rundislaus, embittered by the wrongs bUlklcd 
on them by the Pompeian soldiery and by the insults 
of Pompeius himself, favoured the cause of Caesar. 
And so when they heard of the departure of Pompdus, 
while his men were hurrying about occupied in the 
btifiinefis in hand, they signalled ihe fact from every

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bouse. Learning through them the state of affairs, 
Caesar orders ladders to be prepared and men to be 
armed, so ns not to lose any opportunity of action. 
Porn pci US Weighs an l*I tor at nightfall- The fitetl who 
were placed on the wall oil garrison duty are recalled 
by the signal agreed on and run down to the ships 
by familiar routes. The soldiers bring up scaling- 
bidders and mount the walls, but, warned by the 
Hrundisinns to beware of the blind stockade and 
ditches, thej r halt, and a taking a circuitous mute, 
under their guidance reach the harbour, and by 
means of boats mid punts arrest and capture two 
ships with troojis on board which had fallen foul of 
Caesar’s piers. 

Though Caesar, in the hope of finishing the business, 
particularly approved the plan of collecting ships and 
then crossing the sea and foil owing Pompdus before 
he should strengthen himself by oversea support, yet 
he feared the delay and length of time involved, 
because Poinjicius by collecting all the ships had 
robbed him of any present opportunity of following 
hitn H It remained to wait for ships from the inure 
distant parts of Gaul and Fleenuui and from the 
strait 1 'Hiis, owing to the time of year, seemed a 
protracted and difficult task. Meanwhile lie was 
unwilling that a veteran army and two Spanish 
provinces, one of which 5 was under obligation to 
Pompeius for very great benefits,should be confirmed 
in their allegiance, that auxiliary forces and cavalry 
should he provide^ iliat Gaul and July should be 
tampered with, mil in his absence,

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So for the present he gives up his plan of following 
Fompeius and determines to go into Spain. He bids 
the officials of all the nliinicip.4 towns to find ships 
and sec that they are conveyed to Bruttdidiina. He 
Bends his legale Valerius into Sardinia with one 
legion and Curio as propraetor into Sic Ely with two, 
and bids him on recovering Sicily to transport his 
army forthwith to Africa. M. Cotta was in control 
of Sardinia and M* Cato of Sicily ; Tubtro ought by 
the allotment of offices to have been in command of 
Africa, The people of Garni is* as toon as they heard 
that Valerius was being sent to them, before lie had 
quitted ltalvj of their own accord eject Cotta from 
the town. Terror-struck, because he gathered ttint 
the whole province was in accord with them, he dies 
from Sardi nia to Africa* Cato in Sicily was repairing 
the old warships and requisitioning new ones from 
the communities, devoting much steal lo the per¬ 
formance of his Lash. Among the Lucani and Rnittii 
he was raising levies of Roman citizen* through his 
legates, and was exacting a fixed number of cavalry 
and infantry from the townships of Sicily. When 
these measures Were almost completed, hearing of the 
approach of Curio he complains in a public meeting 
that he had been dung aside and betrayed by On. 
Pompeiiis, who, while utterly unprepared in every 
particular, hud undertaken an unnecessary war, and 
when questioned by himself and the rest in the 
senate had assured them that he had everything lit 
arid ready for war* After making these emu plain La 
in the assembly he fled from the province. 

Finding Sardinia and Sirity bereft of military 
control, Valerius and Cotta proceed thither with their 
armies* Tula*ro on reaching Africa finds Altins 
Varus in the province in military command \ he, as

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we have explained above, after the loss of iais cohorts 
at Ausimum had immediately Ikd and gone to Africa 
and had oh hi* own account sdtiCcl on the vacant 
province. By raising a levy lie lute] made up two 
legions, having by his knowledge of the people 
and the district and his familiarity with the province 
gained an ripening for engaging in such under takings, 
m he had hold the province * few years previously 
after his praeton^ldp. He prevents Tubero on arrival 
fit Utica With his ship* from approaching the port 
and the town, and does not allow him to laud \ih -on 
who w tih stricken with illness,, but compels him to 
weigh anchor and quit the district. 

I laving carried nut these measures, Caesar with¬ 
draw^ his men into the nearest towns that for the 
rest of the time they might have some intermidon 
of toll. He himself proceeds to the city, 1 Having 
called the senate together, he recounts the wrongs 
done him by his personal enemies. He explains that 
he hud sought no extraordinary office, but, waiting for 
the legitimate time uf hb cmutulihip, hudi teen content 
with privileges ojicii to all the citizens. A pro]<rtal 
iiad la-cn carried by the ten tribunes while Fampelus 
himself was consul that he should he allowed to 
compete in absence, though his enemies spoke 
against it, while Cato opposed with the utmost 
vehemence and after his old habi t spun out the days 
by obstructive speech. 1 If Pufflpcmfl disapprovedj 
why did lio allow it to he carried ? If be approved, 
why did he prolkihit him from taking advantage of 
the people's kindness? He sets forth his own 
patience when under no pressure he had made the

sacrifice of dignity and position. He tells them of 
the bitterness of his foes who refused in his case 
what they demanded in the other, and preferred 
utter confusion to the surrender of military power 
snd armed force. He tells of their injustice in 
robbing him of his legions, of their cruelty and 
insolence in infringing the rights, of the tribLines ; he 
enumerates the terms that he had offered, the 
conferences asked tor and refused. On these con¬ 
siderations he exhorts and charges them to take up 
the burden of state mil Administer it with his help; 
hut if they shrink through fear he will not burden 
them, and will administer the state himself, Envoys 
should be sent to Pompeius t a ctfeet a settlement, 
nor was he afraid of the remark made by Pompelus 
a little before in the senate, to the effect that undue 
inllucnee is attributed to those to whom envoys arc 
sent and Fear argued on the pitft of Lhose tiiat send 
them. Such considerations seemed to belong to a 
[XK*r and weak spirit. His own wish to lie 
sujierior to olhers in justice And equity as he had 
striven to iurp.tss them in Action. 

The senate approves his proposal about the 
sending of envoys, but do one was found to be 
sent, each refusing for himself the duty of this 
embassy mainly through fear. For Ponipeius when 
quitting the city bad said in the senate that he would 
regard in the same light those who remained At 
Rome and those who were in Caesar s camp. Thus 
three days arc spun out with discussion and esc use*. 
Alsu L. Vletellu^ the tribune, is put up by Caesar's 
enemies to thwart this; proposal and to binder every¬ 
thing else that he proposed to do. When his design

On his arrival! there he learns that VibulSiiE^ Rufus, 
whom he had raptured at GoHinitmi and dismissed a 
few' days before, had been dispatched bj Poupehia 1 ; 
also th:it Donnlius had gone to seize Manilla w r ith 
seven merchant-vessels which he had requisitioned 
from private persons at [gilium and in Cusamrin, 
and had manned with his own slaves, freedmen* 
and tenants; and nlm that some Mossirinn envoys 
had been previously sent home, youths of noble 
birth, whom Pom pejus when quitting the city hod 
exhorted not to let Caesars fresh services drive from 
their minds the memory of his own earlier kindnesses. 
Receiving these i list ructions, the people of Mo^ ilia 
bod closed their gates against Caesar* and had called

I "um pc ins and G. Caesar, patrons of our &tatc s one 
of whom Iitls oflk-Lilly granted us the lands of the 
V&lcae Arecomlei nnd of the HehriJ; the other, alter 
conquering the Sallycs by armed force, him a*si^ncd 
them to us and increased our revenues. M. here fore 
it is our duty la show them equal goodwill, ns their 
benefit:'! are equal, and to aid neither of them against 
the oilier, nor to receive either within our city Of 
ports/* 

While they are engaged on these proceedings, 
DomiMu*, arriving by sea at MassUia* is received by 
the inhabitants and put in command of the city ; the 
whole control of the war is placed in his hands. 
Cnder his authority the}' send the fleet In every 
direction ; they seize all the merchant-ships they cun 
nnd and bring them into the harbour. I hose which 
are insufficiently provided with bolts of timber, and 
with tackle, they use for fitting out and repairing the 
rest. All the corn that they can find they collect foi 
the general use. The rest of the merchandise and 
provisions they reserve for the bb>chade, if it should 
ensue. Stirred by these wrongs. Caesar conducts 
three Legions to Mesailia; he determines lo bring up 
towers and penthouses for the siege of the city, and 
make twelve wuri-Iiip al .Arelate- J hesc having been 
made and cqnipjied within thirty days from the day 
on which the timber was first cut down, and having 
been brought to Mossiltn, he puts I), Brutus in com¬ 
mand of lhem, and leaves hh Legate, G. 1 rebouius, 
to eouduet t he siege of Mossiba.

and elsewhere round that district in winter quarters, 
and ^jivea orders that the Pyrenean passes, which 
were then held with ontposts hy the legate L- A fra¬ 
il ins, should be at once seized. He orders the rest 
of the legions M which are wintering further off h to 
follow up, Fa bins, in obedience to orders, acting 
with promptitude,drove the outpost from llie pass,and 
hurried by forced marc lies to the army of Afrmnius, 

On the arrival of I- Vibtdlius Rufus, who, as we 
have shown, w:is sent by F^mpeius into Spain, 
Afraniusand Petrdus and Varro, legates of Pompetus, 
of whom one held hither Spain with three legions, 
another further Spain from the pass of Casiulo to the 
Anas with two legions* the third the district of the 
Vettones from the Anas and also Lusitania with an 
equal number of legions, divide their tusks in such a 
wav l h.it Petreius sh attic3 rna reli from Lu sitania t h ron gh 
the Vet tone* with all his force* to join Afrardus, 
while Vmro should protect the whole of further 
Spain with the legion* under his command. When 
these ftmuigements were made Pctniai requisitions 
cavalry and auxiliary troops frnm the whole of 
Lusitania, Afraid us from Ccltiberia, the Cantabri, 
and all the barbarous trills tliat extend to the ocean. 
When they were collected Petrcins quickly make* his 
way through the Vetlones to AfraninSjimd w ith com¬ 
mon const-]it they agree to wage war at Ilerda owing 
to the natural advantages afforded by the position.

Spain, and about five thousand cavalry from each 
province* Caesar had sent forward six legions into 
Spain, five thousand auxiliary infantry and three 
thousand cavalry which he had had witl> him during 
nil Eiii former wars, and an equal number from Gaul, 
winch he had himself pacified, having specially cal led 
to arms all the men of conspicuous rank and bravery 
from every state ; to these he had added men of the 
ln?st class from among the Aquitanl and the moun¬ 
taineers who border on the province of Gaul. He 
had heard that Pompeius was inarching at the head 
of has legions through Mauritania into Spain and 
would very soon arrive. At the same time Lie 
borrowed sums of money from the tribunes and 
centurions and distributed them among the soldiers. 
By this proceeding he gained two results; he estab¬ 
lished a lien on the Loyalty of the centurions and 
purchased by the bounty the goodwill of the troops. 

Fabius was lam|>ering with the loyalty of the 
neighbouring communities by letters unci messengers* 
Over the River Slcomhe bad constructed two bridges 
four miles apart. Over these he kept sending 
EuppLieSp because during the preceding days he had 
exhausted all that there was this side the river. The 
generals of the Pompeian army were doing pretty 
much the same thing and fur the same reason, and 
they were engaged in constant Rivalry skirmishes. 
When two Fab*in legions, coming together to pro¬ 
tect the foragers according to their usual cLisloni T had 
crossed the river by the nearer bridge, and the pack- 
Ijorses and the whole cavalry force were following them, 
the bridge was suddenly broken down by a ^turm of 
wind and n great rush of water, J*nd a large force 
of cavalry that remained behind wus cut ofL When

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Pd trains and Afranius discovered whit bud happened 
from the earth and fascines which were being carried 
down the river, Afmniiis immediately threw across 
four legions and nil his cavalry by his own bridge with 
which he had joined the town and his camp, and 
g*ies to meet the two Fabian legions. On the new** 
of his approach L* Plnneus, who was in command of 
the legions, uEider the stress of necessity occupies the 
higher ground and d raws up his lines facing in oppo¬ 
site directions that he might not be tutfOunded by 
cavalry. So gobig into action with unequal numbers, he 
sustains Impetuous charges of the legions and cavalry*. 
After the cavalry had engaged, the standards of two 
legioi ls are se en by each nd e soni c I ittl c way off. These 
Fnbius had sent by the further bridge to support our 
men, suspecting that what actualty occurred would 
happen, namely, that the commanders on the other 
side would cmfitoy the opportunity w r hieh a hind 
chance afTonlt-d them of crushing our men. On 
their arrival the battle is broken off and each leader 
marches his legions back to camp. 

Within two days Caesar reached the camp with 
nine hundred horsemen whom he Imil reserved as a 
bodyguard for himself. The bridge which laid been 
broken down by the storm was almost repaired : he 
ordered it to be finished at night. Having made him¬ 
self acquainted wiLh the character of the country, he 
leaves six cohorts to guard the bridge and the camp 
together with all his baggage, and on the following 
day, with bis whole force drawn up in three lines, he 
sets out for Herd* and halts clew to the camp of 
A i minus, and, having waited there for m. little while 
under arms, offers hi* foe an opportunity of fighting

When 
Caesar learned that it was only owing to Afniniys 
that a pitched battle was not fought he determined 
to pitch hi3 H junp at an interval of about four Hun* 
dred paces from the luw&tt spurs of the mountain, 
and in order that his men might not be panic-stricken 
by a sodden onset of the foe while engaged on their 
task and so be prevented try in working, lie forbade 
the erection of a rampart* which could not fail to be 
prominent and visible front a distance, but ordered 
a ditch of Ciitccrc feet width to be constructed 
facing the enemy * The first and second line re¬ 
mained under arms as they had been posted at first; 
behind these the work was being secretly done by 
the third line. So it was nil completed before 
Afmnius could become aware that the camp was 
being fortified* Towards evening Caesar withdraws 
the legions within the fosse and bivouacs there under 
arms the following night. 

On the follow'big day he keeps the whole army 
within the ibssc and, m material for earthworks 
could onlv be procured at n distance, he arranges 
a hj mLN it method of work for the present and assigns 
the fortifying of each side of the camp to a single 
legion, ordering fosses of a similar site to the first to 
be constructed ; the rest of the legion* he draws up 
under amis lightly equipped over against the enemy. 
A Irani us ami Petrel us^ with the object of causing 
alarm and so impeding the work, draw out their forces 
towards the lower spurs of the hill and banss our 
men. Caesar, however, does not <m that account 
interrupt hi* work, trusting in the protection of the 
three legions and the defensive nature of the fosse. 
The enemvv without staying long or advancing fur¬ 
ther from the bottom of the hill, withdraw their forces

Camp with a rampart and orders the rest of list 
cohorts which he had left in his previous camp* and 
their baggage, to be brought »ver to hiin* 

Between the town of Ilerda and the nearest hill 
on which Petreius rrnd AfraninS were encamped wm 
a plain about three hundred paces in width, and in 
about the middle of this space wus a tather high 
mound* Caesar was confident that if be occupied 
and fortified this he would cut oif his ndverauki 
from the town and the bridge and from all the stores 
which they had brought into the town- In this hope 
he leads out of the camp three legions, and having 
drawn up the line in a suitable ]K*sitiun, he orders a 
picked advance guard froui one legion to cliarge and 
occupy the mound r This movement being quickly 
discovered, the cohorts of Afranius which were 
stationed in front of the camp arc sent by a -.brntcr 
route to occupy the same nMtttan- A battle is 
rough!, and, as the Afrasians had reached the mound 
first, our men arc driven back and, frtib supjmrts 
being sent up, are compelled to turn and retreat to 
the standards of the legions. 

The method of fighting adopted by Lhe enemy s 
troops Wilts to charge at first at full speed, boldly seize 
a position* take no fMirticukr trouble to preserve their 
ranks„ bnl fight singly and in Joosc order; il ebry 
were hand pressed they did not consider it a dis¬ 
grace to retire and quit their position, for* waging 
i continuous warfare agaluh-t the Ludtanians and 
other barbarous tril>cs, they had become used to 
a barbarous kind of figSiting* ns it usually happens 
that when troops have spent a long time in any 
district ibtv are greatly influenced by the methods 
of the country. It wai this system that now threw

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our men into confusion, unaccustomed as they were 
to this kind of fighting ; for the enemy kept 
charging singly Uu-y thought that they were being 
surrounded on their exposed flank, As for them¬ 
selves, they had judged it right to keep their ranks 
and not to desert their standards nor to gi ve up with¬ 
out grave cause the position they had taken. And 
bo when the vanguard was thrown into contusion 
the legion posted on that wing could not stand it-S 
ground and withdrew to the uCuresL hill. 

Finding nearly the whole of his line panic-stricken^— 
an event as unusual as it wu unexpected—-Caesar 
exliofta hfis men and leads lhe Ninth Legion to their 
support. He checks the foe who are pursuing our 
men with insolent daring, and compels tbetn again 
to turn and retreat to the town of Herd* and halt 
beneath the walls. But the men of the Ninth T/Cgiun, 
carried away by teal in their desire to repair the loss 
received, rushly pursuing lhe dying foe loo far, get 
into unfavourable ground and approach close under 
the hill on. which the town of llcrda was situated. 
When our men wished to retreat Irum this position, 
the enemy in turn kept presstng them hard from the 
higher ground. The place was precipitous with a 
steep descent on cither side, and extended only so far 
hi width ns just to give room for three cohort* drawn 
up in battle array, so that supports could not be stilt 
up on the flanks nor could cavalry be of any use if 
the men were in difficulties. But on the side of the 
town sloping ground with n slight descent stretched 
to the length of about Four hundred paces. In this 
direction our meiWood at buy, since, carried forw ard 
by their zeal, they had recklessly advanced tints for. 
The fighting took place in this *pot, which was un¬ 
favourable both fioni its confined lLniits and because

they had hatted just li inlet Use vet ) 1 spurs of the 
mountain, so that no missile failed to reach them. 
N evert tic Jess they strove with valour and endurance 
an d su$ gained every r descri ptioi t of w cm rid. Th e fortes 
of the foe were increasing and cohorts were continually 
losing sent up to them from ihe camp through rhe 
town that the unexhausted were always hiking the 
place of the exhausted Caesar was obliged lo adopt 
the *rime course of withdrawing the exhausted and 
sending up supporting cohorts to the same place. 

When they had fought in this way continuously 
for five hours, and our men were being grievously 
harassed by superior numbers, having spent all their 
missiles, they draw' their swords :md r breasting the 
hill, charge the cohorts, and after laying a few low, 
they force the rest to reLreaL When the cohorts 
were thus pushed close up to the w all, and to some 
extent driven by terror to cuter the town, an easy 
withdrawal was allow cd our men. Our cavalry, how¬ 
ever, on each Hank, though it had been stationed on 
low-lying ground at the foot of the cUfF, yet forces 
its way with the utmost valour to the ridge, and, 
riding between the two lines of battle, allows our 
men a mure convenient and safer withdrawal. 'I'llus 
the contest was waged with varyLttg fortune. At 
the first attack about seventy of our men fell, among 
them Q. FulgmiuSpA prmci|itd centurion of the Four¬ 
teenth Legion, who by his remarkable valour bad 
risrn to that jwj^t from the lower rank of centurions, 
and more than six hundred jure wounded. Among 
the AfnmianSp T. Cactriliuis, a centurion of the first 
company, is slain, and besides him fuur ten turnons 
and more than two hum I red men. 

But the eijuimonly received view of the day’s

general I v deemed inferior, they had stood their 
ground so long in dose combat and borne the 
assault of our men, and at the outset held the position 
and the mound which hail been the object of the 
battle, and at the first encounter had compelled our 
men to retreat; our troops on the other hand, claimed 
the victory because, engaging the foe on unfavour¬ 
able ground and with unequal number, they had 
sustained the fight for five hours* had mounted the 
hill with drawn swords, had compelled their 
adversaries to retreat from a higher position* and 
had driven them into the town. The enemy fortified 
the liill p for possession of which they had fought, with 
great works, mid placed a garrisun on U- 

Thcre also happened nn unforeseen disaster within 
two days of these occurrences. A storm of such 
intensity springs up that it was agreed that there 
hud never been a greater min fall in that district. 
On this occasion it washed down the snow frost) nil 
the mountains, overtopped the banks of the river, 
nnd in one day broke down both the bridges which 
G. Fabius bad "made. This caused serious difficulties 
to Caesars Army. For the camp being situated, as 
has Inreti explained above, between the two river* 
Sicoris und Cinga, thirty miks apart, neither of 
these could be crossed, and they were all necessarily 
confined in this narrow space. The states which had 
entered into friendly relations with taesaf could not 
supply provisions nor could those who hud travelled 
$oino distance for forage return, being cut off by the 
rivers, nor could the huge supplies which were on 
their way from Italy and Gaul reach the camp, 
was, moreover, the most difficult season of the year, 
when there was no corn hi the winter Stores and the

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eropa were rot far from being ripe f while the com¬ 
munities were exhausted because Afranlin had con¬ 
vened nearly nil the com to Ilerda before Cfte^rtr's 
arrival* and" whatever there was left Caesar hud 
consumed during the previous days; and tile cattle 
which could hare served as a second reserve against 
want had been removed to a distance by the neigh¬ 
bouring states because of the war. The men who 
went out to collect fodder or corn were followed 
by light-armed Lusitaiisans and skirmishers frum 
hither Spain acquainted with the district ; and for 
them it was easy to swim across the rivers* it being 
their general custom never to join the main army 
without bladders. 

But the army of Afranius had abundance of pro¬ 
visions of every kind. M uch corn had been provided 
and collected previously^ much was being brought 
together from every province, and there wus a great 
supply of fodder* The bridge at Ilerda and the un¬ 
touched districts across the liver* which Caesar was 
quite unable Up approach r gave opportunities for all 
Uicse measures without Miy risk. 

The above-mentioned floods lasted several doyi 
Caesar made an attempt to repair the bridges, but the 
strength of the current did nut allow it, nor did the 
cohorts of the enemy, distributed along the bunk, 
sulfur the work to be completed- ^ waa easy far 
them to prevent it from the character of the river 
itself and the excessive flood, and also because fr-rn 
all along the banks missiles were being discharged at 
one narrow ||Mt* and so St was diificultj. ow ing %o the 
extreme rapidity of the current* at once to cam on 
the wnrk and avoid the missiles.

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There had come thither archers from the Rutcnl 
and horsemen from Gaul with n. number of wagons 
and heavy baggage, after the Gallic custom, There 
were, moreover, about six thousand men of every 
class with their staves end children, but there w:is no 
method, no fixed authority, each following his 
devices, anil all journeying without fear, adopting the 
Licence of earlier days and journeys. Ihure were a 
number of honourable youths, sons of senators or of 
the equestrian order; there were deputations from the 
states; th crew ere envoys from Caesar. Al I these we re 
checked by the rivers. To crush them Afmnius sets 
forth at ui^ht with nil his cavalry and three legions, 
and sending his horsemen on in front attacks them 
off their guard. Nevertheless the Gallic horsemen 
quickly rally and join battle. I’hough few, they 
stood their ground against a g^cat number of the 
enemy, so lon£ as an encounter on equ-nil condi¬ 
tions was possible; but when the standards of the 
legions began to approach* after the loss of a 
few men, thev withdraw to the nearest hi Hu. lb^ H 
period of the battle was of great moment fur 
the safety of our men, for by getting free room 
they withdrew to higher ground. On that dnj 
about two hundred archer* were lost, a few horse- 
and a small number of camp followers and 

beasts of bunlen. , 

Nevertheless in all these circumstances the price oi 
provisions rose, a difficulty which i* wont to increase, 
not merely from the immediate dearth, but also from 
foil- tor the future. Already the price of «.rn had 
risen to fifty denarii a peckj am! I he lock of it had

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diminished the strength of the soldiery and their 
troubles were increasing daily. So completely had 
the situation hern reversed in a. few day*, nnd such 
had been the shifting of the balance of fortune, that 
our men were being oppressed by a serious deficiency 
of necessarica, while the enemy hnd abundance of 
everything and were in an acknowledged position of 
superiority. The supply of corn being ton small, 
Caesar bcgn.fi to requisition cattle from the states 
which Iuid gone over to his side, sent sutler* to the 
more distant communities! and himself endeavoured 
by all possible resources to meet the present want 

A Irani us and Petrel us and their friends is 1 rote to 
their partisan* at Hume an amplified wld exaggerated 
account of these event*. Rumour added much, so 
that the war seemed almost finished When these 
letters and message* were conveyed to Rome u;remt 
crowds thronged the house of Afmnius and hearty 
congratulations were offered. Many set out from Italy 
for Gn. Pom prims* some Lh *t they might show 
themselves the first to bring him such news, others 
that they might not ap|>enr to have waited for the 
hsue of the war and to have been the last of all to 
come- 

Aj things were reduced to such a strait and &J1 
the roods were blocked by the Afmnum soldiers and 
horsemen and the bridge* could not be completed, 
Caesar orders hi* men to build ships of the kind 
that Iris experience in Britain in previous years had 
taught him to make. The keels and the first ribs 
were made of light timber, the rest of the hull 
was wattled and covered with hides. These when 
finished he conveys by night on coupled wngnns 1

Hither he afterwards transfers a legion and 
Sets about making a bridge from either side, finishing 
it in two days, Thus he recovers in safety the stores 
and the men who had gone out on the longing 
exgiedition, and begins to settle the difficulties of his 
food supply. 

On the same day he threw a great part of his 
cavalry across the river, vhu, attacking the foragers 
when off their guard and scattered about without 
any fear of danger, cut off n great number of men 
and beasts; and when some light-armed cohorts had 
been sent in support of the foe the y skilfully dis¬ 
tribute themselves Into two divisions, same to guard 
the Iwoty, others to resist and repel aggressors; and 
one cohort, which had rashly advanced from the main 
body before the others, they cut off from the rest 
and surround it and put it to the sword, and return 
to the camp by the same bridge, unharmed, with 
much booty- 

Wbile this is going an at Ilerda (he Missflijui* 
following the advice of L. Docuftfus, equip seventeen 
ships of war, of which eleven were decked. To these 
they add mane smaller vessels, so that our fleet may 
be terrified by the mere multitude* On board they 
put a great number of arrhers anil of the Albici, 
about whom 1 have explained before, and stimulate 
them by prise* and promises, Puinitius demands 
special ship* for himself, and mans them with 
farmers ami herdsmen whom he had brought with 
him. Their fleet thus fully equipped, they advance 
with great confidence against our ships, of which

Brutus was far inferior m number of ships, but 
Caesar had assigned to his Elect the bravest: Dica, 
front-line men jleleI centiiridns^ picked trom all the 
legions, who had demanded this charge for them- 
se J ves, T1 1 ey I md prepared iron c! nw$ and grapp I i e igs 
ami had furnished thcamelves with a great number 
of javelins, looped darts, and oilier weapons. So, 
having learnt of tlie arrival of the enemy, they bring 
their ships out of port and join battle with the 
Massflinm. The fight was maintained with the 
utmost bravery and impetuosity on both sides, nor 
did the Albiei r rough mountaineers trained Iti arms, 
fall far below our men In v*Jour, and having lately 
come from the Massilians, they kept in mind their 
recent promises,, while tile herdsmen of Doiuitiua, 
stimulated by the hope of liberty, were eager to 
display their icnl before their matter" s eyes. 

The Mosulbins themselves, trusting m the *|*eed of 
their ships and Lhe skill of their pilots,eluded our 
men and parried their attacks, and long as they 
were free to make use of a wider space they extended 
their line to some distance and strove to surround our 
men. or to attack single ships with several, or t£>run 
by them and if possi bl e s weep of t heir oars. Whetie v er 
Uu y w ere forced to come to dose quarters, instead of 
the skill and dev Lees of pilots they had recourse to 
the valour of mountaineers. Our men Emd not only 
bo employ less we II-trained rowers and I ess skilled 
pilots who had suddenly lieen taken uutul tnerchanfc~ 
ships, nut yet knowing even the names of the various 
tackle, but were also retarded by the slowness and 
heaviness of their ships, bori having been made in a

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hurry of unseasoned timber, they did not display the 
same bund in ess in respect of speed. And so, pro- 
vtded that an opportunity of fighting hand to hand 
were given them, with quiet courage they confronted 
two ships with one, and throwing aboard the iron 
claw and holding each ship fast, they fought on 
opposite sides of their vessel and so boarded Lke 
enemy's ships ; and after claying a large number of 
the A|bid and the herdsmen they sink some of the 
chips, Like others w ith their crews, and drive the rest 
into |tort On that day nine chips of the Massilians 
are lost, including those lhat w ere captured. 

This newK is first brought to Caesar at Ilenda; at 
once on the completion of the bridge there is a rapid 
change of fortune. The enemy p U rear-struck by the 
bravery of the cavalry^ tiow roamed with less freedom 
and audacity ; at one time, slaying their advance at 
no great distance from the camp, in order to ensure 
a speedy retreat, they foraged within narrower limits; 
at another, taking a wider circuit, they tried to avoid 
the outposts and cavalry pickets, or T on sustaining 
some loss or catcliing bight of the cavalry at a distance, 
they broke nf ihctr march, flung away thdr packs, 
■\ud fled. Finally , they made up their mind to stay 
action for several days nnd, contrary to the general 
custom, to forage by night. 

Meanwhile ttic inhabitants oT flsca, and those ai 
s alngorris who were politically associated 1 with thym., 
send envoy r s to him nml promise to do his bidding. 
These are followed by the people of Taitaco, the 
lacetnni, the AulcUni, and a few days afterw-mb 
the ]llurgavonenses, w ho larder on the River Ebro.

g^von eases also goes over to him on ascertaining the 
intention of their state and transfers its colours from 
i ts qua rters, A great change of fortune rapidly follows. 
The bridge being complcted+ five important states 
brought over to his ridc p the com supply made unsy, 
the rumours about the auxiliaries of the legions which 
weresaiil to becoming with Poaipeim through Mauri¬ 
tania being suppressed?a number of more distant colu¬ 
mn niff es desert Afranius and take the side of Caesar. 

When the spirits nf bis adversaries were cowed by 
these events, Caesar, to prevent the need of always 
sending the cavalry over the bridge by a long cir¬ 
cuitous route* found a suitable spot and decided to 
construct several ditches thirty feet wide* whereby lie 
might divert some part of the SScorisand make a ford 
in the river. When these were nearly completed 
Afraid us and Petreiui fall into great alarm Jest they 
should be cut off altogether from collecting forage 
and Fodder, els Caesar was particularly strong in 
cava! ry. And so they determine to q ui t these <1 isl ricts 
and to transfer the war to Celt She ria. This design 
was also favoured by tire fact that of the two 
different classes of states, those which in the earlier 
war had taken lire ^tde of Scrfcorius and had been 
conquered feared the name and authority of the 
absent Pompciu-s, and those which had remained 
3nya! ? having received great kindnesses, were 
devoted to him, while the name of Caesar was 
only dimly known among the bnrbnrian$H Ifl this 
district they were expecting to find large reinforce¬ 
ments of cavalry and auxiliaries,and were proposing to 
prolong the war into the winter in a place of their own 
choosing. Having formed this plan, they order ships

and to be brought to Octt>«esa, This town was 
situated on the Ebro p and was thirty miles from the 
camp. They order a bridge to be made at this part 
of the river by coupling ship* together and bring two 
leg inns over the Sicoris, A ramp is entrenched with 
a rampart twelve feet htgh + 

When this was ascertained by means of scouts p 
Caesar, continuing day and night his task of divert¬ 
ing the stream by the utmost eflbrts of his soldiery, 
had so far advanced operations that the horsemen 
were nbk to cross the river, and ventured to do so p 
though the feat was laborious and difficult; while 
the fugt-soldiers had only their shoulders and the 
upper part of their bodies above the surface^ and 
were impeded in crossing both by the depth of the 
water and also by 11 ic ttipld i ty of t he current, K ever- 
thelcss about one and the same time the bridge over 
Lhe Ebro was announced to be nearly finished and a 
ford was bt-ing found in the Sicoris. 

xVow, however, the enemy thought it the more 
necessary that their march should be hastened, So p 
leaving tw p o auxiliary cohorts to garrison Herda, they 
eros> t he Sicoris in full foree and join camp with the 
two legions which they bail led across on a previous 
day. The only course left for Caesar was to annoy 
and harass the enemy's line of march with his cavalry; 
for his own bridge involved a wide circuit, so that 
the enemy could reach the Ebro by n much shorter 
route. I Jc sends horsemen who cross tire river and, 
allItough Petreius and Afranhis had moved camp 
about the third watch, suddenly show themselves in 
the rear of the column and begin to delay them and 
impede their march by pouring a great number of 
men around I heir Hunks.

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At curly dawn it was observed from the higher 
ground adjacent to Caesar's camp that I he enemy s 
rear was being hard pressed by the attack of our 
cavalry, and that sometimes the end of the column 
was being held up and even being cut off from the rest, 
w bile at other times their colours were pushed forward 
and our men were driven buck by a charge of the 
cohorts in a body, and then again wheeled round atid 
pursued the foe. Anil now throughout the camp the 
men gathered in groups,iiidrgnanlty complaining that 
the enemy were being let slip from their hands, and 
that the war was being needlessly protracted to an 
undue length. They went to the centurions and 
military tribune?, and besought them to assure Caesar 
that he was not to shrink front exposing them to labour 
or peril. w We are ready ” they said ; M we can and wc 
dare cross the river by the way the cavalry passed 
over." Caesar, urged by their real ami their clamour* 
though be feared to* ex pose his anny to such a 
strength of current, nevertheless decides that he 
must attempt the experiment. So he orders the 
weaker men, whose spirit or strength seemed un¬ 
equal to the effort, to be set aside from all the 
centuries* These lie leaves with one legion to guard 
Lhe ramp. The rest of the legions he leads out 
lightly equipped, and after placing a great number of 
pack-horses in the river above and below leads across 
his force, A few of these men w ere carried away by 
the strength of the current, bui were caught md sup¬ 
ported by the horsemen j rot one, however, ww lost. 
When his army had been led across without loss, he 
draws up his forces and proceeds to lead his battle in 
three lines* And there was such xeal in the soldiery 
that, though a circuit of six miles was added to their 
route and a long delay was interposed at the ford,

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they overtook before the ninth hour of the day those 
who had gone out at the third watch. 

Ami when Afhmius with Petreius beheld these 
troops, whom hr caught sight of from & distance, he 
wik 3 dismayed by an event so startling, and Imltang 
on higher ground drew up his Hue* Caesar re-forms 
his army on the plains that he may not expose it 
to battle exhausted with fatigue. When they again 
attempt to advance he follows mid cheeks them. The 
foe of necessity pitch l heir vamp earlier than they had 
in tended, for the hills were dose by and difficult and 
narrow routes awaited them only five miles otf". These 
hills they were eager to penetrate in order to escape 
Caesar's cavalry and. by placing outposts in the 
defiles, to stop the march of his army, and themselves 
to conduct their fortes across the Ebro with nut 
danger and alarm. This they should have attempted 
and camcii out by every pu^ible means, but worn 
out by a whole day's fighting and the toil of their 
march, they postponed the business till the next 
day. Caesar also pitches camp on the neari^t hill. 

About midnight, when some men who had gone 
some distance from their camp to fetch water were 
seized by his horsemen, Caesar is informed by them 
that the officer* of the enemy are silently leading 
their forces out of camp. Having learnt this, he bids 
the signal he given and the usual military order for 
striking camp to be proclaimed* The foe* having 
caught the sound of the proclamation^ Tearing lest, 
impeded and over-burdened, they should be com¬ 
pelled to engage by night, or lest they should 
he held up by Caesar's cavalry in the defiles, stop 
their march and keep tlmir forces in camp. 
Next day Petralu* seta forth secretly with a few

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is done from Caesar* s camp, L. Dcridius Sax a 1$ 
sent with a few men to reconnoitre the character of 
the place. Each brings back the same message to 
Ilia people ; that nearest them there lie five miles of 
level route, then follows rugged nnd hilly ground, 
that there is no difficulty in the enemy being 
stopped by whosoever fir^t occupies these deliEes. 

I'etreius and Afjanilis hold a discussion in council, 
the rpiestion before them being the time of starting. 
Many thought that they should march by night, 
urging that they could reach the defiles before it was 
noticed. Others took the fact that the cry had been 
raised the previous night in Gae&ar"* camp as a proof 
that secret departure was impossible. They pointed 
out that Cucsar'-S horsemen poured around at night 
and beset every place and every path ; lliat night 
battles should be avoided because the soldiers in the 
terror of civil strife arc wont to consider their fears 
rather than their obligations. But daylight, they 
urged, in itself brings a sense of sliauic when ail are 
looking on, and the presence of military tribunes and 
centurions also contributes much, tvml that it was 
by such considerations that troops are wont to be 
restrained and kept in allegiance* On every ground, 
therefore, they must break through by day: though 
some lu£s should be sustained, yet the place they are 
after can be captured without Impairing the army as 
a whole* This opinion prevails in the council and 
they determine to set out next day at early dawn. 

Caesar after reconnoitring the district leads all his 
forces out of camp when the sky grows light nnd, 
making a wide circuit, conducts his army hy in> 
clearly marked route* For the roads that led to the 
Lbro and to Octoeesa were blocked by the interposi¬ 
tion of the enemy 5 camp. He himself had to crons

necessity passed from hand tfi hand, and the men 
Accomplished a great part of their way unarmed and 
helped up otte hv another. Bui no one shirked this 
toil^ because they thought it would prove the end of 
all their lubouds, if only they shun Ed he able to cut 
off the foe from the Ebro and prevent him from 
foraging. 

And first of all the Afmnian soldiers joyfully ran 
out of tlieir esunp to see the spectacle and pursued our 
men with insulting cries,saying that they were fleeing 
under the stress of lack of necessary food, and were 
on their way back to Herds, for the direction of 
their march was different from that proposed p and 
they seemed to he going in the contrary direction. 
The A Pronin n officers extolled tlieir own policy iti 
having kept tlieuwd ves in cam ( v t and their opinion was 
greatly strengthened by llie lhat they saw the 

ioe started ou tlieir way without any baggage tram, 
so that they were confident that they could not hold 
out much longer against privation* But when they 
saw the column gradually wheeling to the right and 
observed the vanguard already outflanking the line 
of their own camp, no one wns so flow, so impatient 
of labour, as not to feel that they must at once leave 
the camp and go to meet the foe. The cry ■* lo 
amis l M is raised, and the whole fora, a few cohorts 
only being left on guard, goes forth and hurries <m 
a straight course to the Ebro, 

The whole contest turned on speed—which of the 
two would first seize the defiles and the hills—but 
the difficulties of the roads delayed Cae&ar’i unity, 
white Caesar* pursuing cavalry hindered the Forces 
of A franlus. Matters, however, had of necessity come

tlrit reach the bills that they aimed at, they would 
thrniselves escape peril, while they would be tumble 
to save the baggage of the whole army and the 
cohorts left in the camp ; for when these were cut 
off by Caesar's army it wag by no means possible for 
assistance to be conveyed to them. Caesar completed 
the distance firsts and finding a plain after crossing the 
great rocks, he draws up his line tisercin opposite 
the enemy* A Frames, seeing the foe m front of him, 
while his rear was being harassed by the cavalry, 
finding a hill near, halted on it From this spit lie 
di-patches four light-armed cohorts t* a mountaiEi 
which was the loftiest of all in sight He orders 
them to hurry at full speed anti occupy it, with the 
intention of himself hastening thither with all liis 
forces, and by a change of route arriving at Octogcsa 
by the ridge. When the light-amied mnt were 
making for this by an oblique route, Caesar s horse¬ 
men, perceiving it, charged the cohorts; nor could 
they, with their small shields, hold out for ever so 
short a time against the cavalry attack, but are all 
surrounded by them and slain in the sight of both 
armies, 

l"here was now opportunity for a successful 
action. Nor, indeed, did it escape Caesar that an 
army demoralized by such a loss received under their 
eyes could not huld out, especially as they were 
surrounded on every side by cavalry, since the 
engagement was taking place in level and o|H?n 
country; and such action was demanded of him from 
every quarter. Legates, centurions, and tribunes 
hurried to him begging him not to hesitate to join 
bnltlej they pointed out that the spirits of the 
whole force were as keen as possible; on the

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other hand* the Afraninns had in rainy ways shown 
signs of fear* by the fact that they had not 
succoured their own men* that they were not 
going down from the hdl, that they were scarcely 
holding their ground against the cavalry charge*,and 
that* crowded together, with their colours congre¬ 
gated in one spot, they were keeping neither to 
their ranks nor to their standards. If it was the 
Inequality of site that he feared* yet an opportunity 
of fighting In some place or other would be afforded 
him, because Afraiiius was certainly hound to come 
down from bis position, and could not continue lo 
hold it without water. 

Caesar had entertained the hope that* having cut 
off his adversaries from their food supply* Ire would 
be able to finish the business without exposing his 
men to fighting or bloodshed- Why should hr lose 
any of his men even in a successful battle? Why 
should he suffer sob Hers who had served him so weil 
to be wounded ? Why, in a word* should he make 
trial of fortune } Especially as it was as much 
(he duty of m commander to win by policy as by the 
sword. He was moved, morn over* by comjvissimi for 
his fellow-citizens whose slaughter he saw to be 
Inevitable. He preferred to gain Ins object without 
loss or harm to them. Tills policy of his dEd not 
commend Itself to the majority; in fact, the soldiers 
said openly among themselves that, since such an 
opportunity of victory was being let slip* they would 
not light even when Caesar wished them to, He 
adheres to his intention, and moves a little way irons 
his jKisilion so as to dimimsh the alarm of the foe. 
Pctrettts ind Afranlu* return to their camp when the 
chance is offered them, Caesar, after distributing 
outposts on the 1 ill Is* shutting off every route to the

Or/the nest nl&y the enemy s ulKrer? p dismayed at 
having lost nil prospect of supplies and of reachiug 
the Ebro, took counsel on their other measures. 
There was one route in case they wished to return 
to ] 1 efrdn„ another if they made for Tarraeo- While 
deliberating thereon, wurd is brought them that their 
water-carriers are being harassed by our cavalry* 
Having ascertained tins, they distribute numerous 
outposts or horsemen and auxiliary cohorts, and 
between them place cohorts of I lie legions, and K L t 
about making a line of rnmpnrt hons the crimp to 
the water, so that they might be able to get water 
within their defences, both without alarm and with¬ 
out outposts. Petreius and Afrnnins share this U*k 
between them, and themselves proceed to ‘.□me 
distance for the purpose of carrying out the work. 

At their departure the soldiers, getting a frtc 
opportunity for conversation, come out everywhere* 
ami tilth 'one Inquires after mv nequaiiitanre ar 
fellow-townsman that he had in Caesars camp and 
summons him forth. First they nil express gratitude 
tn the others collectively for having sjjared them the 
day before, when they were in a state of p*nsc :Mo 
your kindness/’ they smd, ** we owe our life. 1 hen 
they innuire alrout the gm*d faith of the general, 
w hether they would be justified ft! committing them¬ 
selves to him, and express regret that they did not 
do SO at first, and that they engaged in a conflict 
with friends and kinsmen. Stirred by such speeches, 
the men demand a solemn promise from the general 
for the life of PctremS and Afrniuiis, fearing lest 
thrv should l«m to have toned veil some crime 
in their hearts or to have betrayed their part?,

Meanwhile some bring their friends into ihe ramp to 
entertain them, others are led off by their MqMint- 
ancea, so that the two cramps seemed already fused 
into one, nnJ many military tribunes and centurions 
come to Caesar and commend themselves to him. 
The same thing is done by the Spanish chieftains 
whom the enemy had called out and were keeping 
with them in camp as hostages. I hese sought for 
tlieir own acquaintances and guest-friends hy whom 
they might severally have ati opportunity of being 
Co [in tit* i tiled to tlie nuliee of Cacsarv Iht youttiinl 
sou of Aframos also pleaded with Caesar through the 
envoy Sulpidtw for his own and his father's safety. 
The whole place vns Hill of rejoicing and congratu- 
1 a( ion, on Ilie one side of those h!id were deernttl 
to have avoided such perils, on Use other of those 
who were seen to have wrought such achieve mi ills 
without bloodshed : anil Caesar in the geo era! estima¬ 
tion reaped a great advantage from his traditions 
leniency, and his policy met with the approval 

of all , 

When these events were announced Afraniusalian- 
dosw the work that lie had begun and returns in tamp, 
apparently revived to bear with a quiet and equal 
mind whatever chance should befall. But Tctreiua 
.lncs not fail himself. He arms his retinue; with this 
and his official staff of tight-armed men and with a few 
barbarian horse men, his own retainers, whom hr had 
been wont to maintain to guard his person, he makes 
a sudden onset on the rampart, interrupts the soldiers 
colloquies, drives our m«i from the camp, and slays 
ail lie catches. The rest gather together and, tern*

tied by the sudden peril M wrap their left hands In 
their cloaks^ draw their swords, and thus defend 
themselves from tEic light infantry and horsemen, 
trusting in the proximity of their cutup, and rclire 
to It, defended by the cohorts which are on guard at 
the gates. 

When this action was over Pel reins goes the round 
of the maniples and calls on his men* beseeching 
them with tears not to hand over himself or their com¬ 
mander I’ompeius to the foe for punishment, A crowd 
quickly gather* at the general's headquarters. He 
deniEmd.Hi tliat all should swear not to desert or betray 
the army and its officers, nor to take measures for 
their own safety apart from the rest He first takes 
this oath himself, and also com]>eU Afnuftti to take 
Llie 5amc, Next come the military tribunes and 
centurions; the rank and file come forward and take 
the oath century by century. They issue orders that 
any soldier of Caesar who is in the company of mie 
of I heir men should he brought forward by faint* 
When produced they kill him publicly at the head^ 
quarters. Rut uuny of Lhem are concealed by Lhuse 
who had entertained them, and arc let go fit night 
through the ramparts. Thus the intimidation em¬ 
ployed by the generals, cruelty in punishment, and 
the obligation of their fresh oath removed all prospect 
of present surrender, changed the inch nation of the 
soldiery, md brought matters back to the old con¬ 
dition of hostility. 

Caesnr gives orders that the men of the other side 
who had come into Ik is camp at the lime of the 
colloquy should be sought for with I he utmost diti 
gence and sent back. But out of their number 
several military tribunes and centurions remained 
with him of their own accord. These he afterwards 
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\n honorc halm it; eenLurioncs in priores ondines, 
e quite* Romanos in Irifaunicmm rcstitmt honorcm,

The AfraniftJLfl were in straits witli iheir foraging 
and were getting water with difficulty. The legion¬ 
aries Emd some store of com because tlicj r had Ijcch 
ordered to bring a twenty'two dnji 1 supply from 
Herd a; the light-armed and auxiliaries had none, 
since their opportunities for providing it were scanty 
and their bodies were not trained to carry burdens. 
And so a great number of them fled to Ca tswevery day. 
Such were the straits of the enemy's situation. But 
of the two plans set before them Lhe simpler seemed 
to be to return to Ilerda, because they had lefta little 
corn there, They were confident that they would 
there evolve their plans for the future. Twtitfl was 
a Eong way off, and they understood that in so long 
a journey their fortune might meet with various 
mischances. This plan having approved itself,, they 
dejuirt from the cuiop H Caesar, lifter sending for~ 
ward his cavalry to annoy and hinder their rear, 
himself follows with the legions. No moment 
passed without their rearguard having to fight with 
the horsemen. 

Their method of fighting was as follows : lightly 
equipped cohorts rinsed in their rearguard and several 
of these kept hatting in the level districts ; if a hill 
had to he climbed, the nature of the ground in itself 
averted peril* since from the higher ground those 
who bad gone in front protected their comrades who 
were ascending; whenever a valley or a slope lay 
before them and those who had gone on in front 
could not bring aid to those who were delayed, while

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the horsemen from higher ground kept hurling 
mi Whiles againtt them from he h bid, then indeed the 
jHiiition was most critical- The only course left for 
them was* whenever they approached such places, to 
order n belt of the legions ansi to repel the cavalry 
Liy ci vigorous charge, and when they Imd dbludgcd 
it^ starting forward immediately at ufun, to descend in 
a body into the valley*, end so, after crossing them, 
again to halt on the higher ground. For they were so 
far from Wing aided by their cavalry^of whom they had 
a considerable number, that they actually received 
them For protection, demoralized as they were by 
the previous bottles, into the centre of their column, 
arid none of them could stray from the route without 
being caught by Caesar's horse. 

Fighting in this way, men advance slowly ?md 
tentatively, Frequently halting to support their 
coin trades, and so it happened on tins occasion. For 
after proceeding four miles and being seriously 
harassed by the cavalry, they occupy a lofty hill and 
there entrench a camp with one front only facing the 
foc p anddo not unload their baggage aoinmls. When 
they observed Caesar's camp pitched, hi* lent* set up* 
and the horsemen dispersed on foraging duty, they 
suddenly sally forth about the sixth hourof the same 
day and, hoping Lhat the pursuit would be delayed by 
the dejuirture of our cavalry /begin their march. On 
observing this, Caesar, having rested his legions, 
follows tli chi up and leaves a few cohorts to guard 
the baggage. He orders the Foragers to fullow on 
at the tenth hour and the horsemen to he recalled. 
The cavalry quickly return* to its daily employment 
during the march. Keen fighting goes on In the

Tiienjintlwd, having no opportunilies of searching 
for a suitable place for their camp nor of ml wincing, 
they are obliged to Indt and pitch their camp far from 
water and in a place unfavourable by nature, But, for 
the same reasons that are set forth above, Caesar no 
longer harasses them with hostilities, and on that day 
he did not allow tents to be set up, in order that hi* 
nun might all be more ready to pursue. In case they 
should break out either by night or by day. Observ¬ 
ing the faulty position of their camp, the enemy push 
forward outworks throughout the night and exchange 
one camp for Another. They engage in the same task 
next day from early dawn, and spend the whole dij 
over it. But the more they advanced with their 
work and pushed forward their camp, the further 
they were from water, and remedies were provided 
for their present ill only hy Inclining fresh ills. On 
the approach of night no one goes out of camp fur 
watering; on the following dny, leaving a guard in 
the camp, they lead out alt their forces for water, but 
no one Is sent out fur fodder. Caesar preferred that 
they should be harassed hy such suffering* and submit 
to a compulsory surrender rather than fight a pitched 
battle. Nevertheless he attempts to fence them in 
with a rampart and ditch, so as to hinder as fur us 
possible sudden Rallies on their part, to w hich he 
thought they would necessarily have recourse. 
And so forced by want of fodder, and to lighten their 
equipment for marching, they order all their baggage 
animals to be killed* 

In these operations and pi ms two days arc con¬ 
sumed ; on the third day n great part of Caesar 1 * 
work had already reached completion, The enemy,

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in order to hinder the rest of the defences, giving 
the signal about the ninth hour, lead out the legions 
and draw up their line dose to the camp. Caesar 
recalls his legions from their work, orders all the 
cavalry to assemble, and draws up his line; for to 
appear to have shy lined n battle against the general 
sentiment of the troops, and hts credit in the eyes of 
the world, involved serious detriment to his cause. 
Hut, for the some reasons that have been already 
made known, he was led to object to a pitched battle* 
and all the more because by reason of the narrow 
intervening njjace f even if the enemy were driven to 
flight, a victory could not greatly promote his final 
success. For the two camps were distant frnm nnc 
another not more than two thousand pees. The two 
lines occupied two-thirds of this space ; the remaining 
third was empty, left free for the onset and charge of 
the troops. If battle were joined, the propinquity of 
the camp* afforded the conquered a speedy retreat 
in their flight. For this reason he had made up his 
mind to resist them if they advanced their colours* 
but not to be the first to attack. 

The A Iranian line w r as a double one of five legions. 
The third lineof reserve* wets occupied by the auxiliary 
cohorts* Caesars hoe was threefold, but the first 
line was held by four cohort* from each of tin? five 
legions, next to these came three reserve cohorts, 
and again three mure* each from Its respective legion ; 
the bowmen and stingers were enclosed in the 
centre of the force, while cavalry protected the 
flanks. The battle array being thus drawn out* each 
commander seemed to have gained his purpose, 
Caesar not to engage in battle unless compelled, 
Afraniui to hinder Caesar's works. However, the 
situation Is prolonged and the battle array Is main-

his light-armed Germans and part of his cavalry 
across the river and places frequent outposts along 
the banks. 

At last blockadid in every way, their baggage 
nrumals now kept without fodder for four days, 
through their want of water, firewood, and forage, 
they beg fur a conference, and that too, it jHi.^ible, 
in a place out of reach of the soldiers. V\ hen this 
stipulation wfiti refused by Caesar, but pcnnissioti 
was grmited provided they chose to confer in public, 
the son of A Irani us is nlTcrcd to Caesar as a hostogc. 
They come to a place which Caesar chose. In the 
hearing of each army Afnmius spwki. if \ou must 
not be angry with us or our men because we have 
chosen to keep faith with our commander Gn Poim 
peius. But wc have already done enough for duty and 
wc have suffered punishment enough by enduring the 
want of evvrv necessary i now indeed, hemmed in 
almost like wild bewsta, we arc kept from water, kept 
from moving, and cannot tjear the pain in our bodies 
or the shame In our minds. And fiw we confer our- 
stive* JjeaLeii: we pray and bciwcH, if any ro^w h>r 
CdfDjmssian is left, that you should not think ft 
necessary to proceed to the extreme of pufliihment 
Such arc the sentiments he expresses in the most 
humble and Huhinis-dve language. 

To this Cctes&r replied: M No one In the whole 
army could have played LhU part, whether of q Ut ru-

Thus the 
part played by ail ranks has been hawed on com¬ 
passion, but tJi-e lenders themselves have shrunk 
from peace ; they have observed lEsc rights neither 
of Conference nor of truce,. and with utmost cruelty 
have slain men who through want of experience 
were deceived by a pretended colloquy* So that hm 
happened to tlicm which is usually wont to happen 
to men € F a verm neh obsti 11 icy ai id imgai ice—s uu m ^Jy, 
to recur to that which they have a little w hile before 
despised and to make that the chief object of their 
desire. Nor do 1 now make demand* whereby my 
resources may be increased by reason of your 
humiliation or same fortunate conjuncture of 
events, but I wish the armies which you have 
now main tallied against me for So many years to 
be disbanded. For no other reason but this were 
six legions sent into Spain aud a seventh Eeued 
there, or $o many large Heels equipped of leaders 
of military exj>erience sent to the front None of 
thc>c provisions were made for the jitacifying of the 
Spanish provinces, none fur the advantage of the 
province, which from the long continuance: of peace 
required no assistance* All these measures have 
been for long in course of preparation against me; 
against me Imperial powers of a novel kind a re set np p 
such os that one and the same person should preside

S T nw it was very acceptable and pleasant to the 
troojis h as could be known merely by the indications 
they gave, that men who had expected some merited 
penalty should win the boon of discharge without 
asking for it. For when a dincursion was Introduced 
about the place and lime uf the arrangement* the 
whole body of men began to signify by voice and 
hand from the rampart where tliey stood that they

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should be discharged at once, and that the tinder* 
taking could not be assured if it were put off to 
another time, whatever pledges might be given in 
the interval. When the point had been briefly dis¬ 
cussed in either sense* Lhe final result was that those 
who had a domicile or holding in Spain should be 
discharged at once, the rest at the River Varus. 
Pledges arc given by Caesar tliat no wrong should be 
done to them, and that no one should be compelled 
to take the oath of allegiance against his will. 

Caesar promises to provide them with corn imm 
that time while on their way to the River Varus. He 
also adds that whatever any one of them has lost in 
war, when such properly is in the hands of his own 
soldiers, should be restored to the losers; after 
making a fair valuation he pays the men a mm of 
motiey fur these effects. Hereafter whatever dis¬ 
putes the soldiers had amongst themsdvesj of their 
own accord they came to Caesar for final decision. 
When the legions on the verge of mutiny were de¬ 
manding their pay from Petmus and Aframus, who 
said that the time for It had not yet come, a request 
was made that Caesar should investigate the point, 
and each was satisfied with hgs decision. About a 
third of the army having been discharged within two 
days, Caesar ordered his own two legions to march 
first, the rest to follow close, so os to encamp at tiq 
great distance apart, and set the legate, Q- Fufius 
Gaiemis, in charge of this duty^ In accordance with 
this instruction they marched from Spain to the River 
Varus, iuid there the re*t of the army w as disbanded.

ROOK II 


Wmilc tills Is going on in Spin, Ihe legate* G. 
Trebonius, who bad been left, behind for t lie siege of 
MnssHia/ began to push up to the town an two sides 
an earLbwurk, penthouses, and towers, One side was 
quite close to the harbour end docks, the other to 
the gate by which lies the approach from Gaul and 
Spain, towards that part of the so* which is adjacent 
to the month of the Rhone, For Maasftl* is washed 
by the sea on three hides of the town, more or less. 
There remains the fourth sidc p admitting of approach 
by bind. Of ibis space, too ( the part extending to the 
citadel, strengthened by the natural character of the 
site and a very deep valley, Involves a long and difficult 
blockade. To carry out these works, G, TVebonius 
requisitions a great multitude of baggage animals and 
men from the whole province, and orders rushes and 
timber to be got together. When these supplies are 
collected lie builds an earthwork eighty feet in height 
But there had been Ifi the town from early days 
such huge mllltaiy stores of every kind, and such a 
multitude of engines, that no penthouses woven with 
osiers could withstand their assault. For beams 
twrlvc feet tnng with spiked ends, discharged by 
enormous catapults,often fixed themselves in the earth 
after passing through four layers of hunlles. So tbe 
roofs of the penthouses were protected by timbers m

from hand to hand I si front went a tortoise sixtv 
foet in height, for the levelling of the ground, aho 
made of very stout timbers, and wrapped over with 
everything that could serve to keep off showers of 
firebrands and stones, But the greatness of the 
works, the height of the wall and the towers, the 
multitude of engines, hindered the whole of «ur 
operations. Moreover, frequent sorlies from tiie 
tLjwn were mode by the Albicb and firebrands were 
flung uj>on the earthwork and the towers—all of 
which assaults our troops repelled with ensr, and 
kept driving back into the town those who had made 
a sortie, even inflicting great losses on them- 

Meanwhile L. Nasidms, who had been sent by 
Gn. Pompeius with a fleet of sixteen ships, a few of 
which bail brazen beaks, to the support of L. Do*ni- 
tius and the Medians, voyages along the Sicilian 
stmitj without Curio knowing or suspecting it* and 
bringing his- ships to anchor at Mes^JuUp when the 
sudden panic bad caused the flight of the chiefs and 
the iL'hnte, removes a ship trom their docks. Adding 
this to the rest, be finUlics his course towards Mas- 
srlia, and, secretly sending a small vessel in advance, 
informs Dutnitim and the Massalinns of his approach 
end strongly urges them,mow that they have received 
tits reinforcements* again to join batUe with lhe fleet 
of Brutus. 

After their previous disaster the Mass Qians hail

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to protect the rowers from tlie blows of missiles* 
while they also manned them with archer® mid 
catapults. When the fleet was thus equipped, 
stimulated by the prayers and tears of all the older 
men, matrons jind virgins* beseeching them to succour 
the state in its extremity, they embark with no less 
courage and confidence than they had shown in the 
previous battle. For, by a defect which is common 
lo human nature, hc are apt in unusual and un^ 
familiar circumstances to be loo confident or too 
violently alarmed; and so it happened then. l : or 
the arrival of I* Nasidius had filled the community 
with the utmost hope and goodwill. Finding the 
wind favourablej they quit the port and reach Nasi- 
dins at Taurois, ,1 Massilian fortress* and there get 
their ships into trim and again make up their mind* 
to the struggle arid join in arranging their plans. 
Operations on the right arc assigned to the Mas- 
Billons* on the left to Nuddius- 

Rrutus hurries to the same place with the number 
of bis fleet enlarged. Fur six captured Massillon 
ships had been added to those which had been con¬ 
structed by Caesar at Arclate, 1 hese lie had re* 
paired and full v equipped during the preceding days* 
And so, exhorting his men to despise as now r con¬ 
quered those whom they bad worsted when un¬ 
scathed* he seta out against them full of good hope 
and courag e. It waa easy to gtt a view into the city from 
the camp of G. Trebcmius and from all the higher 
parts* and to see how oil the youth that had remained 
in the town and all the men of more advanced age 
with their children ami wives in the public place® 
and guard-houses or on thcwuLL were stretching their 
hands to heaven or visiting the temple® of the im¬ 
mortal ifuds und. prostrate before their shrines, were

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beseeching the gods for victory. Nor was there a 
single one of them all who did not think thfit the 
issue of his vholc fortunes rested on ifechuices of 
tint day. For the youths of good birth and the most 
important men of every age had gone on boa ml* in¬ 
dividually called out and entreated to serve* so that il 
anything untoward should happen they might see 
that nothing would be left them to venture withalj 
but might he confident of securing the safety of the 
city, whether by domestic resources or by foreign 
aid, if they should win the victory. 

When the battle had begun the Massilinsis showed 
no lark of valour, but, niimlful of the precepts they 
hud just revived from their friends, they fought 
with such spirit n 3 to resemble men who were likely 
to have no other opportunity for trifort. And who 
t[tought that they who risked their life hi buttle did 
not anticipate hy so very much the fate of the rest 
of the citizens, who, if the city wt:rc captured, would 
have to suffer Llie same fortune of war. Anil when 
our ships had been gradually drawn opart, scope Was 
allowed for the skili of the pilots am] the liantlin^ 
of the ships, mid whenever, meeting with mi opjjiJr- 
tuLkity, our men had secured a ship by casting the 
grappling-irons on it, the foe went from every side to 
the succour of their distressed comrades,. Nor indeed 
did the Albiui, who took [Wirt In thee ng^eiMut, fail 
in hand-to-hand lighting or fall far short ol omit men in 
valour. At the same time a great shower of missiles 
hurled from the smaller vessels at a distance inflicted 
many wounds on our men, who were unexpectedly 
taken off their guard and embarrassed- And two 
triremes, having lighted the ship of D. Bruins, which 
could ht easily recognised fro m its standard, threw 
themseIves upon it From two sides. But Brutus, seeing

to the speed of his ship, that n brief thrust carried 
him ail cad of them. lliey, homo down cm one 
another, collided so heavily that each was Seriously 
damaged by the crash, and one of them, having its 
beak broken off* collapsed altogether. When this 
w as observed, the ships of Brutus' fleet which were 
nearest to the spot set upon them while thus 
disabled and quickly sank them both. 

Bat the ship? of Nustdius were of no use and 
quickly retired from the battle ; for neither the sight 
of their fatherland nor the promptings of kinsmen 
urgs.il them to incur the supreme peril of life. 
Consequently from that detachment of ships n mm 
was missed; out of the fleet of the Mnssilums five 
were sunk, four captured, and one fled with the 
NasidLin ships, and they all made (i*r lllthcr Spain* 
Arid when one of the rest, sent forward to Massilia 
to convey this news, was now approaching the city, 
the whole multitude poured forth to team the event, 
and when they had Irani t It such a lamentation 
followed that it seemed as if the city had been 
forthwith captured by the enemy. However, the 
Ma&biliana none the less began to make the other 
necessary preparations for the defence of the 
town* 

In consequence of the frequent sorties of the 
enemy, it was noticed by the legionaries who were 
conducting operations on the right that it could be 
a great protection to them if they nuide there a 
tower of brick under the wall to serve as a strong¬ 
hold and place of retreat. This they constructed at 
first of low elevation and small size to meet sudden 
villus. To this they used to retire; from this shelter 
they fought if a stronger assault pressed them ; from

Its dimensions were thirty feet each way, but the 
thickness of the walla was five f«t- out after¬ 
wards, a* experience is the guide of all conduct 
by applying thdr wits they discovered that it could 
be ot great service to them if this tower were raised 
to a height* This was accomplished in the following 
manner* 

When the height of the tower reached the level 
of a story they built the floor into the wails in such 
a wav ill at the heads of the beams were hidden in 
the outside structure of the walls, to prevent any 
protection on which the firebrands of the enemy 
could lodge. Above this timber-work they built up 
w ith brick, only so far as the shelter afforded by the 
shed And the penthouses allowed t and above this 
part they laid across two beauts not far from the 
outer walls, whereon to raise aloft the wooden frame 
which w as Lo serve os the roof of the tower, and 
over theiie beams they laid joist* across at right 
angles and fixed them in place by tie-beams* 
These joists they made rather longer and projecting 
beyond the outside of the walls, so that there might 
be a place to hang out screens to ward off and rep-c 
blows while the walls were being built up bebw 
this timber frame; and on the top of this flooring they 
made a layer of bricks and clnysti that the firebrands 
of the enemy might do no harm. And they further 
laid thereon mattresses, that missile* hurled by 
engines might not crash through the flooring nr

anchor-ropes to cover the length of the walls of the 
tower and fastened these an the three sides towards 
the enemy from the beam?* projecting rtPimd the 
lower This was the only kind of protection that 
they hud found by experience in other places to be 
impervious to any missile ar catapult. But when 
that part of the tower which was finished was pro¬ 
tected and defended from everv weapon cast by the 
enemy they removed their sheds to other works, and 
began to poise and lift the roof of the tower indepen¬ 
dently by leverage from the fii^l-lluor stage. When 
they had raised it to the height allowed by the hanging 
fenders, being thus concealed and protected within 
these defences they proceeded to build up the wall* 
with brick, and again by further leverage made 
themselves space for fresh building. W hen the 
opportunity came for a second story they built hi 
beams, just as at first, concealed in the outside of 
the walls, and from thus flooring again they pro* 
ceeded to raise the topmost story and the protecting 
fenders. So safely and without any wounds or peril 
they built up six stories, and in the course of erec¬ 
tion they left openings where it seemed suitable, 
for the discharge of darts from catapults. 

When they were sure that from the tower they 
Could protect all the surrounding works, they set 
about making out of timber two feet square a covered 
gallery sixty feet long, to be curried from the brick 
tower to the enemy s tower and walk And the form 
of the gallery was as follows. Hurt of all twu beams 
of equal length arc laid an Lhe ground with a dis¬ 
tance of four feet between them, and in these pests 
are filed five feet in height.

Dismayed at this sudden calamity p the townsmen 
bring forward with cranes the largest possible atones, 
and roll them headlong from the wall on to the 
gallery. The strength of the Umber bears the btoir, 
and every tiling that falls on it slips oiF owing to the 
sloping roof of the gallery. Observing this, they 
change their nlan and set on lire barrels filled with 
pine-wood and pitch, and roll them down from the 
wall on to Hu- gallery. When, however, they had 
rolled on to it they dip olf and, having fallen from 
the tiles, are removed from the work by poles 
and forks. Meanwhile some soldiers under the

defending their wall is id lowed tlicn^ W hen now n 
number of stones had been withdrawn from the tower 
next the gallery, q part of it suddenly col lapsed and 
fell. The rfcst was beginning to fidtaw it and fill 
forward, when the enemy, terrified at the sacking of 
their city, without their anus and wearing fillets, 
fling themselves in s oulxide the gate and 

stretch out their hands as. suppliants to the legates 
and the army., 

In the face of this new occurrence all military 
operations cease, and the men turning from the fight 
are drawn to satisfy their longing to hear and learn 
the news, When the enemy reached the legates 
and the army they fling themselves in a body at 
their feet, and beseech them tn wait tor Caesar n 
arrival : they say that they bchuld their n\v cap¬ 
tured, the works of investment completed, their 
tower tmdernibvcd, and su they desist from their 
defence* Nothing can now arise to prevent their 
being plundered forthwith on his arrival if they do 
not carry out orders at his beck. They point out 
that if the tower should collapse altogether the 
soldiers Could not be withheld from bunting into 
the town in hope of plunder and utterly destroying 
it These and many such like words, as might be 
expected from men of intelligence, are uttered with 
much pathetic appeal ami weeping. 

Stirred by these events, the IcgaU-s withdraw their 
men from the work and abandon the siege* lea ring

For Caesar 
in his tlispate]i had strongly urged Trebouius not to 
iufler the town to he taken by storm* lest the troops, 
deeply moved by hatred of [lie revolt, by tile Cun- 
h nipt sliown for themselves, ami by Uldr continuous 
labour, should slay all tilt youths; which in fact they 
were constantly threatening to do, and were now 
with difficulty restrained from breaking into the 
town, and resented the fact because it appeared tu 
he the fault of TrcbcmtiLn that they did not get 
possession of the town. 

But the enemy, with no sense of honour, sought for 
linn: and opportunity for fraud and treachery, and 
after an interval of Severnt days, when our men were 
weary and slack in spirit, suddenly at noon, after 
some had gone away and others after their long toil 
had surrendered themselves to sleep among the 
riege works, and all their anus had been puL away 
out of sight, broke forth from the gates and set tire 
to the works, the wind bring strong and favourable. 
The wind spread the fire to such an extent thal the 
mom id, the sheds, the tortoise, the machines all 
caught fire ut once, and tln v were all consumed 
before It could be ascertained how it had happened* 
Our men, alarmed by the sudden mischance, snatch 
up such arms as they can, others fling themselves 
from the camp. They charge the enemy, hot am 
prevented from following the fugitives by arrows 
and catapults From the wall The foe retire beneath 
their wall, ami there without hindrance set fire tu the 
gallery and the brick tower.

mouths perished \u a moment through the perfidy 
of the enemy and the violence pf the storm. The 
Maullhns made a like attempt the m-xt day* Jn 
similar weather they sallied forth ami fought with 
greater confidence at the second tower and earth¬ 
work and cast much lire on them. But though our 
men had relaxed all the keen vigilance of an earlier 
period, yet, warned by the previous day's disaster, 
they had made every preparation for defence. So 
aflcr slaying many they drove hack the rest into the 
towi* and prevented them from accomplishing their 
purpose* 

T re bun ills began to apply himself to the task of 
repelling his losses* with a great increase of leal on 
the part of his troops. For they saw that all their 
labours and appliances had turned out HI, end were 
highly indignant that owing to the; wicked violation 
of the truce their valour would be a mark for derision; 
smd m M since there was no place left from which 
material for a rampart could possibly be collected* 
because all the trees far and wide in the Massilian 
district had been cut down and brought in, they set 
about making an earth work of a novel kind that no 
one had heard of before out of two brick walk each 
feet thick, and moling these walls over, so 
that the width was jiboiit the some as that of the 
former earthwork piled up with timber. Wherever 
either the space between the walls or the weakness 
of the timber seemed to require it* piles are placed 
between LIiltu* cross-beam^ arc put in to serve as a 
Strengthening, aud all the part roofed is spread over 
with hurdles, and the hurdles arc covered with day 
Under this cover the soldiers, sheltered to right nnd 
left by the wall* in fruiit by the defence of a screen,

And when the enemy saw that the losses which 
they liad hoped could hardly be repaired within a I“]|JJ 
period of time had been so thoroughly repaired by 
the work and toll of a few days, that there was now 
no opportunity for treachery or sortie, anil that 
no ponsLblr chance was left for any injury to be done 
either to the men by weapons or to the works by 
hre; and when they become aware that in a like 
manner the whole city, where there Is an approach 
to jt by lac!it p rtk ei be so 11iormigl lI v in vCh toil b v walI 
and towers that there was no chance for themselves 
of standing their ground on their own dr fences, since 
the investing walls seemed to have been built by our 
army almost on to their own town walls, and missile* 
were bring hurled by hand; and that the use of their 
own engines, on which they had kid great hopes, 
wu? coming tea nothing owing to tire narrow space 
that separated them; and when they understand 
that if c-qunl conditions of fighting from wall and 
towers are & Horded they cm mot equal Mir men in 
valour: then they recur to the samt; terms of 
surrender. 

M. Wro F at first in further Spain, when lie learnt 
of the events that had happened in I inly, mistrusting 
the fortunes of Pompeins, began to speak in I he most 
friendly terms of Caesar* He pointed out that, having 
been previously secured by Gu. Pompems as Iris 
legate, he was held bound by a pledge of loyalty* yet 
that u* less strong n tic of intimacy existed between 
himself and Caeiar* and that he was not unaware what

But afterward h + wh en 
he learnt that Cae.snr was being detained at Massilia, 
that the forces of Petr?his bad been united with the 
army of Afrauius, that large auxiliary forces had 
assembled, that cither large reinforcements were in 
prospect and constantly cupelled, and that the whole 
hither province was unanimous; and when he heard 
nf what bin] afterwards happened about the dearth 
of provisions at Ilerda, and when Afranins kept 
writing to him about this in a large anil exaggerated, 
style, he began himself to move in response to the 
movements of furl uuc. 

He held a levy throughout his province, and when 
be had made up two legions he added about thirty 
auxiliary cohorts. He collected a great store of com 
to be sent to the Massi bans, seme also to Afraid us 
and Petrebis- 11 o ordered the GadKtanians to mute 
ten ships of war and contracted for the building of 
many others at Hi spa I is. He bestowed In the lowu 
ufGade* all the money and all the treasures from 
the timpk of Hercules; he sent thither from his 
province six cohorts on garrison duty, and put in 
charge of the town of Gatins Gains Gallon ins, a 
Hi i] mm knight* a friend of Pond tins, who had gone 
thither com missioned by iJmiiitius to take possession 
of an Inheritance; all weapons* private and public, 
be bestowed in the house of Gallon ius* He delivered 
incriminating speeches against Cat^r. He often 
averted from his tribunal that Caesar bail fought 
unsuccessful battles, that a great number uT soldiers 
had deserted him for Afranius; that he hail oscer-

On all the ciHumuniLies 
that he thought friendly to Cnemr he proceeded to 
inipuse very heavy burdens, to move garrisons m u 
them, and to deliver judgments against private 
persons who lmd uttered words or made speeches 
against the commonwealth; their property he con¬ 
fiscated for public purposes. He went on to ctimpe 
l*U whole province to swear allegiance to tnniseit 
and Pcmpeiua. When he had ascertained what had 
happened in hither Spain he began to prepare war. 
His plan of campaign was to go to Guiles with two 
legions, and to retain there the ships and all the 
cons, for he hud found out that the whole us 
province favoured the side of Caesar. If tiie com 
and ships were collected in the island bt thong s i 
would not be difficult for the war to be prolongoti.

At the same time 
the Roman burges^bodj at Corduba of ib own accord 
shut the gaits against Vbito, set outposts and sentries 
on the tower* and walls, and detained fur the defence 
of the town two cohorts called tf Colonial #l 1 which had 
come there by chance. About the same time the 
people of Cannon it, which h by far the strongest 
community in the whole province! of its own accord 
thrust out three cohorts which had been introduced 
into the citadel by Vsirro as a garrison, and closed 
its gates against them. 

And this inode Varro hurry all the more to remcSi 
Gadcs with his legions as soon as possible, that he 
might not be cut off from his route at from the 
c: rowing, mu great and unlliu^^tii; diil he find tlLC 
feeling of the province in favour of Caesar, When he 
hud advanced, a little further n dispatch from Gadcs 
is handed him stating tlmt, us $oou as it was known 
about Caesar's edict* the chief men of Gadet had 
conspired with the tribunes of the cohorts which 
were 1 lie re on garrison duty to £*|>el Gallonius from 
the town and to secure the city and island for 
Caesar: that on forming this design they had 
tedd Gallonius to quit Codes voluntarily while he 
could do so without danger; if he did nut do so 
they would lake measures fur themselves £ that 
(iallonius under the influence of tins fear had quitted 
Gadeg. When theie events became known our of 
the two legions, which was called the iSetlvc 3 Legion, 
removed its colours from Varras camp while he 
w um standing by and looking Oiij and* withdrawing 
to Hispali*, bivouacked In the forum and porticoes

The Hum aii cilice ns of 
the district Approved this actios so highly that 
every one «f ihepi most eagerly welcomed the men 
with hospitable entertainment in his own house, 
Varro, alarmed by these events, after sending on 
word that he had changed Ins runic and was coming 
to Italic*, was informed by his frit nils that the spates 
wereshut against bins. Hicreapcdipbeingshut off l ruin 
every runic* he sends wurd to Cues)? that he ready 
to hand over his legion to whomsoever he shall ap¬ 
point. Caesar semis Sex. Caesar to him, bidding him 
hand s t ove r to liiin. \\ h c fi th. e 1 vgh m was given i j 11 
Vfliro conies to Caesar at Cordoba ; after faith Jolly 
rendering him a statement of the public accounts, lie 
hill ids over the money in his jiussessinn and explains 
what he has in the way of corn and ships, wherever 
it may be. 

Caesar held a public meeting at Corduha ^nd 
thanked all chores sejjaratuly—the Uoumn dtiicna 
for their seal in keeping the town under his control, 
the Spaniards for having cost out the garrisons, the 
(Itohtaniaiis for having crushed the Attempts of bli 
adversaries and having vindicated their own liberty, 
the military tribunes and centurions who had come 
there on garrison duty for having confirmed the 
resolutions of the others by their own valour. He 
remits the sums of money which the Roman citizens 
had promised to Vumi for public purposes; he 
restores their property to those whom he understood 
to have been thus penalised for their freedom of 
speech. Having bestowed on certain communities 
public and private rewards, he fills the rest with 
good hope for the future, anti alter n stay ot two 
day* at Cordubn sets out for OadeSp where he orders 
the moneys and memorial offerings that had

J laving 
in the same way conferred honours privately and 
publicly on certain communities* he leaves J armco 
ami makes his way by lurid to Narbu and the nee to 
Massilia. There fie learns that a law find been 
|um.Hed about a dictator* and that be himself had 
been Humiliated dictator by the praetor M. Lcpidus. 

The Ma.idlianSp worn nut by every form of lb* 
reduced to the cutremest scarcity of provisions, 
twice tx'ahn hi a naval battle* routed in their 
frequent sorties, harassed moreover by a serious 
pestilence resulting from their tong coirfijiemcnt ami 
change of food—for they were all supporting them- 
selves on an old stock of millet anil stale barley 
winch they had long ago collected for such emer¬ 
gencies and put in pub lie stun, their tower over¬ 
thrown, 41 great part of their wall in ruins* with no 
l.i u pr of re Enforcements from the provinces mud l lie 
armies, which they had been informed had fallen 
under Causan control* determined to nmhe a loyal 
surrender* But a few days before L Dorn i tins* 
learning of the intention of the Mas?.Limns* having 
got together three ships* two of which he had 
assigned to his friends, himself tin barking oei the 
other* departed in stormy weather. The ships 
which by order of Brutus were keeping watch uIf 
the port according to their daily custom, catching 
Sight of him, weighed anchor and began the purmiL

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The ship which belonged to Domitius himself hold 
steadily on its course in flight and, aidrd by the 
storm f passed 0141 of sight; two, terrified by the united 
Onset of our ships, took shelter in the harbour, The 
Ma^siliaus produce from the town their arms and 
engines according to Aiders, bring out their ships 
from the port and docks, and hand over their money 
from tlic treasury. When all this was done, Gncsar, 
sparing them more on account of Lhe name and anti* 
quityof their stole than for any thing they had deserved 
td him, tatvc 3 two legions there as a garrison, sends 
tins rest to Italy, anti himself sets out for Rome. 

At the s:n ne period G, Curio, who had set out from 
Sicily for Africa * 1 despising at the very outset the 
Force* of P. Attius Varus, was transporting two of the 
four legions which lie had received from Caesar and 
five hundred horsemen, and after spending two days 
and three nights on the voyage touches at the place 
catted AnijuiLiana, Tins place H distant twenty-two 
miles frmnCnnjH^Aud has an anchorage nut uri Eiii table 
hi summer, and is enclosed by two projecting pro- 
in unto ries. The young L. Caesar, awaiting his arrival 
at Ctupra with Leu ships of war [which, having been 
laid up at Utica after the pirate war, l 1 . AltTns had 
caused lo be rcjiaircdl for the pur|Mjse of tins war) 
being n]armed at the number of the ships, had 
fled from the high sea, and benching his decked 
trireme on the nearest shore and leaving it there, 
hail tied by land to Had mine turn, a town which 
G, Cousirfius Lon«us was protecting with a garrison of 
one legion-, and on his flight the rest of Caesars ships 
betook themselves to Hadnimetmin The quaestor 
Mnrchis Rufus, following hi in with twelve ships 
which Curio had brought from Sicily to protect the 
1 mtkp of Curia"* campaign in Africa.

Curio sends March* on to Ulicu with his fketj 
hr himself sets out thither with his armv, and 
having completed n two days' march p arrived, at the 
Hirer Ba^rad^ There he left the legate G + Caninius 
ItrhiliiR with the legions, anti himself goes on in 
front with his cavalry to explore the Cornelian Camp, 
because that spot seemed particularly suitable fur a 
nuup. Now this w&s a straight ridge projecting 
into the sea r abrupt and rugged on either side, hut 
with a somewhat gentler slope uti the stele facing 
Utira, The distance from Utica in a straight Une is 
a little mure than three miles* bat in this direction 
a stream rise*! by the bed of which the sea runs up 
for some distance, and the place becomes a wide 
lnRj shjliid anyone wishing to avoid this only reaches 
the town by a circuit of six miles, 

Iteeoiinoitrliig this place. Curio secs the camp uf 
Yarns joined on to the wall ansi town near the so- 
called gate or Rimt, strong! v protected by the nature 
of the ground— on one side by the town of Utica 
Itself, on the other by the amphitheatre in 1 rent of 
the town, the substructions cl this work being very 
large, rendering approach to the camp difficult and 
narrow, At tlic same time be notices tliat nil along 
the densely crowded ro&ds there is much carrying 
and hurrying of property that is being conveyed 
from the country into the tow n in fear of a sudden 
tumult Hither he sends the cavalry to scUt 1 atid 
retain it ns booty, and at the same time to protect 
this property six hundred Ntimid™ horsemen mid 
four hundred fool-soldiers, whom King Jut™ had sent 
to Utica byway of aid a few day* before, arc dispatched

Juba bad hereditary ties of 
hospitality with Pompdna, and between him and Curio 
there was a quarrel because, as tribune of the i^ople, 
Curio had promulgated a law by which he had con¬ 
fiscated Juba's realm. The cavalry meet in conflict 
nor could the Numiflniu withstand the fir* t ousel of 
our mtu, hut when about a hundred and twenty of 
them hail killed the rest retreated towards the 
town to their camp. Meanwhile on the approach 
of the warships Curio bids proclamation be made to 
the nierdiAut-vesscls that were stationed at Utica 
to the n uml)e r o f about two hmid red that b e won 1 d 
treat anyone as an enemy who did not forthwith 
transfer his ships to the Cornelian Camp. On the 
iwiue of this proclamation they all Immediately weigh 
anchor, leave Utica, and em^ over whither they are 
bidden, fids supplied the army with an ubu indancc 
of all nuccssAiitFj- 

Afoer these achievements Curio withdraws to the 
camp by the Bagnula and is saluted as ,r ltupcraUir " l 
by the acclamations of the whole army, and cm the next 
d:iv leads his army to Ubca and pitches his camp 
near the town- Before the work of entrenching was 
completed hum-men on picket duty bring word that 
large reinforcement* of cavalry null Infantry sent by 
the king are on their way to Utica, and at the same 
time a great mass of dust was set'll and, forthwith the 
vati appeared in sight. CuriOj distilrlied by the un¬ 
expected event, sends forward horsemen to meet 
and cheek the first onset t and himself, hastily with¬ 
drawing his legions from their work, draws up his 
line of battle* Thu cavalry engage* ami before the 
legions could k' fully deployed and take up their

and though the cavalry sustained scarcely any loss, 
owing to their retiring quickly along the coast to 
the town, they slew a great number of the infantry. 

On the following [light two M&r&ic centurions 
from Curio's camj], with twenty-two of theLr men, 
desert to Attius Varus. Whither they convey to 
him the opinion that they really held, or whether 
they only flitter hut eara^for what we desire we 
gladly believe, and what we ourselves feel we hope 
that others fed too—at nny rate they assure him 
that the hearts of the whole irmy are estranged 
from Curio, ami that it U highly necessary that be 
should come within sight of tire army ami afford 
an opportunity of conference-. Varus, influenced by 
this judgment, leads his legions out of Qk»p early 
the next day* Curio docs the same, and each draws 
up his forces with only one small valley between 
them. 

In the army of Varus was ScKp Qointilius Vanis r 
who, as explained above, had been at Girfimtim. 
Dismissed by Caesar, he had come to Africa, ami 
CurEn had brought across the legions which Caesar 
had at an earlier period recovered from Car folium, 
without altering the establishment: of officers and 
men, though a few centurions were changed. 
Having this excuse for appealing to tliclUj Quin- 
tiliufi I legal l to go the round of Curio's force and 
beseech the soldiers not to >y aside their early 
memory of the oath tliat they bad iworo before 
Dnmitius ami before himself m quaestor, nor bear 
arms against those who hail experienced the same 
fortune and suffered the saihc hardships in the siege,

To this he add* a few worth 
to arouse hope of bounty—such rewards as they 
were hound to expect from hk liberality if they 
should follow himself and Attius. On the deli- 
very nf this speech no sign is made either way by 
Curio's anny T and ho each commander lends back 
his forces, 

But in Curio's camp great alarm took jMisse^ion of 
the minds of nil, and this alarm is quickly increased by 
various papular rumours. For each person invented 
tmaginary views and added something of his own 
fear to w b ate ver he hail heard frum Another, VV ben 
the story had spread from the firvt who vouched for 
it to a number of others, each handing it on to his 
fellow,, there appeared at hLst to be several who 
could vouch for its truth. It TO a eivtl war, 
they said m w the men were of a class which was 
permitted to do freely what it liked nnd to follow 
its bent l the legions were those which a little 
while before had been in the hands of their 
foes, for the custom of constantly offering gifts 
had depreciated even the bounty of Caeruir; the 
municipal ^immunities, too* were attached tu 
different sides, for men came tnpially from the 
Mansi and the Pdlpj* as, for instance, those wlu> 
had deserted the night before, lit the tents some 
of the soldiers proposed strong measures. Doubt¬ 
ful speeches on the part of the men were liarably 
interpreted j some reports were even invented 
by those who wished to seem more zealous than 
their fellows. 

For these reasons f* council is summoned, and 
Curio opens a discussion on the general pus it ion* 
Opinions were delivered ei pi ebbing the view that a

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Imld attempt should by all means lie made and the 
CAmp of Varus attached, because in the present 
temper of the soldiery they thought inaction [air- 
ticLiInrly inopportune ; lastly* they said that it was 
better "to tempt the fortune of war by valour in 
battle than, de.serled and cheated by their comrades, 
to undergo the severest penalties* Some them were 
who proposed a retirement at the third watch to die 
Cornelian Camp, so that by the Interposition of a 
longer interval of time the minds of the truop* 
might be restored to sanity* and that, at the same 
time, if anything serious should occur* a withdrawal 
to Sicily might l*e more safely and easily secured 
owing to the great number of ships. 

Curio^ disapproving of each plan, remarked that in 
pfO|H>riion as the one lacked spirit the other hud loo 
much of it; the one flirty had in view an utterly 
disgraceful flight, the other were lliinking that 
they should light even in an unfavourable posi¬ 
tion. ** Kray oil what grounds of assurance are we 
confident, 1 " said lie*lhat a campaostrongly fortified 
both by w orks and by the nature of the position can 
be Lake n by storm? Or indeed what do we gain If 
alter sustaining serious losses we abandon lhe siege 
isf the camp r As if it were not success in action that 
brought a commrtnder the goodwill, and reverses that 
brought hini the hatred, of his army I What does a 
change of camp imply but a discreditable flight 
and general despair and the estrangement of the 
army f For the honourable ought not to suspect 
that they arc insufficiently trusted, nor the dishonest 
know that they nre feared* because Tear on our part 
increases the licence of the latter and diminishes 
the seal of the former. Now if " he continues, ,F we 
have full assurance of the statements that arc made

On ttie dismissal of the council lie calls a meeting 
of the soldiers. He reminds thrtn how realuus Caesar 
hud found them at Corfiniuni, how it wjlv* thinks 
to them and their powerful aid 3 lie made a great 
part of Italy Ins own, (k Ail the municipal towns in 
ttini," he said, 4i followed you and your action, and 
it was not without reason that Caesar formed the 
Friendliest opinion of you* and the enemy the 
harshest. For Pornpdus, though not beaten in any 
battle, was thrust away by the predetermining effect 
of your action and quitted Italy; while Car sar en¬ 
trusted to your loyalty me* whom lie held most dear, 
and the province of Sk'ily and Africa* without w hich 
he cannot protect the capital and Italy. V ot there 
ere peopl e w ho urge you to fall a part from us.

Have you really not heard of Caesars 
exploits in Spain—two armies routed, two generals 
overcome, twa provinces recovered—these eucc tribes 
gained within forty days after Caesar came within 
sight of the enemy ? Should those who could not 
resist w hen thev were unharmed resist now ihrit they 
are ruined ? Again, should you, who followed Caesar 
whet) victory w;i£ uncertain p nuw r when the fortune 
of war is tniL-e for all decided, follow the conquered 
when you ought to be reaping the rewards of your 
dutiful Allegiance ? They say in reply that they were 
deserted and betrayed by you, and they mute men¬ 
tion of your funner oath. J ask, did you desert 
L. DumlUus, or did Domitiu^ desert you ? Did he 
not east you oF when you were ready to endure the 
extremity of fortune? Did he not without your 
know ledge seek safety for himself in flight ? ^ hen 
betrayed by him*was it not by Caesars kindness that 
you have heeii preserved F Ah for the oath* how could 
he hold you bound by it when, flinging abide his fasces 
and laying down his military command, he had him¬ 
self passed, a private person and a captive, into the 
coil trot of another? A novel obligation i* left you, 
to disregard the oath by which you arc bound and 
look back to that which has been cancelled by the 
surrender of the general and his civil degradation. 
Rut, I suppose, even if you approve of Caesar, you

towards you; at present they are lighter than I 
L-nulJ wi-^h or you expect ; but still, soldiers have 
always sought the rewards of their labour by the issue 
of llie war, anti what that will be, you* too, have no 
doubt. As for my diligence—or s so far as things Have 
gone at present, our fortune—why should 1 pass them 
over? Are you dissatisfied witfi my having trans- 
ported the army safe and sou nd withou 11 he loss of a 
single ship? With my having scattered the Beet of the 
enemy on my arri val at the Bret onset? A t my having 
twice in two day's won in a cavalry engagement? At 
my having taken off two hundred loaded vessels fn>tu 
the recesses of the enemy's harbour, and having driven 
the foe to such straits that they cannot be replen¬ 
ished with provisions either by a hud route or by sear 
tiepudhiting such fortune* such lenders, you follow 
Ehe disgrace of Corfinium, the flight from Italy, the 
surrender of the Spains, events which forecast the issue 
of the African war 1 1,, for my part, wished to be called 
a soldier of Caesar: you liuve aililrrs^ed me by the title 
of Itnperntor. If you regret this, 1 give you back your 
bounty ; restore rue nay proffer name* lest you should 
seem to have given me im honour only as an insult. p 
Moved by this speech, the men interrupted him 
even while speaking, making it evident that they 
endured with great indignation the suspicion of 
disloyalty; but on his leaving the assembly they 
exhort him in a body to be of good courage and on 
no occasion to hesitate to join battle untl test their 
loyalty juui valour. When by this action the fed- 
iugs and thoughts of the men had been completely 
changed* Curio determines with their unanimous con. 
sent to commit the Issue to battle as soon as oppor¬ 
tunity is offered, and on the next day he leads them

Between the two lines there was, as esplained 
above, a valley, not very large. but with a difficult 
and steep ascent. Each con inlander was waiting to 
see whether the enemy** forces would attempt to 
crci&fi t. Li is., in order lEuiL lit! might join battle on more 
level ground. At the same time on the left wing 
the whole cavalry force of P. At tins and a number of 
light-armed troops placed among them were seen as 
they were descend mg into the valley- Against them 
Curio sends his cavalry and tw^u cohorts of the Mar- 
mcini. Their first charge the enemy's horse failed 
to withsland, hut fled hack at a gallop to their com¬ 
rades, The lig lit -armed men who hud advanced 
with therm being abandoned by them, were sur¬ 
rounded and slain by our men, The w hole of Varus’ 
array turned and saw iheir men being cut down in 
flight. Then ReErflus, Caesars legale, whom Curio 
had brought with him from Sicily, knowing him tf> 
be possessed of great experience: m warfare, said: 
“ You see the enemy panie-slrEcken, Curio: why do 
you hesitate louse the opportunity of the moment r " 
Curio, merely exclaiming that the trcnijKt should bear 
In mind the assurances that they had given him the 
before^ bids them follow him and hurries ahead 
of them all. Sow the valley was so difficult that 
the front men could not easily win their way up 
unless assisted by their comrades. Rut the minds 
of the Attian soldiers, preoccupied by their fear and 
the flight and slaughter of their comrades, never 
gave a thought to resistance, and they all imagined 
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equitatu cireumveniri airbttrabimtur- Itaque pruts- 
qimni Lelum abici posset^ ant nostri propius ilccc- 
drrurit, omnis Vari acits turga vertit seque in castrm 
35 reeeptt.

hi tkls flight one Fabius* a Pe lignum, ol the lowest 
rank of centurions In Curio's army, being the first man 
to overtake the fugitivecoluinn, kept took ing for Varus, 
calliog him with a loud voice by name, so as to seem 
la be one of his men mid to be wishing to make some 
suggestion ami statement. When Varus on being 
frequently addressed Stopped and Soaked at him and 
asked who he was or what lie wan ted * he struck at 
Ills exposed shoulder with a sword and came within 
» little of killing Varus, who avoided the peril by 
raising Ins shield to meet the attempted stroke. 
Kahilic is surrounded and killed by the nearest 
soldiers. The gates of the camp are beset by this 
throng ami turmoil of fugitives arid the road blocked, 
and more peri&b in this spot without wounds than in 
the battle ox the flight; they wi re indeed very near 
lieing driven even out of the camp, and some* without 
checking their course, hurried straight into the town. 
But not only did the nature of the ground and the 
defences of the camp prohibit access, but also the 
fact that Curio's men, having marched out for a battle, 
lacked the appliances thaL were required fur the 
siege of a camp. Anil so Curia brings back hUanny 
into camp w ith mil bis men safe except F:d>ius p w hile 
pf the number of the foe about all hundred were slain 
and a thousand wounded. And on Cnriti s dcj>arture 
all these, and many others feigning wounds, retreat 
from the camp into the town by reason of their 
fear. And observing this and aware of the terror 
of his army. Varus, leaving a trumpeter in his camp 
and i few tents for the xake of appearance, silently

On the next day Curio sets himself to blockade 
Utica and invest it with an earthwork. In tlic town 
there was a multitude of people unaccustomed to 
war owing to the icing continuance of peace p there 
were the inhabitants of Utica who were most friendly 
to Caesar on account of certain benefits that lie had 
conferred on them; there was the Roman burgess- 
bptjyj, consisting of various clashes* and there was 
also great alarm in consequence of the previous 
battles. And &oa!l now began to speak open !J iboufc 
surrender and to plead with P Attius that he should 
not allow the fortunes of ail to be upset by his own 
obsti imey. W h Lie this was going an some messengers 
sent on tsv King Juba arrived to say that lie was 
close at hand with large forces and to exhort them 
to guard and defend the city. This strengthened 
their panic-stricken spirits. 

The same news was conveyed to Curio, but for 
seme Mine he could not lie induced lo believe it^ such 
coei fide nee had he in. his own fortunes. By now p loop 
news of Caesar's successes in Spain was being brought 
by ntiscFiiicfs ami disjmlfbrs to Africa tinted t 1 \ 
all this, lie Imagined that the king would attempt 
nothing against him- But when he found out on 
sure authority that tU forces "tft iwenty-four 
miles from Utica, he left his defences and withdrew 
to the Cornelian Camp. Here he began to bring 
together corn, to entrench a camp, to collect timber, 
and at once sent wonl to Sicily that two legions and 
the rest of Lhe cavalry should be sent to him. The 
camp was most suitable for carrying on a prolonged 
war both from the nature of the site and from its 
defensive works, and also on account of the nearness

Curio prepared to wait 
for the rest of his forces and to witgfl a protracted 

wuv *. 

When these arrangements had been made and ms 
measures approved, he learns from some deserting 
townsmen that Julia, recalled by a neigh touring 
war and by quarrels with the people of Lcptis, had 
stayed tie hind In his kingdom, and that his prefect 
Sftburra, who had been sent on with a moderate force, 
was approach! ng C tica. Rashly belie v j ng t heir word, 
he changes his purpose anil determines to commit the 
Issue to battle, in his approval of this measure he 
is greatly aided by his youth, his high spirits, the 
results of the earlier period, his Confidence of success* 
Urged on bv such considers t ions, be sends all his 
cavalry at nightfall to the enemy S camp at the 
River Bugradin Saburra, of whom he had previously 
heard, was in command of this camp, but the king 
was following on with all his forces ansi had taken 
tijia position zst n distance of six miles from 5'iburrft. 
The cavalry whom Curio sent complete their journey 
by night and attack the enemy taken off their 
guard and unawares. For the Nu midland* accord* 
ing to some barbarous custom nf their own, had 
taken up their position here and there and in no 
set order* Attacking them when overcome by sleep 
and dispersed, they kill a great number of them p 
many fly panic-stricken. Having achieved this, ihc 
cavalry "return to Curio and bring him back their 
captives.

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Curio had gout out at the fourth watch with all 
his forces, leaving five cohorts to guard the camp 
When he had marched six miles he met the cavalry 
and learnt of their success. He Inquires of the 
captives who is in command of the camp at the 
liigrada- They reply, "Saburra.* 1 In his seal to 
complete hi^ march He omits other questions* and 
looking to the nearest colours, he say a : fi Do you see h 
my men, that the story of the captives agrees with 
that of the deserters—that the king is absent, that 
scanty forces have been dispatched, insufficient to 
cope with a few horsemen? Hasten tin then to 
plunder and to glory, that we may at last begin 
to take thought of your rewards and of the gratitude 
L Ei at is your due . u The exploits of the horsemen were 
in fact considerable, especially when their small 
number \% compared with Lhe great multitude of the 
Hum id inns. But they were related in a somewhat 
inflated style by the men themselves, with the usual 
delight that in lml take in proclaiming their own 
merits. Moreover, many spoils were displayed, 
captured men and horses were produced, so that all 
delay that might occur seemed to be a postponement 
of the victory- So far was the zeal oft lie troops (mm 
falling short of Curto T s expectations He bids the 
horsemen follow him and luwteiia his march tEiat he 
might attack the foe just when most disordered by 
flight. But his men, worn out hy the whole night's 
march, could not maintain the pursuit, and kept 
stopping, one here and another there. Even this did 
not check Curio in his aspirations. 

Juba, having liecn informed by Saburra of the 
night battle, sends to his relief two them hand Spanish 
and Gallic cavalry which he had liecn wont to keep

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the infantry on which lie most relied, and himself 
follows more slowly with the rest of his forces and 
sixty elephant*. Sabiirra* suspecting that after send¬ 
ing forward the cavalry Curio would himself approach, 
draws up his forces#, horse and foot, and orders them 
to feign, fear and to give ground gradually and retire* 
tiiving that he himself would give the signal of batllc 
when necessary nml issue such orders as he might 
judge Lhc situation to require* Curio, having the 
general opinion of the moment to confirm his former 
hopes, and thinking that the enemy was in flight, 
leads down hh forces from the higher ground towards 
the plain. 

When lit had gone a considerable distance irom 
this place, his army being now worn out by toil, he 
halted after covering twelve miles. Sabum gives 
his men the signal, draws up his line of battle, and 
starts going up and down the ranks and exhorting 
the men* Rut be uses his infantry merely to make 
a show a little way oflf and hurls his horse on ihe 
line. Curio is equal to the emergency and encourages 
his men, bidding them place all their hopes on valour. 
Nor did jt-cul for the fight or valour lad either the 
infantry, weary as they were, or the cavalry, though 
they were few and exhausted by toil. But these 
were only turn hundred in number | the rest had 
stopped on the route* They compelled the enemy 
to give way at whatever point they charged, hut 
they could neither follow them when they fled 
to a distance nor urge their horses to more strenu¬ 
ous effort. Rut the enemy's cavalry begins to 
surround our force on either wing and to trample 
them down from the rear. Whenever cohorts left 
the main body and charged, the NumSdlaus bj their

As the king 
sent up reinforcements the forces of the enemy were 
constantly increasing, while Fatigue kept diminishing 
the strength offltir men,ntul those who had received 
wounds could neither quit the line nor bo tamed to 
a &nfe place because the whole force was surrounded 
and dosed in by the enemy's horse, These men, de¬ 
spairing of their safety, after the manner of men in 
the extreme crisis of life, were either bewailing their 
own death or cons mending their parents to such as 
fortune might la; able to rescue from the peril* I tie 
whole place was full of terror and lamentation* 

When all were panic-stricken and Curio under- 
stood that neither his exhortations nor his entreaties 
were listened to f considering that in such pitiable 
plight only one hope of safety remained., he ordered 
them in a body to occupy the nearest bills and the 
col puts to be transferred thither, 1 liese, too, Vfift out¬ 
stripped by the cavalry sent by Sabumm Then indeed 
our men touch the extremity of despair, and some are 
slain as they fly from the cavalryj others iall to the 
ground un wounded. Gil DupnitiuSj prefect of the 
horse, surrounding Curio with a few horsemen, begs 
him to seek safety in flight and hurry to the camp, 
promising not to leave him. But Curio declares 
that ho will never present himself again before the 
eves of Caesar after losing the army that he has 
received from him on trust, and so dies fighting. 
Very few horsemen come safe out p f the battle, but 
those who, as was explained, hailed in the extreme 
rear for the purpose of refreshing their horses,

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observing from a distance the flight of the whole 
itnnVi retreat to the camp unhurt. The foot-soldiers 
are slain to a man. 

On learning of these events Mnrcius Rufus, the 
quaestor! who hid been left in the camp by Curio, 
exhorts hi* men not to lose heart They beg and 
beseech him Lo tran&port them hack, by sea to Sicily. 
Promising to do so, he bids the captains of the ships 
have all their boats drawn up on shore by the early 
evening. But so great was lhe general terror that 
some declared that the forces of Juba were dose at 
hand, others that Varus was upon them with his 
legions and that already they saw the dust of their 
approach, though in reality nothing of the kind hwd 
happened; others suspected that the enemy's fleet 
would quickly hurry up to the attack. And so p amsd 
the universal panic, cadi took counsel for himself. 
Thuse who were hi the fleet hastened to tie part. Their 
flight instigated the captains of the inurehaiit-shipsp, 
only a few boats gathered at the call of duty and the 
word of command. But on the closely packed shores 
so great was the struggle to he the iirst out of the 
multitude to embark that some of the boats were 
sunk by the weight of the crowd r and the rest in 
fear of this hesitated to approach nearer. 

Thus it fell out that only a few soldiers and 
fathers of families, who prevailed either by hi¬ 
dden ee °r by eliciting compassion* or who could 
swim to the* ships, were received on board and 
reached Sicily in safety. The rest of Lhe forces 
sent centurions by night to Varus in the capacity of 
ambassadors and surre n dered \ liemsel ves to him. And 
Juba, seeing the men of these cohorts nest day in 
front of the tow n, declaring that they were his booty, 
ordered a great part of them to be slain and sent hack

More¬ 
over, on motions brought before the people by the 
praetors and tribunes, lie restored to their former 
right* persons who, in tlm^e critical times w hen Fom- 
ptius hud kc-fit in Rome a detachment of his troops 
as a bodyguard, li&d been convicted of bribery' under 
the Pompeian law, and whose trials hnd been carried 
through, each in a single day, with one set of judges 
hearing the evidence and another voting on the 
i$suc. As these persons had offered themselves to 
him at the beginning of the civil war in case he 
should wish to use their services in the war, he 
accounted them as having been actually in his ser¬ 
vice, since they had placed themselves at his disposal.

of its right to confer a favour. 

He allowed eleven diiys for carrying out these 
measures and For holding the Latin festival and ail 
the elections. He then resigned the dictatorship:, 
quitted the city, and went to IJrundisium- He had 
ordered twelve legions and all the cavalry to come 
there. But he found only enough ships to allow of hts 
transporting in the crowded space fifteen thousand 
legionsrv soldiers and live hundred horse. This alone 
Hindered Caesar's speedy conclusion of the war. 
And even these forces were embarked below their 
full strengthj for many had dropped out in all the 
Gallic wars, and Lhe long march from Spain had taken 
off a large number, and the unwholesome autumn in 
Apulia and round liruiidisiuni p after the extremely 
healthy districts of Gaul and Spin h had affected the 
whole army with weakness. 

PompeiuSj availing himself for the purpose of col¬ 
lecting forces of a whole year which had been free 
from war and without disturbance from an enemy, 
had gathered a large fleet from Asia ami the Cyclades 
islands, from Corevra, Athens, Pontcsj Bithyniij 
Syria* Cilicia, Phoenicc, Egypt: had contracted for 
the building of a large fleet wherever possible; had 
requisitioned a large sum of money from Asm* Syria, 
and all the king*, potentates, and tetrarehs, am! 
from the free communities of Admin; and had com¬ 
pelled the tnji-farniiiig associations of the provinces of 
which he was himself in control to pay over large sums.

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He had nuide up nine legiona of Roman citi£CU4- 
five From Ital^ which he had conveyed across the sea; 
one of veterans from ('i)tcia, whichj being formed out 
of two legions, he sty led the t win Legion ; one from 
Crete and Macedonia out of veteran troops which* 
when dbhanded by their former cominai]dm, had 
aettled in those provinces; two from Asia* for the 
levying of which the consul Lentulus had arranged. 
Resides* he had distributed among the legions, by way 
of supplement a large number of men from J hcssalyj 
Boeotia r Aehaia p and Epirus, With these he had 
mixed men who had served under AftloniuPs Besides 
these he was expecting two legions with. Scjpio Irom 
Syria- l ie Imd archers from Crete and l^aeedaemuiij 
from Rontus anti Syria and the other states, to liie 
number of three thousand!; also two cohorts, six 
hundred strong, of ^lingers, and seven thousand 
horsemen. Of these Deiotoms had brought six 
hundred Gziuls f and Ariobarauits five hundred from 
Cappadocia; Cotys had provided the same number 
from I hmre ami had sent bis son 5&da!& f tfom 
Macedonia there were two hundred under the 
command of Rhascypolis, a roan of marked valour. 
The young Pompoms had brought with his fleet hvc 
hundred of the Gabi iiian troops from Alti#ndfin P 
Gauls and Germans, whom A. Gubiniu* had left 
there with Kin" Ptolonuiews on garrison duty. He 
had collected eight hundred from his own slaves and 
from his list of herdsmen, Tuwmdarh» Castor and 
DoitmiIntis had provided three hundred from Gallo- 
grfiecia; of these the one hail come with Ids men, 
the other had sent his son. From Syria two hundred 
had been sent by Antioehos of Commagene,on wbora 
Pompons bestowed large rewards, and among them 
many mu on ted archers To these I'oin|»eius had added

He had collected a very large quantity of corn 
from Thessaly, Asia a Egypt, Crete, Cyrenc, and other 
districts. He had made up his mind to winter at 
Dyrrschiimi, Apollonia, and all the coast to w'ns, so 
as to prevent Caesar from crossing the sea, and for 
that reason had distributed Iris fleet all along the 
sen-coast The young Putnpdus w T as in comnund 
of the Egyptian ships, H. Lnelius and fi. I rinrius 
of the Asiatic, C, Cassius of the Syrian, G r Marcel I us, 
with G, ropmius, of the Rhodian, Seribrnins IMm 
and M h Octavius of the ZJbsnrnian and Achaean 
fleet, M. Bibulus, however, was put in charge 
of the whole maritime operation* and controlled 
every tiring; in him centred the supreme com¬ 
mands 

Qie£ar T as soon as he came to Brupdmum, after 
haranguing the troops and bidding them, as they had 
almost reached the end of their toils and danger*, to 
leave with n quiet mind their staves and baggage in 
Italy, and themselves embark, lightly equipped so 
Hint a larger mini her of men could be put on board, 
And to hope for everything from victory and hU 
generosity, on their raising a unanimous shout that 
he should give such commands as he wiahed,aud that 
whatever he commanded they would do with a Ejuiet 
mind, on January 4 weighed anchor* Seven legions, 
as espintned above, were mi Ijoard. On the nest 
day he touched land* Having found a quiet 
harbourage among the Ceraiiiiian rocks and other 
dangerous places, and fearing all the purls, wliidi he 
lielicvcd to be in Lhe occupation of the enemy, he

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disembarked bis troops at a place called Palaestc 
without damage to a single otic of bis ships. 

Lucretius Vespilto and Mmudtis Rufus were at 
OricuEu with eighteen Asiatic sLnp*., of which they 
had been put in command by D. I melius; and 
Mr Hibutus was at Coreyra with a hundred and ten 
ships. But the fanner had not sufficient confidence in 
themselves lu venture out of port, since Caesar had 
conveyed thither twelve warships in all to protect the 
coast, among I hem four decked ships; and Bib ulus, 
having his stupa disorgimineJ and his Tower*dispersed, 
did not come up In time, because Caesar was seen 
off the mainland before the report of his approach 
could in any way reach lhose district*. 

The soldier* having been disembarked, the sincere 
sent back by Caesar to Erundisiuni the same night , 
so that the Vest of the legions and the cavalry could 
be transported, Fufius Calemia, the legate, was set 
over this ta.sk r with orders to employ all speed in trans¬ 
porting the legions. But the ships* having started too 
late from the land and missed the night breeze, met 
with difficulties on their return. For Hi bid us* having 
been informed at Corcyra of Caesar's approach! hoping 
to be able to fall in with some portion of the loaded 
ships, fell in with them empty m t and coming across 
alniut thirty of them* he vented on them the 
tnge caused by venation at his own slackness,, 
and burnt them all, staying in the same fire crews 
and esptailtlt hoping for the rest to t>e deterred by 
the greatness of the punishment This business 
accomplished, he occupied with his rieets all Lhc 
roadsteads sind shorts far and wide from the port of 
Saso to that of Curicuni* and carefully disposing his 
outposts, himself lying on boards though the weather 
was very severe, not shirking any difficulty or duly, 
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nut rnunyn dKjridens, ncque subsidium cKspcctAiis, 
siin Cacsa rift com plcium venire posset 1 * , .

On the dejiflrtur* of the Liburnian galleys from 
IJlyricuni, M. Octavius comes to Salaime with tLie 
ships under his com maoiL There he diverts Issafrom 
its friendship with Caesar, stirring up the Dalmatians 
and the rest «jf the Barbarians. Failing to influence 
the Roman Citizen body at Solonae, either by promises 
or by threatening* of peril, lie sot himself to besiege 
the town* Now, the town was strongly protected by 
the nature of its site and by a tiHL But the Roman 
citizens P rapidly constructing wooden towers, pro¬ 
tected themselves with them, and, being weak in 
resistance owing to their small numbers, worn out by 
constant wounds, betook themselves to the Inst re¬ 
source of despair and armed all their grown-up slaves, 
and cut off the lmir of all their women to make 
catapult ropes, Octavius, having ascertained their 
sentiment*, surrounded the town with five camps and 
began to pres* the inImldfonts at otoee by blockade 
and by siege operations. Prepared to endure every- 
thing, they suffered moat in the matter of the com 
supply. To remedy this they sent envoys to Caesar 
and begged hi* aid. Jlie rest of their troubles they 
endured hy themselves *£ well as they could. And 
after a long interval, when the protracted siege had 
made the Ortsvians rather careless taking ad¬ 
vantage of the o[][M)rtimity afforded by the hour 
of noon when the enemy had withdrawn, they 
placed their boys anti women on the wall* that no 
particular of their daily routine might be missed 
by the besiegers, ami forming themselves into a 
band, together with those whom they had just 
recently liberated, they burst into the nearest camp 
of Octavius. ThU being taken by storm, with a 
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eodenl impetii altera iunt adorti, indc tcrtia et

a great number* Forced the rest and Octavius himself 
to fly to the ships. Such was the end of the siegt 
And now wiciter was approaching, and Octavius, 
despairing of the siege of the town after receiv¬ 
ing such heavy looses, retired to Dyrfaehiuin to 
Pompefatt 

We have shown that L Vibullius Rufus, Pomptius 
chief engineer, twice fell auto tlie hands oi ( aesar and 
was rckiiscd bv him, once at Corfinium and a second 
time in Spain, In consideration oi the benefits that 
he had conferred on him Caesar bad decided that 
Vihullius was a suitable person to send with in¬ 
structions to Gn- E*ompeius, nod he also under¬ 
stood that he W1 influence with Gn. tVmpcius. Now 
this was the main purport of his instructions—that 
each of them ought to put an end to his obstinacy, 
lay down bis aims, and no longer tempt fortune. 
Sufficiently serious losses had been incurred on both 
sides, which mEght serve them as a lesson and warn 
them to fear further mischances i Pompeius had been 
driven from Italy after the loss of Sicily and Sardinia 
and! the two S|Kiiins,anil one hundred and thirty cohorts 
of Roturm citizens- in Italy and Spain ; he himself hud 
suffered by the death of Curio and the disaster to the 
African Jirmy f and the surrender of Antonins and hfc 
troops at Curieta. So let them spare themselves and 
the republic, since by their own losses they were 
already a sufficient example to tiaemsekes of what 
fortune could do in war. This was the ooe time for 
treating of peace, whi n each had confidence in him¬ 
self and both seemed oft an equality- But if fortune 
should show but a little partiality to one of the two.

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the one who should seem superior would not adopt 
terms of peace* nor would he who was sure that he 
would have everything be contented with an equal 
division. Condilions of peace should now he sought 
at Borne from the senate and the people, since it 
had not been pcestWe to agree on them before 
Meanwhile It ought to satisfy the republic and 
themselves if each should at once swear in n public 
assembly that he would disband his army within the 
next three days. If they laid aside their arms and 
gave up the reinforcements on which they now relied> 
each would necessarily be contented with the judg¬ 
ment of the people and the senate. That these 
proposals might be more easily approved by Pompeius* 
he said that he would disband ail his laud forces, 
VihuUius, having disemliarkcd at Coreyra* thought 
it no lew necessary that Pompeius should be informed 
of the sudden approach of Caesar, that he might be 
able to take counsel thereon before they should begin 
to discuss the instructions, and so, continuing his 
journey night and day and changing horses at every 
town to gain speed, he hurried to Pompelus to an¬ 
nounce Caesars approach. Pumpejus- was at that 
time in Cat id avia* and was on his way from Mace¬ 
donia to Ajwllfmia and DyrrmcikEutn to winter 
quarters, But, disturbed by the fresh crisis, he began 
to make fur Apollon hi by longer marches, lest Caesar 
shoul d occupy the towns on t he sea- coast, But Caesar, 
after landing his troops, set out for Oricum on the 
same day. When he bad come there, L. Torquutus, 
who was in control of the town by Pom perns 4 order 
and had in it a garrison of Part him, endeavoured to 
defend the tow p n by closing the gates; but on his 
bidding the Cireeks to mount the wall and take up 
anus, and on their refusing to fight against the

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imperial power of the Roman people, while the 
townsmen also or their own accord Attempted to 
admit Cae^fj, despairing of all aid he opened the 
gates and surrendered himself and the town to Caesar 
and was kept by him safe and unharmed. 

On the recovery of Olictim Caesar with no interval 
of delay set out for A poll on hi* Hearing of his 
approach, L. Staberi us, who wa^ in command there, 
began to collect a supply of water for the citadel, 
and to fortify" it and to esact hostages from the 
inhabitants* But they refused to give them or to 
fihuL their grttes against the consul, or to decide any¬ 
thing for themselves that should be contrary to the 
decision of the whole of Italy and of the Roman 
people. Having ascertained their sentiments, Sta- 
I xerms secrc i ly fled from Ajad Ionia- The iuhabitan Ls 
Rent envoys la Caesar ami admitted him into the 
town Their lend was followed by the Byllidenses, 
the Amaxitim, and the rest of the neighbouring 
communities ami the whole of Epiros^ and sending 
envoys to Caesar they promised to do his bidding. 

But Pom pel lift, when he learnt of what had 
happened at Oricuui and A pul Ion in, fearing for 
Dyrrarhium, hurried there, marching night mid day. 
At the same time Caesar was said to he approaching, 
and eo great a terror fell on the army of Pompeiu-s, 
because their h-fider t joining night to day iti his 
hurry, had never paused in ills march, that nearly 
all the men from Epirus mid the neighbouring 
districts abandoned the colours, many Hung sway 
their arms, and the mutch resembled a flight. But 
when Pompeius hail halted near Dymu'hitnn and had 
ordered his camp to be measured out,, his army being 
still in a state of panic, LabLetttts is the first to come 
forward wul swear that he will not desert him and

The rest 
of the legates swear the same oath; l hoy are followed 
hy the tribunes and centurions, and the whole army 
takes the same ptedge, Caesar, finding him self fore¬ 
stalled in his march to Dyrraehium, stays his raj id 
:nl ranee and pitches Ills camp hj the fUver Apsus, in 
the territory of the Apollon iate^ that the comm uni¬ 
ties which had deserved well of him might be pro 
tected by a garrison, ami decides to wait there fur I be 
arrival of tlie rest of his legions from Italy nod to 
winter in tents* Pom pci us did the same,and* pitching 
his camp the other side of the River Apsus, conveyed 
thither nil his forces and auxiliaries, 

Calenus, having put on board his legions and 
Cavalry at Brandhium as Caesar had ordered him, 
ns (hr as his supply of ships allowed* weighed 
anchor* and when he fiat! gone a little way frofti 
the [>ort he received a dispatch from Caesar which 
informed him that all the harbours and shores were 
occupied by the fleets of the enemy. Learning this, 
tic returns to the |jort and recalls all his ships. One 
of these, which kept on its way and did not attend 
to tiie command of Caleiuis, btcau.se it was without 
soldiers and was under private management, was 
carried to Orlcum and attacked and taken by UHhiIus, 
who inflicted punishment on slaves and freemen, even 
down to beardless boys, and killed them all without 
ex cep Limn Thus on a brief conjuncture and supreme 
moment of crisis hung the safety of the whole 
army. 

Bjbulus, an shown above, was with Ills fleet at 
CMcum, and just os he was excluding Caesar from 
the sc a and the harbour, so lie was himself being 
excluded from all landing In that district, for all

The position was one of great diffi¬ 
culty* ■ns they were oppressed by extreme scarcity of 
necessaries, to such an extent that they were obliged 
to bring up by merchant-ships from Corcyra supplies 
of wood and water as of otiter stures f and it even 
happened at the name time that, * x|>erienemg father 
rough weather* they were compelled to catch the 
night's moisture in the skins with which the ships 
were covered. Vet these difficulties they bore with 
patience anti equanimity and thought it their duty 
not to expose their shores nof abandon their 
harbours. But Wing in such stmits as I hire 
explained, and Libo having joined Bib ulus* both 
com Hi mulleins held a colloquy from their ships with 
the legates M r Aeilius and Statius Mu reus* one of 
w hom was In command of the walls of the town, the 
other of the land garrisons* stating that if op|iof- 
tunity is offered them they are willing to confer with 
Caesar on matters of the highest importance, to 
this they add a few words by way of confirming their 
action* 30 that it might bo evident that they were 
intending to treat about an arrangement- Mean¬ 
while they demand a truce, and the others grant their 
request. For what they proposed seemed of import¬ 
ance* and Lbey were aware that Caesar w&% jKirticu- 
Irirly anxious for this, ami some lhlug was thought to 
have been gained bv the instructions of Vibullius, 
Caesar, who had set out at that time wiLh one 
legion to recover the more distant communities and 
to expedite the food supply, which he was finding

On his arrival there they are invited to a conference. 
Ubo comes out and makes excuses for Uibuhis 
because he was of extremely ponton ate character 
and had also a private feud with Caesar contracted in 
his in-ddcdiip mud praetors hip. For this reason he 
said Bihulus had avoided a colloquy lest issue* of the 
highest prospects and advantage should he hindered 
by his irascibility. He said that his own desire fora 
settlement and the laying down of arras was and 
always had been extreme* but that he had nn influ¬ 
ence in the matter because by the advice of their 
council they had entrusted the entire control d 
war and everything else to Fompdos. Hut now that 
they had ascertained Caesar & demands they would 
send to Pomjieiiis, and he would carryout the rest of 
the negotiations by himself with their encourage¬ 
ment* Meanwhile the truce should hold g-mfcl till 
the messengers could return from Fampeius* and the 
one side should do cm injury to the other* To this 
he adds a few words about the cause and about his 
own forces and auxiliaries. 

Caesar did not consider at the time that any reply 
was needed to these remarks* mt do we now think 
that there is auy sufficient reason for recording them. 
Caesar's deni and was that he should be allowed to 
send envoys to Pom|fecius under safe conduct, and that 
they should undertake that this should lie done or 
should themselves receive the envoys and conduct 
them to him. As regards a truce, there was this dis¬ 
tinction between them in their conduct of the wnr: 
they with their fleet were hindering Isis ships and 
reinforcement a ; he was preventing them from water¬ 
ing and from landing. 1 f they desired atiy concession

question to Pompdns ; one point he urges* about the 
truce, and contends for it with the utmost eagerness. 
And when Caesar understood that his whole speech 
was framed with a view to the present danger and 
the avoidance of want, and that he offered, no pros- 
|H?ct or proposal of peace, he returned to the con¬ 
sideration of his further plan of campaign, 

Uibulus* being prevented From landing for many 
days and being attacked by a serious disease caused 
by cold and hard work, since he could not be suc¬ 
cessfully treated nor was willing to abandon the duty 
he had undertaken* failed In hold out against the 
severity of his illness. On his death the chief com¬ 
mand fell to no one person, but each controlled his 
own fleet serratelyat his own discretion. After the 
tumult which had been aroused by the sudden ap¬ 
proach of Caesar hail quieted down* VibtilUus, as soon 
m it seemed suitable, taking into his confidence Li bo 
iijuJ L, Lueceius mid TheophaneJi, whom IVinjicius 
bad been in the habit of consulting about bis most 
important affairs* began to treat of Caesar's pro¬ 
posals, As anon na he had begun Ins discourse Pom- 
peius interrupted him and prevented him from 
speaking fnrlher, 11 What / 1 said he* " is the use 
of life or citizenship to roe which I shall be *up- 
posed to hold by the bounty of Cavsar? It will be 
impossible to remove this opinion when on the eon*

The River Apsus alone separated the two camps of 
Pompeius and Caesar, and the men engaged in fre¬ 
quent conventions, nor meanwhile did a single 
missile cross the line, by a compact made between 
the speakers, Caesar sends his Ecgute P. Vatin hi 5 
to the bank of the river to urge points that seemed 
most conducive to peace and to exclaim frequently in 
a bud voices "Should not citizens be permitted to 
send envoys in wifely to their fellow-citizens about 
peace, a privilege granted even to fugitive slaves from 
the Pyrenean forests and to pirates, especially when 
their object is to prevent citizens from contending In 
arms against citizens ? +i M uch he said in the suppliant 
tones that he was bound to use in the interests of 
his own and the general safety, ami ivas heard in 
silence by bo Eh forces, A reply came from the other 
side that Auhis Varru professed his intention ofcoming 
to a conference the next day and considering with 
them how envoys could come safely and explain what 
they wanted, and a fixed time is arranged for this. 
And when they came on the next day, a great multi¬ 
tude came together from both sides* and there was 
great suspense about the result, and the minds of 
all seemed earnestly turned towards peace. From 
among this concourse Titus Labfenuff comes forward* 
who begins to talk and dispute with Vatinius, but sav& 
nothing about peace, A sudden shower of mis- 
sites from every quarter breaks off their discourse; 
protected by the arms of the Soldiers, he avoided

to assist anyone who should appeal about the valua¬ 
tion and the payment* to be fixed by an arbitrator, 
in accordance with Caesar s arrangements when 
present In Hume- But through the equitable 
decrees and humanity or 1 reborn us, who was of 
opinion that in this crisis law should be ad- 
mi nUtcred with clemency and mode ration , it hnjy- 
pt-ifcfd that none could be found to originate an 
appeal. For to make the excuse of poverty and to 
complain either of one s own calamities or of the 
calamitous times and to set forth the difficulties of 
sale is possible for a man of merely ordinary spirit, 
hut for persons who admit their indebtedness to 
cling to the whole of their possessions, what an 
audacious, what a shameless spirit does that mark] 
And Iliua no one was found to make this demand. 
And so Cadi us proved himself harder to deal with 
than the very persons whose Interests were con¬ 
cerned; asid, lest he should seem to have taken up 
a disgraceful cause to iu> purposc p his next step was 
to promulgate a law that the money owed shall be 
paid without accumulation of interest mi that day six

one whereby he made a free gift of a year's rent of 
houses to the hirers another authorizing a repudia¬ 
tion of debts; aiul when the mob made a rush at 
fj, Trcbonius and some persons were wounded* Gaeliiu 
drove him from his tribunal. The consul Servilius 
brought a motion before the senate dealing with 
these events* and the senate decided that Caclism 
should be removed from the service of the stale. 
In accordance with this decree the consul excluded 
him from the senate, hue] on his attempting to make 
a speech m public removed him from the platform. 
Deeply moved by the smart of his disgrace* he made 
a pub tie pretence of going to Caesar* but secretly sent 
messages to Milo* who after the murder of Clodius 
had been condemned on that charge, and summoning 
him into Italy—because Mi to* having given public 
shows on a large scale* had with him the residue of b 
school of gladEatnrs—associated him with himself and 
sent him on in front to the Thu Hot district to raise 
the fanners. When he had himself reached Casilmum* 
and when at one and the same time his military stan¬ 
dards and arms were seized at Capua and the gladiators* 
who were preparing the iwrtrayal of the town* were 
&cen at Maples* finding himself shut Eiut from Capua 
by the detection of his designs and fearing danger* 
because the Roman citizen body* considering that he 
should be regarded as a public enemy, had taken up 
arms* he abandoned his design and turned aside from 
hi % journey* 

Meanwhile Milo,after sending dispatches round the 
municipal towns to the effect that in what he was doing 
he was acting by the order and authority of Pomj*eius* 
on instructions conveyed to him through Vibnllius, 
began to stir up those whom he supposed to lie

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oppressed by debt. When he could make no pra- 
Uresn with them he let loose some slaves from their 
dungeons and began to besiege Casa, in the Th urine 
district. There meeting with the praetor Q, Pt-diu* 
at the I lead of a Jcgum ± he was struck hy a stone From 
the wall and perished. And Cadi us, setting forth, 
as he gave out, to Caesar, reached Thurii. " There, 
on trying to tamper with rertafn inhabitants of the 
mumHpnlilv and promising money to Caesar's Gallic 
ami Spanish horsemen who had been sent there on 
garrison duty,he was killed by them. Thus the first 
outbreak of a serious movement, which kept Italy 
hammed by the burden of work imposed on the 
magistrates hy the crisis, caroe promptly and euifr 
to an end, 

I,iha t setting out from Oricuin with the fleet of 
fifty ships under his command, came to H Hindi si tins 
^tnd occupied the island over against the port of 
Brundisium, because he thought it better to guard 
nne place by which our men wepllUJ necessarily have 
to go out than to keep all tfse shores arid harbours 
closely blockaded. Approach mg suddenly, he found 
somi- men limit men; these lie burned, and one 
1 1ki i.lcd with corn he lowrd off, filling our men 
ssilh great terror. Then landing by night $onie 
soldiers and *rcherE a he dislodged the cavalry cutest 
and made surh good use of the opportunities of his 
position tliat he sent a dispatch to Pouipcitis saying 
iJiat, if he liked, he might order the rest of his ships 
to be benched and repaired, arid that with hts own 
fleet he would keep off Caesars reinforcements. 

A ntonius wasttt tlwttimeAt Brand mum; anil having 
confidence in the valour of his soldiers, he protected 
with fascines and screens about slaty row-l>o*ts 
belonging to his huge ships, and, putting picked men

on board, stationed them singly at various places 
along the cofiatj and gave orders that two triremes 
which he had caused to he built at Erundisium 
should go out to the mouth of the harbour under 
the pretence of exercising the rowers. \\ hen Li bn 
saw them advance so boldly lie sent five -quadrircnies 
against them* hoping that they could be intercepted. 
On their approaching our ships, our velcrnn crews 
began to retreat to the harbour, while the foe, im¬ 
pelled by their zeal, Incautiously followed, Then 
suddenly; the signal being given, the Antonian row- 
boats threw themselves on tlie foe from every side, 
and at the first onset captured one of these qoadri- 
renies with its rowers and fighting men and com¬ 
pelled the rest to a discreditable flight. In addition 
to this lusa they were prevented from watering by 
horsemen stationed by Antonios along the sea-coast, 
and Li bo, moved by this need and by his disgrace, de¬ 
parted from Brundisiuni and abandoned the blockade 
of our men. 

Mjuiv months had now piis&ed and winter was far 
advanced, yet his ships and Legions did noL come to 
Caesar tVuEii Brundifilunx Ami in fact some oppor¬ 
tunities for this seemed to Caesar So have been 
juused over* since steady winds bad often blown 
bv which, in his opinion, they should without 
fail have set their course, And the further tins 
period of time extended the more keen were the 
officers of the enemy’s fleet in their vigilance* and the 
greater confidence they had of stopping him, I hey 
were upbraidcd r tcH>|hy fretjuen tic tiers from Pompeius 
urging them to hinder the rest of has forces* since 
they had not stopped Caesar on his first arrival* and 
every du¥ they w ere expecting a more difficult season 
for transport, as the winds were slackening. Moved

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by these considerations, Caesa r wrote in severer terms 
to his partisans at Brand isium, that w hen they got a 
suitable wind they should not let slip I lie opportunity 
of sailing, whether they were able to direct their 
course to the shores of the Apollumatcs or to those 
of the l^abcaics, and run their ships ashore there* 
These places were mostly out of the range of obser¬ 
vation of the enemy's licet, because they did nut 
venture to trust themselves too far from the 
harbours* 

Displaying audacity and valour, with M + Antoni us 
and Full us t'alenus directing operations, and the 
snIdlers themselves giving much encouragement and 
refusing no danger for Caesar's safety, they weigh 
anchor with a south wind, and on the second day sail 
past Apollonia. Wh en they had bees seen from the 
mainland, Coponius, w ho w as at Dyrraehium in com¬ 
mand of the Rhodian Hctt, leads his ships out «f 
port, and when on the wind falling light he had now 
approached near our force, the same south wind rose 
again and served to protect our side. Yet he diil not 
on that account desist from his attempt! hut kept 
hoping that even the violence of the storm could Ijc 
overcome by the toll and jier&eveniiice of the sailors * 
and though we had been carried past Dyrrathiuiu 
by the strong force of the wind, he none the leas kept 
pursuing us. Our men, though experiencing the 
kindness of fortune, nevertheless feared an attack by 
the fleet In cn*e the wind should drop Coming to a 
harbour muned Nynsphaeum, three miles beyond 
Lissns, a harbour which w r as protected from the 
Southwest wind but was not safe from the south* 
they look their ships in there, reckoning the danger 
from the storm less than that from the enemy's fleet. 
And as soon as they entered there, by an incredible

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piece of tuck the south wind which had blown for 
two davs clunked into a sou tin -west Wind. 

Herein might be seen the sudden shifting of for 
tune. Those who hail lately been in fear for them¬ 
selves werentjw sheltered by a perfectly safe harbour , 
those who had brought peril on our ships were forced 
to fear peri] for themselves. And so by the change 
of circumstances the rough weather protected our 
ships and shattered the Rhodian vessel*, so that the 
decked ships, numbering sixteen, were all with out 
exception crushed and utterly wrecked; and of the 
large number of rowers and fighting men, some w L ere 
dashed on the rocks and killed, others were dragged 
off byonr men. All these Caesar saved and sent 
back home. 

Two of our ships, overtaken by night ow ing to the 
slow progress of I heir course i not knowing what posi¬ 
tion the rest had taken, anchored opposite Lissu# p 
and OtaciliusCrussus, who was in command of Lissu-S, 
was preparing to capture these by sending against 
them a number of row-boats and other small craft ; 
at t fie same time he was treating for the surrender of 
their crew Ft and promising them freedom from injury 
if they surrendered. One of these ships had taken 
on board two hundred and twenty men iff the legion 
of recruits, the other rather le^ than two hundred 
from the veteran legion. Herein might be lent 
w hat security men derive from si rail gth of mind. I 1 or 
the recruits t terrified by the number of the ships and 
exhausted by the rough water and seasickness, after 
receiving a solemn pledge that the enemy would do 
them no harm, surrendered themselves to Otitrilius ; 
and all of them, when brought to him, urc most 
cruelly massacred before his eyes in violation of the 
sanctity of his oath. Rut the men of the veteran

of the storm and the bilge-water* considered it their 
duty to relax nothing of their pristine valour, and* 
having spun out the first part of the night by treating 
of terms and making a pretence at surrender, compel 
their hehmtnnn la run the ship aground, and them¬ 
selves finding a suitable ^put, finished the reitof the 
night there; and at early dawn* w hen about four 
hundred horsemen, who were guarding that part of 
tile sra^ctHu>t f and others who had followed them 
under arms from the garrison, were scut against 
them by Otaciltus, they deft ml eel themselves, and 
after slaying some of the foe retired unhurt on our 
force. 

After this Imd taken place the corporation of 
Roimm eiMiens who w ere in occ upation of Lhsus* a 
town which Caesar had previously made over to them 
and fur the furtiftcatjon of which he had arranged, 
admitted Antonins amt assisted him in every way. 
Otneillus. fearing for himself, flics from the town and 
make^i his way to PoinpciEss- Antonios, having dis¬ 
ci ei harked all Ills forces* the sum of which consisted 
of three veteran legions and one of recruits and eight 
hundred cavalry, sends buck most of his ships to 
Italy to transport the rest of Ins horse anil foot, hut 
leaves his pcmUKHis* a kind uf Gallic ship* at Li.v^us, 
intending that, if Pej mpenis, thinking Italy unguarded, 
should transport Iris army thither, as it Was gene rally 
expected that lie would, Caesar might have sonic 
means of going in pursuit; and he hastily sends him 
messages staling In what districts he had disembarked 
hU army and what number of troops he had con¬ 
veyed across. 

Caesar and Poinpeius become aware of this almost 
simultaneously. For they hud themselves seen the

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ships filing pMt Apol Ionia and Dyrraclimm, ai 
they had direeled their march by land to follow 
them; but for the first few days they did not know 
whither tlieir crnirsu had carried them. And when 
they had found this out they each adopted different 
plans, Caesar to unite himself as quickly as possible 
with AntoniuSj Pompeins to confront the approach- 
hig enemy oti their march, in ca.se he might he able 
to attack them unawares from an ambuscade; and on 
the same day they each led out their forces from 
their permanent camps* quitting the River Apsus, 
Fompeius secretly by night, f’sesar openly by day. 
Rut Caesar had the longer journey up stream, with a 
larger circuit, to enable him to cross by a ford; 
PoiEkpeLii^ since lie had not to cross the river, his 
route being open, hastened by forced. marehes towards 
Antonins, and on learning of his approach, finding n 
suitable spot, stationed his forces there and kept all 
his men in camp, forbidding fires to be lighted that 
his arrival might he kept more secret. These facts 
are immediately reported to Antonios through some 
Greeks. He sent messenger* to Caesar and kept 
his men one day in camp; on the next day Caesar 
reached him. On learning of his arrival, Fompeius, 
to escape being shut in by two armies, quits; that spot 
and with all his forces arrives at Aspar&gium, a town 
of the Dyrradiiins, and there pitches his tamp in a 
suitable place. 

About this time Scipfa, having Incurred some losses 
near Mount Ainanus, had styled himself tnijieratar. 
After doing tins lie had requisitioned large sums of 
money from the communities and the den pots, and 
had also exacted from the tax-farmers of his pro¬ 
vince the amount owing for two years, and had

When these we re 
oolleetedjcavmgin his rear the neigh boo ring Barth ian 
enemy who a little before had skin the commander 
M. Cnnus, mid had kept M* Bibulus closely invested, 
he had withdrawn Ilia legions ami cavalry from Syria, 
And as the province hail fallen into n state of great 
anxiety and fear about a Parthian war, and remarks 
were heard from the soldiers that if they were being 
led ng-nnsl an enemy they would go, but that against 
a citizen and a consul they won hi not bear ami 4, 
he conducted his legions to Pergnxmim and the 
richest cities for winter quarters and bestowed on 
them very large bounties,and with the object of en¬ 
couraging the men allowed I hem to pi under the tew ns. 
Meanwhile sums of money, requisitioned with the 
utmost harshness, w^ere being enacted throughout the 
province. Many kinds of extortion moreover* Were 
specially devised to glut their avarice. A tribute 
was imposed on every ilead of slaves and children ; 
pillar-taxes/ door'Uses, corn, soldiery anus, rowers, 
engines. Freightage, were requisitioned; any mode of 
exaction, provided n name could be found for it, was 
deemed a sufficient excuse for compelling contribu¬ 
tion^ Men armed with military power were set not 
merely over cities but almost over every hamlet and 
stronghold. Among these he who had acted with 
the greatest harshness and cruelty was- accounted 
tlie best of men and the best of eitixeniu The 
province was full of lie tors ami military authorities, 
crammed with prefects and extortioners, who apart 
from the moneys requisitioned had an rye also 
lo their own private gain: for they gave out that,

werG in need of all necK^ifiSj so that by i respect- 
nbk pks they might cover up the foulest action. 
Added to this there was the heaviest usury, as 
usually happens in war* money being exacted from 
the whole population ; and In these proceedings n 
postponement of the day of payment wii termed a 
free gift. Consequently in these two -years the debt of 
the province was multiplied, \ et none the lesson that 
account were fixed sums of money exacted from the 
Roman citizens of the province, not Individually, but 
by separate corporations and communities,, and they 
tried to make out that these sums were being taken 
as loans in accordance with a decree of the senate ; 
from the tax-farmers they demanded the tax of the 
foil owing year us an advance loan, ms they had done 
in Syria* 

Moreover*at Ephesus Scipin gave orders that sums 
of money deposited there In former times should be 
removed from the temple of Diana* And a certain 
date having been appointed for this transaction* 
when they had come to the shrine and with them 
a number of men of the senatorial order whom Scipio 
had invited, a dispatch is handed him from Ponipcius 
stating that Caesar bad crossed the sea with bis 
legions p that Scipio was to make haste to come to 
him with bis army and to put everything else aside. 
On receipt of thii dispatch he dismisses those whom 
he had invited, and himself begins to prepare for Ins 
journey into Macedonia, aud a few days later he -Hot 
out. This circumstance secured the safety" of the 
money at Ephesus. 

Caesar* after his junction with the army of Antonin** 
removing from Oricum the legion which lie had 
stationed there to protect the sea,■ coast, thought that

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lie ought to try to win over the provinces and to 
make a further advunce. On the arrival of envoys 
from Thessaly nod Aetoli* to promise that if he sent 
a garrison the townships of these nations would do 
his bidding, lie sent into liiessaly L, Cassius Longinus 
with the legion of recruits, called the Tweiity-st venth, 
anil two hundred horse; Into Actolia,. O, CalvkiLLs 
Sabin us with five cohorts and a few horse men ; and lie 
gave them special instructions, as the districts were 
close at hand, to provide for the com supply- He 
ordered Oik Damitius Calvins to go into Macedonia 
with two 1cgioli£, the Eleventh and 1 wclflli, and five 
hundred horsemen ; arid in that part of this province 
which was called Free, Menedemus, the leading man 
of tlio.se districts, being sent as an envoy announced 
a remarkable enthusiasm on the part of all lits 
countrymen- 

Of these officers Calvisms was received on his 
arrival with the utmost goodwill of all the Ac to! tans, 
and having expelled the garrisons of the foe from 
Calydon and Naupactus gained |>assession of the 
whole of AeUilta + L'assiue arrived with his legion 
in Thessaly; here p since there were two factions, 
he met with a divergence of feeling among the 
towns: Hegesar-etos, a man ot long-established 
influence, favoured the cause of Pumpeius; Petraeu* F 
a youth of the highest rank, energetically supported 
Caesar with his own arid his people & resources. 

And at the same time Doniitius cotnes into Mace¬ 
donia; and when crowded embassies Irom the town¬ 
ships had begun to gather together to meet him 5 the 
news was brought that Sclpio w&s clove at hand with 
his legions, arousing much expectation and rumour 
among the people generally; tor in a novel eonjunc-

with great speed, and when about twenty miles of! 
suddenly turned aside to Thessaly to Cassius Longinus. 
This he'd id so hastily that news of his presence Rnd 
of Ills coming was brought simultaneously^ and in 
order that lie might march with the greater expedi¬ 
tion he left M- Favoniusat the River AUacmon, winch 
divides Macedonia from Thessaly with eight cohorts 
to protect the baggage of the legions, anti ordered a 
stronghold to be fortified there. At the same time 
the cavalry of King Cotys, which had been in the 
habit of frequenting the borders of Thessaly, sped 
lo the camp of Cassius, Then Ca$s*us, smitten with 
fear when lie learnt of the approach of Scipio arid 
saw the horsemen whom he eup[»used to Ik; Scipio s* 
turned towards Lhe mountains which enclose Thes¬ 
saly, and from these parts began to direct his course 
towards Ambraeia, Hut Scipio, hurrying in pursuit, 
was followed by letters from M, l-avomus saying 
that Domitius was close by* with his legions, and 
that he could not hold the post in which he had 
been stationed without the aid of Scipio, Receiving 
this dispatch, Seipio changes liis purpose and his 
route : lie ceases to follow Cassius and hastens to 
bear aid to Favomua. And so, continuing his march 
by day and night, he reached him at so opportune a 
moment that at the very same time the dust of the 
Duiii it inn army was seen and the first advance guard 
of Scipio appeared in view* 1 bus the energy of 
Doiuitius brought safety to Cassius, and the speed of 
Scipio to Favorsius, 

Scipio, after halting for two days in his permanent 
enmp by the River AhncmoHi which flowed between 
him ami the ramp of Domitln^ on the third day at 
carlv dnwn tabes his army across by the ford, .and

camp. Then Dumitius also thought it his duly 
not to hesitate to advance his legions and fight a 
pitched battle* But, though there was a plain aljout 
two miles broad he tween the two camps, Doinilius 
pushed forward his line close under Sc i pi o' S camp, 
but Sdpio persisted in not moving art ay from his 
rampart. And yet, though the troops of Ddmitius 
were with difficulty held in, a pitched hnttle 
wns nvoided, and mainly because a stream with 
difficult banks situated just under Seipio's (ramp 
hindered the advance of our men, ^ lien Scipio 
perceived their zeal and keenness for fighting, 
suspecting that on tlie next day he would either t>e 
com [tel led to fight against his will ur would: confine 
himself to his camp with great discredit after the 
great expectation that his coming had aroused, 
Ilia rush advance came to an ignominious end. 
Without even the proclamation for breaking up 
camp, he crossed the river by night and returned to 
the same part from which he had come and there 
pitched his tatnp on a natural elevation near the 
river. After the interval of a few days, he jutted 
a cavalry ambuscade by night in the place in which 
our men on previous days bad k'en in the habit of 
collecting fodder; and when Q- ^arus, prefect of 
cavalry under Domitius, had come according to hia 
daily practice, they suddenly rose up from their 
ambuscade. But our men stoutly withstood their 
attack, and* each ijuickly returning to bss own rank, 
tlse whole body then tank the aggressive and 
charged the enemy. After killing about eighty of 
them and putting the re*t to flight, they returned to 
the emmp with the loss of two mem

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After these events Domitius p hoping tbit Scipio 
could be enticed out to figh t, pretended to be shift- 
in g his camp under the stress of want of provisions. 
And when the order to strike camp had been pro¬ 
claimed according to military custom, he advanced 
three miles and stationed his w hole army and cavalry 
in a suitable and secret spot. Sdpio* fully prepared 
for pursuit, sent forward m great part of his horse to 
explore the route of Domitius and discover his posi¬ 
tion- And when ibtv had advanced and the first 
squadrons had entered the ambuscade* tiie neighing 
of the horses having caused suspicion, they began to 
retire to their own men ; and those who w ere follow ¬ 
ing them, seeing their h asty re t irem ent, hal ted. Our 
men, w r hen their ambush was discovered, that they 
might not have to wait in vain for the rest, caught 
and cut off two squadrons. Among these was M, 
Qpimisis, prefect of horse \ all the rest of the men 
they either slew or led captive to Doniltlu*- 

Having removed the garrisons from the sen-shore, 
as explained above* Caesar left three cohorts at 
Oricum to protect the town, entrusting to them the 
cxistodv of the warships which he had brought over 
from Italy* The legate Aeilius Guilmu wag placed 
in charge of this duty and of the town* He with¬ 
drew' our ships into the inner port behind the town, 
moored them to the shore, and sank a merchant-ship 
to block the mouth of the port and attached to it 
another ship* on which he constructed a tower, 
setting it just opposite the entrance of the harbour. 
This he filled with soldiers* and gave it them to hold 
against all unforeseen risks. 

On learning of these proceedings the young fin s 
Pom prills, who was i» command of the Egyptian 
fleet, came to Oricum and by great efforta drew off

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the submerged ship with a windlass and a number of 
ropes; and attacking the second ship, which bad 
been stationed by Aeihus to guard it, with & number 
of vessels on which lie had constructed towers of equal 
height, lighting as he was from a higher position and 
always sending up fresh combatants in place of the 
exhausted, ami in other directions availing the 
walls of the town nt once by ladders from the land 
and with his fleet, so as to keep apart the forces of 
the foe, be thus overcame our men by sheer hard work 
and overwhelming showers of missiles. And having 
driven off the lighting men, who were all picked up 
by boats and escaped, he took the ship by assault, and 
at the same time gained possession in the other 
direction of the projecting natural breakwater which 
hail almost made an island of the town, and drew 
across into the inner harbour four triremes, placing 
rollers under them and propelling them by crow¬ 
bars. And so attacking from either side the war¬ 
ships which were empty and fastened to the shore, he 
drew off four of them and burned the rest. Having 
finished this business, he left behind IX Laelius, 
whom he bad taken from the Asiatic fleet. This officer 
proceeded to prevent store. 1 ; from By Elis and Amantia 
from being imported into the town. He himself 
went to Lissns and attacked thirty merchant-vessels 
which had been left by hi, Antonins within the 
port and burned them alt, He attempted to storm 
Lissus, which was defended by the Human citizens 
belonging to that corporation and by the soldiers 
whom Caesar had sent there as a garrison, and after 
staying fur three days and having lost a few men 
in the siege, he left the district without effecting 
anything,

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Asparagium, set out to the *auie place with his Army, 
and after storming on the way the town of the 
Part hint In which Pom perns: had a garrison, readied 
Pompeius on the third day, and pitched his camp 
doss to him, and on the following day, leading out 
a]] his forces* drew them up in battle array and gave 
Pompeius the chance of fighting a pitched battle* 
On observing that lie Wept in hi* position, he with¬ 
drew hte army to the camp; considering it necessary 
to form a different plan. So on the Mtt day lie set 
out in full force for I )yrrachium d taking a wide circuit 
by a difficult and narrow route, in the hope that 
Pompelus could be either driven to Dyiraehiucu or 
cut of from it, because lie had collected there nil his 
provisions and his whole war equipment And so it 
happened, For Pompeius, at first failing to under¬ 
stand his plan, because he saw him setting out by a 
route that led away from that district, thought that 
he hart gone away because he had been com pel led to 
do so by scarcity of food supply* Afterwards receiv¬ 
ing information through his scouts, lie shafted his 
camp the next day, hoping to be able to confront him 
by a shorter rou te, Caesar, suspecting t hat t his wou Id 
happen and having exhorted his men to bear their 
toil with an equal mind, staying his march only for a 
short period during the night, arrived Ln the morning 
at Dyrrachiunij when for the first time the line of 
Pom perns was seen afar offhand there pitched his camp. 1 

Pompeius, being cut off from Dyrrachium, on failing 
to gain his purpose adopts the next best plan and 
entrenches a camp on a lofty spot called Petra, which 
allows a moderately good approach for ships mid 
protects them from certain winds, He gives orders 
for some of his warships to meet there, and for com

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and stores to be brought in from Asin and from ill 
the districts that he held. Caesar, thinking that the 
war was going to be unduly prolonged, and despairing 
of bis supplies from Italy, because all the si lores were 
being hek! with such vigilance by the Pompeians, and 
his own fleets which lie hail constructed in the winter 
In Sicily, Caul, and Italy were stow in coming, sent 
1J + Tillius and the legate L. Canute ius into Epirus in 
order to get provisions, and because these dintricts 
were some distance off lie established granaries in 
certain place* and ap|a>rtioncd the neigh bou ring 
communities their respective shares in the carriage 
of com. He also gave orders that all the corn Lhat 
there was should be sought and collected at Lissus, 
among the P&rthinij, and in all tlie fortified posts. This 
was of very small amount^ partly from the nature of 
the land, because the district is rugged and hilly and 
the people generally use Imported corn, and also 
because Fompcios had foreseen this and Intd at an 
earlier date treated the Partiiini as spoils of war, and* 
hunting for all their com by ransacking and digging 
un their houses, had carried it off by means of his 
hurst;men to Petra, 

On learning of these things Caesar forms a plan to 
suit the nature of the ground. Round Pomprius* camp 
there were very many lofty and rugged hills. These 
he first occupied with garrisons and erecLed strong 
forts on them* Then, according to the indications 
afforded by the nature of each lucali ty, by drawing a 
line of works from fort to fort he proceeded to invest 
Fompeius, with these objects in view: first, that as 
he had a scanty supply of provision^ and Pom]wiua 
had a large prejKiiuieranee of cavalry, he might be 
able to bring in for his army corn and stores from 
any direction at less risk; and also that he might 
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encrcitii i suppnrUrc posset, sirmtlj uU pabulfttione

thirdly that he might diminish the moral in¬ 
fluence on which Pom pci us seemed chiefly to rely 
among foreign nations, when the report should 
have spread throughout the world iliat he was lwing 
beleagLitred hy Caesar and did not dare to fig! it a 
pitched battle. 

Pumpeius was unwilling to go far from the 
and Dyrmchlum because he hod placed there his 
whole w or material, pikes, armour, catapults, and 
was bringing up, by aea, corn for his army, nor could 
lit put ei stop to Caesar's works except by chousing 
to fight a pitched battle, which lie had decided hliuuld 
not be done at that time. The only remaning course 
was to adopt a desperate inetluwl of warfare by 
occupying as many hills as possible, by holding with 
garrisons the widest extent of bind |iossiblcj and by 
keeping Caesar’s forces as fur extended ns he could ; 
and this was done. By making twenty-four redoubts 
he embraced a circuit of fifteen miles, and 
within this be foraged; and Ln this district there 
were a number of hind-sown crop* with which lie 
cou Id meai i whi I e feed his aniintk And j ust as nu r 
pirn by a continuous line of forti final ions took 
measures to prevent the Ponijieiims From breaking 
out anywhere and attacking us in the rear, so the 
enemy made an unbroken lint of defence in the 
Interior of the space sei that our men should not be 
able to enttr anv jsart of it and surround them from 
the rear, The?, however, outstripped ns in the work* 
being superior lit numbers and having a shorter

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interior circuit to complete. Whenever Caesar had to 
occupy any spot* a]though Pcmqxrius had decided not 
to try to prevent it with his whole aimed force and 
fight a pitched huttlc p yet he kept sending op, in 
toitable positions, archers and slingers* of whom he 
had a gmt n Kim her* and many of our men were 
wounded* A great dread of the arrows fell on them, 
and to avoid the missiles nearly all tlie soldier* had 
made themselves jerkins or other protections out of 
felt* quilt, or hide. 

hi occupying positions each strove with the utmost 
energy i Caesar to confine I'umpcius within the 
narrowest limits, Pompcius to occupy as muiv hills 
as he could in the widest po.ssiblc circuit; and for 
this reason frequent skirmisher took place. In one 
of these* when Caesar's Ninth Legion had occupied a 
certain post and had begun to fortify it, Pom pc ins 
occupied a hill near and Opposite to it and began to 
hinder our men in their work ; acid since on one side 
Caesar's jmsitiem admitted of an almost level approach* 
he first of nil threw round a force of archers andslingers p 
and then, sending up a great multitude of light-armed 
men and putting forward his engines* he began In 
hinder the works; nor was it easy for our men at one 
and the satire time to stand on the defensive and to 
fortify. Caesar, uii scei ng 11 lal hi every di rectiur 1 1 ns 
men were being wounded* ordered theta to retire 
and ta quit the position. The way of retreat lay 
down » slope. The enemy* however* pressed on all 
the more keenly* and did not allow our men to retire* 
because they appeared to be abandoning the position 
Under the influence of fear. I t was at this time that 
Fumpeius ia said to have mafic the boastful remark 
to his friends that he did not object to be considered 
a worthless! cotumuiider If Caesar's legions should

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succeed in retiring, without the most serious loss, 
from the place to which they had rashly Advanced r 
Caesar, fearing for the retreat of his men, ordered 
hurdles to be earned to the furthest ijomtof the hill 1 
and to beset up fronting the foe to h&r their way, and 
within these a ditch of moderate width to be drawn 
athwart their path* the men being under cover, and 
the place to he made as difficult as posable m every 
direction. He himself drew up his dingers in suit¬ 
able places to serve as a protection to our men 
in their retreat. When these arrangements were 
finished he ordered the legion to lie withdrawn* 
The Pompeians then began with nil the more in¬ 
solence and a ml deity to press and close in on our 
men,and in order to cross the ditches overthrew the 
Imrdies that had been set up as a defence against 
them. And Caesar, on observing this, fearing lest 
his men should appear to have been flung back father 
than withdrawn and a more serious loss should be 
incurred, exhorted his men about midway down the 
slope, by the mouth of Antonios, who was in com¬ 
mand of that legion, and ordered the signal to 
be given with the clarion and the enemy to be 
charged. The men of the Ninth with prompt and 
unanimous resolution hurled theirpikes and. breaking 
in to a run from the lower ground and charging up the 
hill, drove the Pompeians headlong and compelled 
them to turn their backs in flight; the overturned 
hurdles and the nplights planted in thetf way and the 
ditches that had been drawn across proved a great 
hindrance to them in flieir retreat. But our men, 
who considered it sufficient to depart without dis¬ 
aster, when several of the enemy had been killed anil 
five in pH of their own comrades lost, retired with

side of that spot, included in their lines same other 
hills and completed their defensive work*. 

The method of warfare was new and unprece- 
dented, both on account of tlie large number of 
redoubt^, the wide space covered, the great defen¬ 
sive works, and the whole system of blockade, «s 
well as in other respects. For whenever one army 
lias attempted to blockade another. It is when they 
have attacked a discomfited nod weakened foe, over¬ 
come in battle or demoralized by some reverse, and 
have thus hemmed them in, being themselves 
superior in number of horse and foot; while the 
motive of the blockade lias usually been to prevent 
the foe from getting supplies. But mi this occasion 
Caesar with an Inferior number of men was hemming 
in fresh and uninjured forces, the enemy having an 
abundant supply of all necessaries. For every day a 
large number of ships w&s gathering from every 
quarter to bring up stores, nor could any wind blow 
without their having a favourable course from some 
direction. But Caesar himself was in extreme straits, 
all the corn far and wide having hern used up. 
Nevertheless the men bare these hardships with 
exemplary patience. For they bore in mind that 
they had endured these same hardships the year 
before in Spin and by their toil and patience had 
concluded a very serious war. They remembered 
that at Ales!a they had endured great privation, still 
greater at Avaricum^ and had come olf victors over 
ve ry itn [Martant nations. W hen barley was offered thcm 
they did not refuse it, or vegetables ; whereas meat, 
of which there was a very large supply from Epirus* 
they held in high favour.

mixed with milk., greatly assuaged their need. They 
made this up Entu something resembling bread* Mid 
there was a large supply of it. When the Pompeians 
in conversation taunted our men with hunger they 
used to throw at them loaves made of this* to reduce 
their expectations. 

Now the com was already loginning to ripen, and 
the mere hope served to lighten the pinch, because 
they were confident that they would booh have 
abundance; and remarks were frequently heard from 
the men in their talks while on sentry duty that they 
would feed on bark from the trees before they would 
let Fompcius slip from their hands. Moreover* they 
were glad to learn from deserters that though the 
cavalry horses of the enemy were being kept alive, 
the rest of their animals had perished, and that the 
men themselves were experiencing bad health* both 
by reason of the cramped space and the foul stench 
from the multitude of corpses and their daily toils, 
as they were unaccustomed to work* and were also 
troubled by an extreme scarcity of water. For all 
the streams and nil the rivulets which ran to the sea 
Caesar had cither diverted or blocked by great works; 
and as the district was hilly and rugged lie had 
dammed the narrow defies by sinking piles into the 
ground and heaping up the earth* so as to keep in 
the water, So the foe were necessarily compelled 
to keep to the low and marshy ground and to dig 
wdh* and this labour was an addition to their daily 
work. These springs* however* were at a considerable 
distance from some of the forts anil quickly dried up 
in the hot weather. On the other baud, Caesar's 
army enjoyed excellent health and nil abundant 
supply of water* and abounded with every kind of

provision except grain, and for this- they saw a 
better season daily approaching and a greater hope 
set before them through the ripening of the com. 

In a novel kind of warfare novel met heals of 
waging it were Invented by each side. When the 
enemy had observed from the fires that our cohorts 
were lying out at night by the earthworks* silently 
Advancing m a body they used to discharge arrows 
within the crowded mass And then hastily retire to 
t heir ct>ii Lradcs. Onr m en, tu ugh t by e xperi ence, dis¬ 
covered the following remedies for these emergencies* 
to light fires in one place * . . 

Meanwhile P. Sulla* whom Caesar at his departure 
had put in charge of his cump H being informed of this 
came to the support of the cohort with two legions; 
and by hi* arrival the Pompeians were easily re- 
pulled. In fact* they could nut endure the sight or 
the onset of our men, and w r hen the first of them 
hail beeti overthrown the rest turned to flight and 
abandoned the position. But when mir men folio wed , 
Sulla recalled them lest they should go too far in 
pursuit. Many people* however* think that if he had 
chosen to pursue more vigorously t he war might have 
Ijcen finished that day. But his policy does nut seem 
deserving of censure. For the duties of a legate and 
of« commander are different : the one ought to do 
everything under direction, the other should take 
measures freely in the general interest. Sulla, 
having been left by Caesar in charge of the camp* 
was contented with the liberation of his men, and 
did not choose to fight a pitched battle, a course 
which in any ease admitted pu.isiUly of sortie reverse,

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in order that he might not he thought to have taken 
on himself the duties of a commander. As to the 
Fotupeiansp. their situation caused them great diffi¬ 
culty in retreating; for, having advanced from un¬ 
favourable ground, they had halted on the topi if 
they were to withdraw Ly the slope they feared the 
pursuit of our men from the higher ground, tior was 
there much time left before sunset, since in the hope 
of finishing tin? business they had prolonged the 
action almost till night tail So Pamperos, of n*m- 
sity and adapting his plans to the emergency, occu¬ 
pied d certain hill which was so far removed from 
our fort that a discharged from a catapult 

could not reach it In this place lie sat down and 
entrenched it, and kept all his forces cop lined 
there. 

At Use same time there wa$ fighting in two other 
places besides, for Pompcius hud made attempts on 
several redoubts with the object of keeping our 
force equally scattered, so that succour might not 
be brought from the nearest gardens. In one place 
Yolcattus Tullus sustained with three cohorts the 
attack of a legion anil drove it from Its position; in 
the other the Germans went out of our lines, and 
after killing a number of men retired in safety to 
their comrades. 

Thus six battles having taken place in one day, 
three at Dy rraclii urn and three at the outworks, w hen 
account taken of them all w-e found that about 
two thousand in number of the Pump* taxis had 
fallen, and very many reservists and centurions— 
among them was Valerius I 1 luccus, son of the Lucius 
who had governed Ainu as praetor—and that six 
military standards had been brought in. Of utir men 
not more than twenty were lost in idi the battles.

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Hut in the redoubt there was not a single one of 
the men who was not wounded, and four centurions 
oeiL of one cohort lost their ejes. Wishing to pro¬ 
duce n proof of their labour and peril, they counted 
out to Caesar about thLrty thousand arrows which 
had been discharged at the redoubt, and when 
the shield of the centurion Scarpa was brought 
to him one hundred and twenty holes were found 
in it. For his services to himself and to the re- 
public Caesar, having presented him with two 
hundred thousand sesterces and edogissed him, am 
noimced that he transferred him from Lhe eighth 
cohort to the post of first centurion of the first 
cohort, for ft was certain that tike redoubt had been 
to n great extent preserved by his aid, and he after¬ 
ward* presented the cohort in amplest measure 
with double pay, grain, clothing, bounties, and 
military gifts. 

I'ompcras-! having added strung defences by night, 
erected towers on the following days, and having 
tarried Ids works to a height of fifteen feet, pro¬ 
tected tlmt part of lih camp with mantlets; and 
after a lapse of five days, chancing on a second 
dark night, he blocked all the gates of the camp, 
setting obstacles t« hinder Lhe foe, and at the 
beginning of the third watch led his army out 
in silence and betook himself to his old entrench¬ 
ments. 

On every day to succession Caesar led out his 
army to level ground in buttle army so ns to bring 
his legions almost close up tu the rtiUpof i\uii| terns, 
in ease he should choose to fight a pitched battle; 
and his front rank was only so fur from the rampart 
that n weapon could not he ca*t at it from & catapult. 
Fouipeius, however, in order to maintain his credit 
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nt tinuim opinionernquc bom iisum tcnerct, sic pro

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and reputation, arranged his army in front of his 
comp, but in such a way that his third line rested 
on the mmport, white the whole army when drawn 
up could be protected by javelins thrown from the 
rampart. 

Actol in, Acamaniajaml the AmphiWhi having been 
recovered tlirouglt Cassius Longinus and Calvisius 
Sabinus, as we have shown, Cfitsir thought that ho 
ought to make on attempt on Aehaea and advance a 
little further. And so lie sent Q. Gakaiu thither, 
aHH-nejatinp with him Sabi tuns and C’^itis with some 
cohorts. On their arrival becoming known, Unliliu? 
Lupus, who, on commission from Pompcius, was in 
charge of Achac^ determined to block approach to 
the Isthmus so as to prevent Kudus from entering 
Arisen. Cnlenus recovered Delphi, Thebes, and 
Ore h omen us with the goodwill of the communities 
themselves, and took some towns by storm* I he 
rest of the communities he endeavoured to win over 
to friendship with Caesar by sending round embassies. 
Such were mainly the occupations in which lufius 
was engaged. 

While this was going on hi Admen and at Dyrra- 
chinm f and when it was known that Scipio liad come 
into M need ooiaj Caesar,mindful of his long-e$bibl idled 
cu-'toni, sends t« him their common friend A, t lodius, 
who had been originally brought to his notice by an 
introduction from Sri pi o anil whom he had twcii in 
the habit of regarding as one of his intimates To 
him he gives a letter and instructions to carry to 
Scipb, of which this was the purport i that, having 
made every eflbrt on behalf of peace, he thought that 
the fact that nothing had been done was the fault of 
those whom lie had wished to be the prime movers 
in the matter. Itemise they feared to carry his

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instructions to Pompelus at an inopportune time. 
Sdipb was a man of *ucb authority that he could not 
only express with freedom what his judgment ap¬ 
proved, but could also to a large extent compel and 
control one who was going astray; moreover he com¬ 
manded an army in his own name, so that in addition 
to authority he also possessed strength to coerce. 
If lie should do this everyone would put down to his 
sole credit the tranquillity of It sly, the peace of the 
provinces,, the safety of the empire, CloJius carries 
these instructions to him, and though on the first few 
days he apparently met with a ready hearing, on sub¬ 
sequent days he is not admitted to a conference, be¬ 
cause Scipfo had lieen censured lay Favonius, as we 
found out after wards when the war was over ; and so lid 
returned to Caesar without having effected anything. 
To keep the Pompeian cavalry immensely in cheek 
at Dyrmchium and to prevent them from foraging, 
Caesar fortified with large works the tu r o approaches, 
which, as w c have shown, w ere narrow, and planted 
forts at these spots. When Pompelus found uut 
that no advantage was gained by the cavalry, after 
a few- days' interval he fetches them back again by 
sea to his own quarters within the entrenchments. 
There was a great scarcity of provisions, so much 
so that they fed their horses on leaves stripped from 
the trees and on the soft powdered root!of reeds, fur 
they had used up the crops that had been sown 
within the entrenchments. They were gradually 
forced to bring up fodder from Corey m and Acaruania, 
vith a long sea passage intervening, ahd as the supply 
of this was deficient, to supplement it with barley 
and by these devices to keep [heir horses alive. But 
when not only the barley and other fodder and the 
herbs that had been everywhere cut down began to 
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Arhoribim deficient, corrupt La equia marie conaudqm 
silii a liquid Pom]ieiijs dc eruptione existinuvit,

being rendered useless by emaciation, Pompeiuj 
tin Might that he ought to attempt something in the 
way of a sortie. 

There were with Caesar^ among his horse men, two 
Altuhrugfnn brothers, Uaucillus and Egus, sons of 
Adbucillua, who had held the elite(Vaniship in the 
state for many years , men of singular valour, whose 
very able and valiant co-operation Caesar had enjoyed 
in all bis Gallic wars. He had bestowed on them for 
these reasons oClic-es of great dignity in their own 
homes, had arranged that they should he chosen on 
the senate nut of due course, hud assigned to them 
lands in Gaul taken from the enemy and large prizes 
of money, and had raised them from poverty to wealth. 
These men, on aeemmt of their worth, were not only 
held in honour hy Caesar, but were also regarded 
with affection in the army; hut, retying on Giemf a 
friendship and puffed up with stupid and barbarous 
arrogance* they begin?! to despise their countrymen 
and fraudulently to appropriate the pay of the 
cavalry and to divert the whole of the plunder to their 
i iwn 1 a>mes. Deeply stirred by tliis conduct, lhe men 
approached Caesar in a body and openly complained 
of iheir wrong-doings, and added to their other com¬ 
plaints that they were in the habit of sending in a 
false return of the number of the cavalry in order that 
they might appropriate their pay* 

Caesar, thinking that this was not the time for 
punishment and overlooking much in consideration 
of their valour, postpone eJ the whole matter, but 
privately he took the offenders to task for having 
made profit out of the cavalry anil urged them to 
expect everything from his friendship* and to judge 
from his jlast good offices what they had still to hope 
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sperarenl. tmnco hace res illis ofTensioncni

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for. The occurrence, however* brought on them 
greriL obloquy run I contempt in til c sight of all, and 
they uideralood Lhat Hi is was so not merely from 
the reproaches of others but also from ttie judjpnent 
of their intonates and from their own conscience. 
InHueneed by this sense of shame ainl thinking, 
perhaps, thnl they were being reserved for punish- 
ment on u future occasion rather than kt off free, 
they determined to quit us and hazard a new fortune 
and make trial of new friendships. Ami haling con¬ 
ferred with a few of their clients, to w hom they ven¬ 
tured to submit such an enterprise, they first attempted 
to kill G „ Voksemis, the prefect of horse, as was *scer- 
uincd afterwards when the war was over, that they 
might be seen to have deserted to Pompeius with 
some service to show. But when this seemed rather 
difficult and no opportunity of carrying it out was 
afforded, they borrowed as large sums as possible, 
just as if it w r as their intention to satisfy their com¬ 
rades and restore their deft*[cations, and having 
bought Lip a number of horses, they crossed over 
to Pouipeius with those whom they had made the 
participators of tlieir plans. 

Anti as they were born in n respectable position 
nnd were bountifully supplied, and had eomc with a 
great retinue and many animals, and were regarded 
as brave men and bad been held in honour by Caesar, 
and as the occurrence was novel and nut of the 
ordinary coursr T he conducted them round all ]us 
garrisons for purposes of display, For before that 
time no one^ either of font or horse, had changed 
sides from Caesar to Pompeius, though men were 
deserting almost every day from Pompeius to Caesar, 
and the troops levied in Epirus and Aetoha and trom 
all the regions which were in Caesar’s occupation 
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qua* a Cncsare tenekantar* tied hi cognitis omnibus

Rut these men 
lijiving an acquaintance with everything, whether 
there was any lack of completeness in the lines of 
investment, or whether anything was thought luck¬ 
ing by men of considerable experience in warfare, and 
alter observation of the times of occurrences and the 
distance between localities, and the varying watch- 
fulness at the outposts, accord mg la the diversities 
of natural temperament or aeal on I he part of the 
several officers in charge uf nifties all these things 
they reported to Pompeius. 

f laving usee t tail ted, these facts and having already 
phuincd a sortie, as we have shown, he orders his 
men to make protective coverings of osier for their 
helmets and to collect material for earthworks. 
When these were provided he embarks by night a 
large number of light-armed men and archers with 
all the material on board row-beat* and merchant- 
vessels, and about mid night lie leads si sty cohorts 
drawn from his largest camp and outpo&ts to that 
part of the entrenchments which extended to the 
sea and was the furthest removed From Caesar's 
largest camp. To the same place he sends bis ships, 
which, ns we explained, had on board the material ami 
the light-armed troops, and tile warships which lie 
had at DyrnichUnn, and issues orders stating what 
lit; wishes each man to do> At these entrench men ts 
Gieszir hud hi* quaestor t-cntulus Marcell inns posted 
with the Ninth Legion, and as he wan in unsatisfac¬ 
tory health, he hud sent up Fulvius Postuimis to 
assist hiun- 

Thcre was in that place a ditch fifteen fort wide 
and a mmjfcart ten feet high facing the enemy, and 
the earthwork of Lids rampart waa also ten feet in 
breadth. And at phi Interval of six hundred feet

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from this there was a second vtockadc facing in the 
other direction, with a rampart of rather lower ele¬ 
vation, For on the preceding days C*esar, fearing 
lest our men slioutd be hemmed in by the Meet, had 
constructed a double atookadc in this spot, so that in 
case of an attack on both sides it might be possible 
to hold ouL Rut the magnitude of the works and 
the continuous toil of every dnj, since ho hud taken 
in entrenchments of seventeen miles circuit, did not 
allow opportunity of completion. And so he had 
not vet completed the cno-ss stockade Timing the sea 
to join these two lines. This fact wa* known to 
Pompeius, w ho had been informed of it by the Allo- 
brughin deserters, and it bud caused our men great 
inconvenience. For two cohorts of the Ninth Legion 
being on sentry duty by the sea, the Fampdans 
suddenly approached" at early dawn; at the same 
time soldiers conveyed round cm shipboard began 
to hurl javelins at the chi ter stockade/ Lhe ditches 
uvere being filled up with earth, the Poujpehm 
legionaries, having brought up ladders, were terrify¬ 
ing the defenders of the inner line with engines 
of every kind and mis-ssles, and a great multi¬ 
tude of arch era were being thrown around them 
on every aide. But the osier coverings placed 
mi their helmets protected them to a great eitcnt 
from the blows o fa tones, which were the only weapon 
our men had, A nd so when on r men w ere I rclllf haril 
pressed in every way and with difficulty holding their 
ground, the defect, mentioned abatri^ of the Line of 
entrenchment became observable, and between the 
two stockades, where the work was not yet finished, 
the Pompeians, disembarking! took our men in the

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Tear on both sides and, dislodging them front cmIi 
line, compelled them to take to flight. 

On the announcement of this sudden attack Mur¬ 
rell irm 5 semis up some cohorts from the camp to the 
sup|»rt of our suffering troops. And these* teeing 
them fleeing, could not strengthen them hy their 
corning and themselves failed to sustain the onset 
of the enemy* And so every Additional reinforce- 
me lit that was sent up was demoralized bv the 
fright of the fugitives and increased the terror and 
the peril ; for retreat was hindered by the multitude 
of men. An eagle-bearer who had !>ccn seriously 
wounded in this battle and whose strength was now 
failing, -seeing our horsemen, exclaimed: ri This 
eagle in my life 1 defended with great care for 
many years, and now, dying, I restore U to Caesar 
with the fi&oic loyalty. Do not, I beseech# suffer n 
military disgrace to take place, which has never 
happened before in Caesar's army, and convey it to 
him in safety/ 1 By this chance the eagle wjih pre¬ 
served, though all the centurions of the first cohort 
were slain except the senior cent uric™ of the second 
maniple. 

Already the Pomjtdans, after great slaughter ot 
our men, were approaching the camp of Marcel Sinus, 
cruising no slight terror ill the rest of the cohorts# 
when M. Antonins, who held the nearest position 
among the outposts, after receiving the news was 
seen naming down with twelve cohorts from the 
higher ground. His arrival checked the Pompeians 
and encouraged dllt men, so that they recovered 
themselves from their extreme fear* And not long 
after Caesar, signalling by smoke from one redoubt 
to another, according in his previous custom, brought 
down some cohorts from the garrisons and came to

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the same place. And having learnt of the Toss sus¬ 
tained, on observing that Puoipeins had gone out of 
ins lines and was entrenching a camp near the sea so 
b.% to be able to get fodder freely and to have none 
the less a way of approach for his ships, he changed 
his tactics, since he had failed to gain his purpose, and 
ordered Ills men to entrench acainpcioseto Pompetus, 
When this entrenchment was finished it was 
noticed by Caesar's scouts that certain cohorts, 
enough to seem equivalent to a legion* were behind 
the wood 1 mid were being led to the obi camp. The 
|action of the camp was this : on the preceding 
days Caesars Ninth Legion, alter it Is ail confronted 
the Pompeian, forces and was Investing them (as 
we have shown) with earth works* encamped lit that 
sfioL Titis camp bordered on a wood anil was 
not more than three hundred paces from the sea, 
Afterwards changing his plans fur certain reason^ 
Caesar transferred his camp a little beyond that 
spot, and niter a few days' interval Punipeius had 
occupied the same camp, and as he was likely to 
have several legions m that place he I tad abandoned 
the inner ram part and had added a larger en¬ 
trenchment. So the smaller camp included In a 
larger one took the place of a redoubt and citadel* 
Alsu from the left comer of hb camp he had drawn 
a Jine of entrenchments to the river, about lour 
hundred pices long, in order that bis men might 
get water with mure freedom from risk. Hut he, 
too, changing Ins plan fur certain reasons which it 
is nut necessary to mention, had quitted that place 
So for many days the camp had remained empty j as 
for the earthworks, they were all intact.

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The scouts reported to Caesar that the standards 
of the legion lliid been borne thither. Iliey assured 
him that the same thing had been seen from some 
of the higher redoubts. This place* was atioiit five 
hundred paces from the new camp* of PompcEus. 
Giesar, hoping to he able to crush this legion and 
anxious to repair the lea of that day, left two 
cohorts at the work to give an appearance of 
fortifying. Himself taking a divergent mute in the 
utmost secrecy, he led out in double line towards 
Piunpeius" legion and the smaller camp 5 the remain¬ 
ing cohorts.numbering thirty-three.*among which wa$ 
the Ninth Legion, which had suffered the lossnl many 
centurions and a diminution of tlic rank and hie. 
Nor did his original idea fail him. tor he arrived 
before Fompeius could he nware of it? and though 
the defences of the camp were large, yet by attack* 
big quickly witli the left wing, where he hitn^elf 
was* he drove the Pompeians from the rampart. 
Hearns studded with spikes barred tEic gates. Mere 
there was fighting for a while, our mtri attempting 
to break m 3 the others defending their camp, litus 
Pu|Lo p by whose aid we have said that the army 
of G Antonins was betrayed, leading the fighting 
with the utmost bravery at tliafc spot. Nevertheless 
our men won by lheir endurance, and cutting down 
the beams burst first into the larger camp, then also 
into the fort which was included within the larger 
c^mp p whither the legion when routed had retired 
for shelter. There they stew a few men who con¬ 
tinued the struggle*

of Caesnris right win" in their Ignorance of the 
locality followed op the entrenchment which, jus 
wc have explained above* extended from the tamp 
tn the river, looking for the gate, and supposing that 
there lines were n part of the camp. Anri when 
they observed that they only served to connect the 
esunp with the river they threw down the defences, 
no mte opposing them, and crossed over, and our 
whole euvidrv followed the cohorts. 

Meanwhile* a fairly long interval of time had 
elapsed, ami the news having reached Pampcim, 
he withdrew five legions from their work and led 
them to the relief of liis men; and at the same 
time liis cavalry appraidied our horsemen, a nd his 
serried tank*; came into the view of our men who 
had occupied the camp. At once every thing wm 
changed. The Pompeian legion, encouraged by the 
hope of speedy succour, attempted resistance by the 
decuman gate, and taking the aggressive began to 
attack our men. Caesar's cavalry, fearing for its 
retreat t ns it was mounting by si narrow track over 
the earthwork^ began to flee. The right wing, cut 
off from the left, observing the panic among the 
cavalry* to avoid Wing overwhelmed within the de¬ 
fences began to withdraw by the |>art of the mm part 
which it had levelled ; antf many of these men, fear¬ 
ing that they might get involved in the cramped 
sjjjicc, flung themselves from the ten-font rampart 
into the fosses, and when the first were crushed 
the rest tried to attn in safe!y and & way of escape cv er 
their bodies.

off in the narrow space, as they had the enemy both 
ms i dr a he I oubidc the camp, took cu onset for them¬ 
selves, retreating by the way by which they had 
come ; and every place was lull of disorder, panic, 
and flighty so much so Mint when Caesar grasped the 
standards of the fugitives and bade them halt, some 
wit I tout slackening speed fled at full gallop, others in 
their fear even lei go their colours, nor did a single 
one of them halt* 

The on I v relief that came to mitigate these great 
disasters, preventing the destruction of the whole 
army, was the fact that Pompeius, fearing* E suppose, 
an ambuscade, since these events had happened con¬ 
trary to his expectation, for a little while before he 
had' seen Is is men fleeing from the camp* did not 
venture for a long time to approach the lines, and 
his horsemen were hindered in their pursuit by 
the narrowness of the passages, especially they 
were occupied bv Caesar s troops So have small 
events often turned the scale of fortune fur £ood or 
evil. For the lines w hich were drawn from the camp 
to the river interrupted the victory at Caesar, which 
when once Pompeins" camp hud been stormed was all 
but assured, and the same circumstance hy checking 
the speed I]f the pumuei* brought safety to our men. 
In these two battle* in one day Caesar lost nine 
hundred jind sixty men and *ome well-known Roman 
knights—Tuticallus the Gaul, soei of a senator, 
0. Flegiiias uf Placentia, A. Grimms of Puteuli, 
M. Sacrativir of Co pom—Mid thirty-two military 
tribunes and centurions; but the majority of these 
were overwhelmed ot the ditches and lines of invest¬ 
ment and river-banks in the panic and flight of 
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ullo vulnerc friteriit; signaque sunt niiliUria amissa

and thirty-two military standards were lost. In this 
battle Puiupeius received the appellation of Jnipe- 
rator. To tliis. title hu adhered mid afterwards 
allowed himself to be saluted as such, but he was 
never wont to use the ascription in his dispatches, 
nor did he display the insignia of the laurel on his 
fasces. Hut Lnbienns, having induced Pompeius to 
order the captures to he handed over to him,brought 
them all out, apparently for the sake of display, to 
increase his own credit ns a motor, and,styling them 
(! comrades" and asking them with much insolence 
of language whether veterans were in the habit of 
running away, killed them in the sight of all. 

By these successes the Pompeians gained so much 
confidence and spirit that instead ol forming a plan 
of campaign they regarded themselves as having 
already conquered* They did not reflect that the 
came of their success hnd been the small number 
of uur troops, the unfavourable conditions of the site 
and the narrow space, when they hud forestalled us 
in the occupation of the camp; the twoiold panic, 
within and without the fortifications; the severance 
of tlie armv into two |iarts, one being unable to bear 
aid to the other. They did not consider further 
that they had not fought in « sharp encounter or in 
a pitched battle, and that our men had brought a 
greater hiss upon themselves by their numbers and 
tlm confined space than they had suffered from the 
enemy. Finally, they did rot recollect the common 
chance* of warfare, how often trifling causes, origi¬ 
nating in a false suspicion, a sudden alarm, or a 
religious scruplci have entailed great disasters, 
whensoever a mistake lias been made in an army 
through the incapacity of * general or the fault of* 
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cxcrd&u cssct ofFensLitii ; sed* prohnle ae st virile

Ca £sAt t driven from his former plans, came to the 
conclusion that he must alter his whole method of 
cani|iaign. And so simultaneously withdrawing all 
his garrisons, abandon mg the siege, and gathering all 
his army together, he delivered an harangue tafore 
his troojHi and exhorted them not to tuke to heart 
what had happened nor to he terrified by these 
events end set one reverse, and that a slight one, 
against many successful batiks. They should be 
grateful to fortune that they had captured Italy 
without a disaster of some kind ; that they had pack 
fied the tw o Spains, the home of moit warlike races, 
with generals of the utmost skill and experience; 
that they had brought under their own control the 
neighbouring corn-supplying provinces; fin ally , they 
should remember with what good fortune they had 
all been transported in safety through lhe midst of 
the enemy's fleets when not only the harlioucs hut 
even the shores were crowded with their foes + If 
everything did not fall out favourably, they must 
assist fortune by their own energy. The loss that 
had been sustained should be attributed to the fault 
of anyone rather than himself. He had given them 
a favourable situation for fighting, he had gained 
possession of the enemy's camp, he had expelled 
and overcome them in fight, But whether it was 
their own nervousness or some blunder, or even a 
chance of fortune that bad interrupted a victory 
already won and within their hands, they must all 
exert themselves to repair by their valour the 
damage thev had sustained. If this were dune, Lise

After delivering this harangue he publicly dis¬ 
armed) us Ld degraded some sUndanl bearers, i lie 
army, as a whole, was seized w ith such remorse as a 
result of the disaster and such eagenies-a to repair 
the discredit, that no one waited for the command* 
of tribune or centurion, and each man imposed even 
heavier tasks on himself by way of penalt/j and M 
were nbke inflamed by an eager desire tor fighting, 
while some even of higher milk, moved by reflection, 
thought that they ought to remain on the spot anil 
entrust the issue to a pitched battle. On the other 
hauil.Gi^r had nut sufficient confidence in his panic- 
stricken troops and thought that an interval should 
be allowed lo restore the it spirits ;and if he ibamloned 
his lines he was in great fear fur his eurn supply. 

And so, with only such delay as attention to the 
$ick and wounded required, he quietly sent on all his 
baggage-train from the camp at nightfall to .Aphonia 
and forbade St to stop for rest till the journey was 
finished, and one legion was sent to protect It- 
Having arranged these matters, he kept bach two 
legions in camp and led uut the rest at the fourth 
watch bv Several gates and sent them Oil by the s^mt 
route; mid after a short Interval he ordered the 
signal to be given In order that the military custom 
might be observed and that his departure might be 
know n as late as possible; and at once marching out 
and following the rearguard, lie quickly departed 
out of sight of the camp Nor, on the other hand, 
did Fompeiu*, when he learnt of bis design, allow 
any delay in pursuit, but with the same object in

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view,hoping to overtake the foe in tlie confusion and 
alarm of« difficult march,led his army from the eanip 
and sent forward his horse to delay the rearguard, 
hut weis ii ruble to overtake them, bemuse Caesar, 
being in light marching order, bad gore far ahead. 
But when they reached the River Genuine, with its 
difficult banks' the cavalry following up engaged and 
hindered the rearguard. Giesar opjioscd his own 
horsemen to them, mining with them four hundred 
light-armed front-rank men, who gained such success 
that, engaging in a cavalry skirmish, they repelled 
them all, skying many, and withdrew unhurt to the 
main body. 

Having completed his full march for that day, 
and having taken his army across the River 
Genus us, Cuestr established himself in his old 
f.m n over against Asparagium and kept all liis 
men within the rampart of the camp, and ordered 
hi$ cavalry, which hnd been scut out under the 
pretence of foraging, to return to camp at once by 
the decuman gate- In the same way IVmpdus, 
having finished Ins days march, sat down in his old 
cainp el t Asparagiuro. Of his- soldiers, who were 
free from work owing to the fortifications being 
intact, some were going to a distance for the pur- 
pose of getting wood and fodder, others, who had 
left bellind a great purl of their l»gg*pe-ti»in and 
accoutrements, when they suddenly formed the 
design of setting out, being induced by the pro¬ 
pinquity of their last camp to fetch them back, had 
deposited their arms in their quarters and were 
leaving the ramparts. As they were thus hindered 
from pursuing, Caesar, having foreseen that this would 
happen, gave the signal for departure and »lmutn« n 
led out his army, and doing a double march this

On the ne xf dny Caesar, having in the same way 
sent on his b»gg*ge-trein at n igh L fal I,himself marched 
„ut at the fouriii watch, so that if any necessity for 
fighting should be laid on him he might meet the 
sudden emergency with a lightly equipped furcc. 
He did the same thing on the following days. By 
which means it, resulted that, notwithstanding the 
verv deep streams and the extremely difficult routes, 
he sustained no damage, her Pompeius, after the 
delay caused on the first day and the toil under, 
taken to no purine on the subsequent aays t prc&sitig 
forward n* he did by forced marcl.es in liis eagerness 
to overtake the troops in front of him, ended his 
pursuit on the fourth day and conclude 1 that he 
must adopt a different plan. 

It was necessary for Caesar to go to ApoHorns lor 
the purpose of depositing Ins wounded, paying his 
:,rmv, encouraging Im allies, and leaving garrisons 
for the tow ns. But to these measures he assigned 
only so much time as the hurry of his movements 
allowed. Fearing for Domitius, lest he should he 
taken unaw ares by the arrival of Pom perns, Caesar 
hastened to him with all speed ami urgent en¬ 
deavour, Now he was evolving his general plan 
or campaign with various contingencies m view: i 
Pompeius should hurry to the sum pl«e he would 
compel him, when drawn «wav from the »ea *nd 
separated from tlie stores tbit he had gathered at 
Dvr™drnim, to fight with inn, under ^ con¬ 
ditions of warfare; if he should cross into Italy he 
would join hi* army with that of DoiihUus and set

And so Caesar 
sent on messengers and wTotc to Cm, Domitius es~ 
plaining what he wanted done ; and leaving a garrl son 
of four cohorts at Apollonia, one at Lss^us* and three at 
Qrknm, and deporting at various places those who 
wtre suffering from wounds, he began liis march 
through Epirus and AthnniaiiJa, Pompeius nho i 
forming a conjecture as to Caesars plans, thought 
it his duty to hasten to ScipiOj so that tt Caesar was 
marching thither lie should go In the aid of Sciplo, 
but if Caesar did not choose h> leave the coital and 
the district of Oricum, wailing for his legions and 
cavalry from Italyj he should himself attack Demi Lius 
in full force. 

Eor these reasons each of them aimed at celerity 
of movement, both to succour his own allies, and not 
to niks the opportunity lhat any moment might afford 
oferushing his adversaries. But Apillonia had turned 
Caesar aside from the direct route } and Pompdoa was 
marching In light equipment through Candavia into 
h! ucr dot i in. An nth er u nforcseen d i Ffkulty also a rose in 
the fact that Domitius, whose camp had been pitched 
over against tlmt of Scipio for several days, hud moved 
aw ay from him for foraging purposes and had marched 
to Heraelia, which lies close under Dmdavia, so that 
fortune itself seemed to expose him to the aiiuck of 
Pompetus. Of this, however, Caesar was till then 
ignorant. At the same lime, letters having been scot 
by Pompous through all the provinces and communi¬ 
ties after the battle at Dvrraehium, couched in a more 
exaggerated and inflated style than the facts war- 
ranted, a report had spread abroad that Caesar had

But the 
Aitobroges, friends of Itm.cillns and F.gus, who, as 
ice have explained, had deserted to Pompe.ua, having 
seen on the route some scouts of lhiiiiitius, either bj 
reason of their old intimacy because they had waged 
war together in Gaul, or in the elation of^lary, 
set before them everything that had happened, and 
told them of the departure of Caesar and the arrival 
of Foilipetui Pmnitius, who was scarcely four hours 
ahead, receiving this inform utmn from them, 
his peril thanks to the foe, and met Caesar on his 
Wll y lo Aegtniuui, a town which lies over against 

With' his army thus united Caesar arrived .it 
Gomphi, the first town in Thessaly as one ,°T” 
from Epirus; a few months before, the people had 
voluntarily Sent envoys to Caesar bidIdinghim usl 
all their resources, and had asked hhofora g* 
rison of troop! But the rumour winch «e have 
mentioned above about the battle at Gyrmcluum 
wl.ich it had considerably exaggerated, had alreadj 
nutstriuned him. And so Andnstl.enes, governor of 
Thes J J, preferring to share the victory of *°<*peius 
rather than he associated w ith Caesar in adversit), 
camiiels the whole multitude of slaves and Matin 
to come from the fields to the town, shuts the 
gates, and sends messengers to jk-ipfe MjPojF"B

a long siege. Scipio*. having learnt of the departure 
of the armies from Dyrrachium, had brought Ins 
legions to Larisa, Fumj^eius was not yet near 
Thessaly* Caesar* having made nn entrenched camp, 
ordered ladders and mantlets for a hasty siege to be 
made and hurdles to be gut ready. When thtse 
measures had been taken he exhorted his troops 
and explained to them how useful it would be for 
the purpose of alleviating the genernl scarcity to 
get possession of a well-filled and opulent town, and 
at the same time to strike terror into the recnainiug 
comm uni ties bv the example of this town, and that 
this should he done quickly before reinforcements 
could come together. And so, experiencing the 
utmost zeal on the part of his troops, he began to 
besiege the town, which Imd very high walls, on the 
very day of his arrival after the ninth h-our, and took 
it be storm before sunset, and gave it over to his 
men for plunder. He then immediately moved his 
camp awuv from the town and came to Metropolis 
so quickly as to outstrip all news and rumour of the 
storming of the town* 

The Metropolitans, tii first following the same 
policy, indue need by l lie same rumours as the others, 
closed their gates nnd maimed tficir wall* with 
armed men ; but afterwards 1 earning from captives, 
whom Caesar lind directed to he produced before 
the walls, of the fall of the town of Gomplii, they 
opened their gales. The inhabitant! w ere most care- 
full v preserved from harm, and when the if fortune 
was compared with the fate of the men of Com phi 
there was no state of Thessaly, with the exception 
of the Larisncans, who were held in check by the 
large armies of Si pi o, that did not obey Caesar and

Finding a suitable place in the 
country district where the crops were now nearly ripe, 
he determined there to await the arrival ot ompeius 
rami to transfer thither all his military operations. 

Pompeius reached Thessaly a few days Inter, and, 
haranguing his whole army, thanks his own men 
ami exhorts those of Scipio to consent to share the 
plunder nnd prizes of war when once the victory' is 
won, and after getting all the legions into one camp, 
lie shares his official dignity with Stnp>° and gives 
order* that the bugle should be sounded before him 
and a second pavilion erected for his headquarters- 
R v this accession to the forces of Pompeius and the 
joining of two large armies into one, the old <S>u- 
Jlilencc of the troops is ntofinned and their hope of 
victory increased, that the interval that separated 
them'from buttle seemed merely a postponement ot 
their return to Italy; and whenever ™y 01:1,1,11 °f 
Pompeius showed some degree of *>wnc« 
deliberation, they declared it was only a single day s 
task, but that he was making the most of Ins mijieri» 
command and treating men of consular and 

rank as though they were slaves. 
openly contended Air rewards and priesthoods and 
apportioned the consulship for successive years, wht e 
others clamoured for the houses and property of 
those who were in Caesar's camp; and It ™>“£ 
argued in their discussions whether Luc di us ,, 7“*' 
who had been sent by Pompeius to the 1 nrthim », 
mi E ht be allowed to compete in absence at *■ 
ensuing election of praetors, his friends unplorrag 
IVmpcius to keep his word and fultil the promise he 
made him at Ins denture, that people might not 
think that Hirrus had trusted his authority in vain, 
the rest objecting to one man's getting the advantage

had been shared equally. 

Already Doniilms, Sclpio, and Lentulus Spinthcr, 
in. dally rivalry for the priesthood of Caesar* publicly 
condescended to the gravest insolence of sjieeeh, 
Lent ulus parading the distinction of age* Domithis 
boasting of his urban influence and dignity, Scipio 
expressing confidence in his kinship with Pompeii. 
Aculius Rufus also arraigned L. Afrunius before 
PomjK-ius on a charge of betraying the array, 
which lie said had been dune in Spain. And 
L, Dotnitius said, in a council of war, that it was 
his view that* when the war was over, there should 
be given tu those who belonged to the senatorial 
order and had taken part with themselves in the 
war three tablets apiece fur the purpose of recording 
their vote* and that votes should be given separately 
about those who had remained at Rome and those who 
had been in PumpeW garrisons but had not offered 
their service* in the field: one tablet, they said, 
would l^e for those who should decide that such 
persons should be exempted from all peril, the second 
for those who should condemn them to loss of civil 
status* the third for those who should mulct them in 
a fine. En a word* all were agitating about honours 
for themselves* or about prizes of money* or about 
the prosecution of their private quarrels* nor were 
their reflections concerned with the means hy 
which thev could gain the upper hand, but with 
the way in which they ought to use their victory. 

When he had arranged for his corn supply and 
had encouraged, his soldiers and had allowed a 
sufficient time to elapse after the battles of liyrra- 
chimn to admit of hli feeling assured of the temper 
of his troops* Caesar thought it right to find out what

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purpose of what disposition for fighting Pompehis 
had. And so he led his army out of the camp and 
drew up his lines, first of all in a position favourable 
to himself and some little distance from the camp 
of Pom pc ms, 1 but on subsequent days advancing***)" 
from liis own camp mid pushing his line up to the 
foot of the lulls held by the Pompeians. This action 
made bis army dav by day more confident, But in the 
case of Ids cavalry he retained his previous custom 
w hich we have explained above: since they we re many 
times inferior in number, he gave orders that lightly 

. .. youths from among the first-rank men, 

with arms selected with a view to flceiiiess, should 
go into battle among the cavalry, so that by daily 
practice they might win experience in this kind of 
Editing also. The result of these measures was 
that one thousand horsemen, even in the more open 
ground, ventured, with the experience they had 
gained, to sustain the attack of seven thousand 
Pompeian horse, and were not greatly terrified by 
their numbers. For even on those days he fought 
a successful cavalry skirmish and killed among some 
others one of the two Allobrogian* who, as we 
explained above, had deserted to Pompoms. 

Pompeins, who hart his camp on the hill, kept 
drawing "]> his tine on the lowest spurs of the 
mountain, apparently always waiting to see whether 
Caesar would approach close up to the unfavourable 
ground, Caesar, thinking that Pompo us could by 
no means he enticed out to a battle, judged that his 
most convenient plan of cumjsaign w to wove his 
cutup from that place, and to be always on the 
march, with the vi.-w of getting his supplies wore 
conveniently by moving camp and visiting various

to hard work, by daily marches After making these 
airaugcmerits, when the signal for starting tmd now 
been given and the tents hud been nnstretched, ft 
was noticed that a little while before, contrary to its 
daily custom, Fonpdns* line had advanced somewhat 
further from the rani|iart, so that it seemed possible 
for a battle to be Sought En no disadvantageous 
position. Hum Caesar, addressing his men* when 
Isis force wns just at the gates, said: "We must 
put off our march for the present and think ol 
giving buttle, as we have always demanded. Let 
us be prepared in heart tor a conflict l we dud I not 
easily hereafter find m opportunity/" At once lie 
kadi out his troop* in light order. 

Pompeius, too, as weis found out afterwards, had 
determined, with the general encouragement of his 
men, to fight a pitched battle. For he had gone so 
far ns to assert in the council of war on previous days 
that Caesar's army would be repulsed before the 
lines met When"several had expressed their sur¬ 
prise at this: M know/'said lie, “ that 1 am pro¬ 
mising a thing almost Incredible, but listen to the 
nature of mv plan that you may go forLh to battle 
with n stouter heart. I have induced my cavalry 
—and they have assured me that they will do it—ns 
soon as the two armies have drawn nearer, to attack 
Caesar s right wing on his open flank, and by surround¬ 
ing his column from the rear to drive his army in con¬ 
fused rout before a weapon is east at the foe by us + 
So we shall finish the war without imperilling the 
legions and almost without a wound. And this is not 
difficult,considering that we ure so strong in cavalry/"

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At the same time he urged u|wn them that they 
should be strong in spirit for the coining day, a ml 
since they had now the opportunity for fighting 
which they had often demanded, they should not 
disappoint P either his expectation or that of the 
rest. 

LabienuS followed him. Depreciating Caesar's 
forces and extolling to the utmost the strategy of 
Pompeins, he said: “ Do not suppose, l J umpeiu$ r 
that this is the army that subdued Gaul and Germany, 
L was present at ail the battles and do not rashly 
pronounce on a matter of which l am ignorant* A 
very small part of that army survives; a great part 
of it has perished—a necessary result of so many 
bullies, : autumnal pestilence has destroyed many in 
Italy; many have departed, home; many have been 
left on the mainland- Have you not heard that 
cohorts have been composed at Bnmdisinirt of those 
who remained behind on the pretence of ill-health ? 
These forces which you see have been made up from 
the levies of these last few years in hither Goal, and 
most of them come from the Transpatkne colonies. 
And nevertheless nil the flower of them has fallen in 
the two Dyrrachian battles*" 1 Having said this, he 
swore that"lie would not return to the camp except 
ns conqueror and exhorted Lise test to do She same* 
roinpcius, commending this, took the same oath, nor 
was there anyone of the rest who hesitated to swear. 
Such were their proceedings at this council, and they 
departed with general rejoicing and high expecta¬ 
tion. And nl ready in their thoughts they were 
anticipating the victory, because it did not seem 
likely that they should receive groundless encourage* 
inent on &o important h matter and froiu so ex¬ 
perienced a commander.

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He had placed An tail ius in command on the left 
wing, P. Sulla on the right, and Gti. DotoIUps in the 
centre. He Iiiniseif confronted Pompciiis, At the 
&nme time, having noticed the arrangements men¬ 
tioned above, fearing lest his right wing should be 
surrounded hy the multitude of cavalry, he hastily 
withdrew individual cohorts from the third line and 
out of these earintruded a fourth line, stationing it 
opposite the cavalry, explaining wlm jus object wan 
and reminding them that the day's victory depended 
on the valour of these cohorts. At the sanic lime he 
com eiis rided the third line and the whole army not 
to join battle without orders from himself, saying 
that w hen he wished this to be done he would give 
the signal with a flag. 

When, according to the custom of war, he was 
exhorting his army to battle, and selling forth his 
unbroken record of kindness to Iris men, he parti¬ 
cularly reminded them that he could call his troops 
to witness with wlrnt zeal lie had sought pence, what 
negotiations he had conducted through Vutlruus in 
eon fere nets and th rough Autm Clodius with ivcipio, 
how at Orteum lie had urged Li bo about the send¬ 
ing of envoys. He had never, he said, wished to 
squander the blood of his soldiers or to deprive the 
republic of either of its armies. After delivering 
this speech, the soldiers clamouring for action and 
burning with real for the fight, he gjive the signal 

with a trumpet ^ 

There was in Caesars army n nesendstj 6. Cnwtinus, 
who in the previous year had served under him os 
first centurion hi the Tenth Legion, a man of remark- 
able valour* On the signal being given: H Follow 
me/' said he,“vmi who have been my ramndeSj and 
give your commander your wonted loyal service*

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This one Mtle alcme resins; when it h over he 
will recover his dignity and we our liberty.” At the 
same lime, looking at CaCMfi he says: 'Ha-dJiy, 
Genera^ I will give you occasion to thank me alive 
or dead. ip Having soid this he ran forward first 
from the right wmg, and about one hundred and 
twenty picked men of the same cohortj serving as 

volunteers, followed him. 

Between the two lines there was only as much 
space left -is was necessary fur the charge of each 
*rmv But Pumpkins had previously ordered his 
men Lo await Caesar s attack without moving from 
their potion, and to allow hia line to fait into dis¬ 
order He is said to have done this on the advice of 
G. Triarius, in order that the find charge and impetus 
of the troops might be broken and their line spread 
out and that so the Pompeians marshalled in their 
proper rank* might attack a scattered fee. He 
hoped, too, that the javelins would fall with less 
effect if the men were kept in their place than if 
the? themselves discharged their javelins ad " 
vanced : also that by having a double distance to run 
Gae&ar's soldEers would be breathless and overdone 
with fatigue* Now this seems to us to have been an 
irrational act on the part of Pompdus, because there 
is a certain keenness of spirit and impetuosity im¬ 
planted bv nature in alt men which is kindled by the 
ardour of'hat tic. This fueling it is the duty of com¬ 
manders not to repress but to foster, nor was It with¬ 
out good reason that the custom was instituted of 
old that signals should sound in every direction add 
the whole body of men raise a shunt, by which means 
they thought that the enemy were terrified and ttieir 

own men stimulated, _ . , . . , 

But when our men, on the giving of the signal, had

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run forward with javelin* levelled and had observed 
that the Pompeians we re iu>t advancing-against.them, 
profiting by tlie experience they bad gained in loroer 
battles, they spontaneously checked their speed «nd 
halted in about the middle of the Space, so that they 
miifht not approach the foe with their vigour ex¬ 
hausted ; and after a brief interval, again renewing 
their rapid advance, they discharged their javelins 
and qnicklv drew their swords, according to Caesar s 
directions ' Nor indeed did the Pompeians f«l to 
meet the emergency. For they parried the shower 
of missiles and withstood the attack of the legions 
without breaking their ranks, and after discharging 
their javelins had recourse to their swords. At tile 
same time the horse on Poanpeius left wing, arenni- 
ing to orders, charged in » body, and the whole 
multitude of archers poured forth. Our cavalry, 
railing to withstand their attack, gradually quilled 
their position and retired. Pornpeius' cavalry pressed 
forward all the more eagerly, and deploying by 
squadrons began to surround our lines on their ex¬ 
posed flank. Caesar, observing it, gave the signal 
to his fourth line, which he had composed nt six 
cohorts. These advanced rapidly and with colours 
living attacked Poinpdus' horse with such fury that 
not one of them stood his ground, and all, wheeling 
round, not only quitted the position but forthwith 
in hurried flight marie for the highest hi Is. u hen 
these were dislodged nil the archers and stingers, left 
defenceless, without support were slain. With the 
same onslaught the cohorts surrounded the left wing, 
the Pompeians still fighting and continuing their re- 
HstM.ce in their lines, and attacked them in the rear. 

At the same time Caesar ordered the third line, 
which bad been undisturbed and up to that time had

retained its position, to advance. So, as they had come 
up fresh and vigorous in place of the exhausted troops, 
while others were attacking in the rear, the Pompeians 
could not hold their ground and turned to flight in 
mass. Nor was Caesar wrong In thinking that the 
victory would originate with those cohorts which had 
been posted opposite the cavalry In the fourth line, 
ns he had himself stated in exhorting his troops; for 
it was by them that the cavalry was first repulsed, by 
them that the archers and slingers were slaughtered, 
by them that the Pompeian force was surrounded on 
the left and the rout first started. But Pompdui, 
when he saw his cavalry beaten back and that jiart 
of his force in which he had most confidence panic- 
stricken, mistrusting the rest also, left the field and 
straight wav rode off to the camp. To tlie centurions 
whom he had placed on duty at the praetorian gate 
he exclaimed in n loud voice that the troops might 
hear: " Protect the camp and defend It carefully if 
anything goes amiss. I am going round the other 
gates and encouraging the guards of the camp. 
Having said this, he betook himself to the general s 
headquarters,mistrusting his fortunes and yet waiting 
to see the issue. 

When the Pompeians were driven In (light within 
the rampart, Cne>ar, thinking that no respite should 
he given them in their terror, urged his men to taka 
advantage of the kindness of fortune and attack the 
camn. And though fatigued by the great heat, for 
the action had been prolonged till noon, they never¬ 
theless obeyed his command, with a spirit ready for 
every toil. The camp was being zealously defended 
hv the cohorts which had been left there on guard, 
and much more keenly still by the Thracians ami 
barbaric auxiliaries. For the soldiers who had iied

estlmusted by fatigue, many of them having thrown 
away their arms u.nd their military standards were 
thinking mare of further flight than of the defence 
of the camp. Nyf could those who had plan tod 
themselves on the rampart stand up nny longer 
against the multitude of javelins, but, warn out by 
wounds, quitted l he if position, ami forthwith all, 
following the guidance of centurions and mJtitniy 
tribunes,, fled for refuge to same very lofty hills that 
stretched up to the camp. 

In the camp of Pesrnpeius one might sec bowers 
constructed, a great weight of silver plate set out, 
soldiers* trot* laid with freshly cut turf, and those of 
Lucius Lent ulus and some others covered over with 
ivy, ntid many other indications of excessive luxury 
and confidence of victory* so that it could easily be 
hup|>o^ccl that they bad "felt no fear about the issue 
of the day, inasmuch as they sought out unnecessary 
indulgences. Yet these men kept taunting Caesar's 
most wretched and Lrrtig-sufftHng army with luxurious 
indulgence, though it had always Jacked every article 
of necessary use. When our meti were now circu¬ 
lating within the rampart, Pompeiua, procuring a 
horse and tearing olt his insignia as Impemtor, Rung 
himself out of the camp by the decuman gate ami, 
nutting spurs to his horse, hurried straight off to 
Lnxisa. N T or did he halt there, hut, coming across 
a few of his men in flight, with trodiminisbed speed d 
not stopping his course at night, arrives at the sea 
with a retinue of thirty horsemen and embarks on 
board a corn-ship, often complaining, ns ft was said, 
that his expectations hail been so utterly falsified 
that it almost seemed as if he had been betrayed,

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part of hia force front which he had hoped for the 
victory. 

Caesar, having ^ot possession of the tamp, argently 
demands of his men not to let slip an opportunity of 
completing their Usk through absorption in plunder 
I Caving gained his object, he begins to surround the 
hill with earthworks, I lie I'dniieisni, as the hill 
had no water supply, distrusting the position, began 
to withdraw in mass by its ridges towards l-irlsa. 
Caesar, observing this,divided his fortes and ordered 
a part of the legions to remain in Pompciei' camp, 
and sent back part to his own romp ; four legions he 
took with him and began to advance against the L’lstn- 
pui-HEifi by ft iimfe convenient raiitc, and lie 

had proceeded four miles drew up his line. On 
observing this the Pompeians halted on a certain 
hill. The foot of this was washed by the river. 
Caesar exhorted his troops, and then, although they 
were worn out bv the continuous toil of a whole day, 
and night was now coming on, nevertheless cut off 
the river from the hill by a line of fortification, so 
that the Pompeians might be unable to get water at 
night. When this work was concluded the enemy 
sent a deputation and began to treat of surrender, 
A few men of the senatorial order who had joined 
them sought safety in Higlit at nightfall. 

At early dawn Caesar ordered all those who had 
taken up their position on the hill to come down frutn 
the higher ground to the plain and to throw down 
their anus. When they did this without demur and, 
flinging themselves m\ the ground in tears* with 
outstretched bunds begged him for Hfety, he con¬ 
soled them and bade them rise, and addressing a few 
WDr ds to them alwut his own Iciifty to lessen their 
fears preserved them ah safe and commended them

property missing, After this exercise of care he 
ordered the other legions to come from the camp 
and join IriiUj nnd those which had been under his 
command to take rest in their turn and to return to 
the camp, and oti the same day he arrived at Larisa. 

In this brittle he fust nut more than two hundred 
from the ranks, but about thirty brave centurions. 
Also CfWttallSj whom we have mentioned above* was 
slain by a sword-stroke in Ins face while fighting with 
the utmost bravery. Nor did the remark which he 
had made when skirting out for the fight prove 
fatso* fur Caesar was of opinion that the valour of 
Crust inns in that batik had been most remarkable h 
and judged that he had rendered him a great ser¬ 
vice- Of the Pompeian nnny about fifteen thousand 
appeared to have fallen, but more than twenty-four 
thousand surrendered* for even the cohorts which 
had becu on garrison duty in the forts surrendered 
to Sulla; many besides tied to the nelghttouring 
communities* There were brought to Caesar from 
the battle one hundred and eighty military stan¬ 
dards and nine eagles, L. JJoniitius in hi* High! 
from the vamp to the mountain wan sin in by the 
cavalry* hia strength having failed him from fatigue. 

At the same time JX Lac bus readied Bnmdisiuiu 
with the fleet and occupied the island lying over 
against the liruudmaii port, as we have shown lhat 
Li bo did previously. In the same way Vilnius, 
who was in charge of llrundmum, having covered

battle fought in Thessaly, he was not deterred from 
his purposejnor could he be driven lo leave the port 
ami the island cither by the disgrace of losing his 
ships or Uy ihe want of necessaries. 

About the some time G, Callus came to Sicily 
with the Syrian, Phoenician, and C: I id an fleets, 
and a* Cfrclftf’s the t was divided into Lwo parts 
the praetor P+ S ul pic his at Vi bo being in command 
of one half, and M. PompOltiu^ at Messaru. of the 
other, t asslus 3 nirricd with his ships to Mcssana 
before Pmnponius could learn of hi^ approach, and 
boding him in a state of disorganisation* with no sur¬ 
veillance and no fixed order of battle, with the aid of 
n strong and favourable wind he sent against the 
licet of PomponiuB gome merchant-ships loaded with 
pine,, pitch, tow, and other combustibles end burnt 
all thirty-five ships, of which twenty were decked* 
Such terror was caused by Libs action tlmt ? thongb 
there wss a legion on guard at Mcssana, the town 
was scarcely defended, nud hid not some news oi 
Caesar's victory been brought, just at that time, by 
relays of horsemen, many were of opinion that it 
would have been 3 os!. Bat news having mart 
rjpjiortnndy arrived, the town waa defended* Cairns 
departed thence to Viho to the Sulpirian fleet, and 
our ships having been moored to the shore in the 
home way 05 before, Casdusr, with the advantage of 
a favourable wind, sent down soipe merchant-vessels 
prepared for burning, Mid the fleet having caught

And 
when the lire, through the greEktuess of the wind, 
spread more widely, ^ome sold i ers on the siek list, 
who had been left from the veteran legions lu guard 
the siiips ± could not brook the ignominy, but of their 
own accord boarded the ships and let loose from the 
Innil} and making an attack on the Cass ion fleet, they 
captured two quinquerctuc^r In one of which was 
Cassius himself, hut he was taken utl' by n kmt and 
escaped; besides this two triremes w r ere sunk. And 
not long alter news arrived of the battle fought in 
Thessaly * the result being that the Pompeians them- 
selves believed it, for up to that time they thought 
it was an invention of Caesars envoys and friends. 
So these events having become known, Cassius de- 
pirtcd with Ins fleet from this district. 

Caesar thought it right to put aside everything 
else and follow PotnpcEus, into whatever prh he 
should have betaken himself in Ilia flight,, that he 
might not he able again to collect other forces and to 
rni' w the war: he advanced every day as great a 
dislanee as hr could cover with hia cavalry, nml 
ordered one legion to follow by shorter marches. 
An edict had been issued nt Aiuphipulis in the name 
ui Ponipcius that all the youths of that province,, 
whether Greeks or Human citizens, should assemble 
to tike the oath- But no opinion could be formed 
whether Pompeins had this to avert

There tic Learn* that, 
by the consent of all the people of Antioch jiileI 
uf the [toman citizens engaged in business there, 
nrcns had been taken up for the purpose of cxduiiing 
hiiDj and that messages had been sent to those who 
were said to have betaken themselves in flight to the 
neighbouring townships bidding them not to go lo 
Antioch. U they did so, they were told,it would be 
at great peril of their lives. The same thing had 
happened at Rhodes to L. Lentuhis, who had been 
consul the previous year, to l*. Lent ulus, an t:\-comu [ F 
and to some others* who, when they were following 
Pompeius in flight and had eome to the island, Imd not 
been allowed admittance in the town and tilt harbour, 
and on messages being sent to them to quit these 
parts* hail weighed anchor contrary to tin ir inU-ntiuu. 
And already a report of Caesar's approach was being 
Conveyed to the communities, 

Ascertaining these facta, Pompeius gave up his 
idea of visiting Syria, look the funds belonging in 
the nssodatloik of Ux-j miners, borrowed money from 
certain privute perrons, and deposited on shipboard 
a great weight of bronze coinage for the use of the 
soldiers; and having armed two thousand m crip partly 
those whom he had selected from the households of thr 
tax-farmers, partly those whom he hail requisitioned 
from the merchants and those of their own men 
whom each owner judged to he lit for the purpose, 
arrived at Peiusdum* There by chance was King 
Ptolomaeus, a Iwy in years, waging war with large 
Toiecs against his sister Cleopatra, whom a few

the help of his relations and friends. The ramp 
of Cleopatra w;is not far distant from his camp, To 
him Pumpcius lent begging to be received in 
Alexandria and supported in his ctiliEoitj by i lie 
kind's resources, in remembrance of the hospitality 
and friendship that he hnd shown lis$ father* 15-ut 
fits messengers, having fulfilled the duty of their 
embassy, began to eon verse more freely with the 
king's soldiers and to exhort them to show their 
dutiful loyalty to Pompetus, and not to despise his 
fortunes. In the number of these men were very 
many soldier of PontpciKU, whom Gabinius had 
taken over from his army in Syria ami had trans¬ 
ported to Alexandria* nnd on the conclusion of the war 
had left them with Ptolomatus, the youths father. 

Thrn*nn learning of these proceedings, the king's 
friemls, who, on account of his youth, were in charge 
of tlie kingdom, whether moved by fear, as they 
afterwards gave out, lest Pumprius should seize on 
Alexandria and Egypt a fu-r tampering wit is the royal 
army, or because they despised his fortunes, according 
to the com mom rule that in misfortune friends become 
enemies,, gave in public a generous reply to hb mes¬ 
sengers and bade him visit the king, but themselves 
forined a secret plot, and sent Achillas* the king's 
pre fee E , a man u f singul nr a udacity, a rid L r Sc pi Li mi u s, 
a military tribune, to assassinate PoinpeiuS- And he* 
being courteously addressed by them and being lured 
forth by some previous knowledge of Septimins, 
because he had been a centurion under him in the 
pirate war, embarked in n little boat with a few of 
his friends, and is thereupon Assassinated by Achillas 
and Septknlua. L. Lent ulus is also arrested by the 
king and alain in prison.

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On Caesar's Arrival in Asia he fun ml that T. 
Ampius had attempted to remove sums of money 
from Ephesus from the temple of Diamond that with 
this object he had summoned all the Senators from 
the province, that he might employ them as witnesses 
in reference to the amount of the sum, but that lie 
had fled when interrupted by Caesar's arrival. So 
on two occasions Caesar saved the Ephesian funds. 
Also it was established, by going back and Calcu¬ 
lating the dates, that at Elis in the temple of 
Miner* a, on the very day on which Caesar had 
fought his success Hi bat tie, the image of Victory* 
which had been placed in front of Minerva, herself 
and had previously looked towards the image of 
Minerva* had turned itself toward & the folds ng-donrs 
and threshold of the temple. And on the same day 
at Antioch in Syria so great a clamour of a host and 
a noise taf trumpetings had twice been heard that 
the IkxJy of citizens rushed about in arms on the 
walls. The same thing happened at Ptoloniais, At 
Pergamum in the secret and concealed parts of the 
temple, whither no one but the priests is allowed to 
approach* which the Greeks call <J3 lTU;i there was 
a sound of drums Also at Tralles in the temple of 
Victory, where they hm] dedicated a statue of Caesar, 
a palm was pointed out as having grown up during 
those days from the pavement between the joints 
of the stones. 

When Caesar, after lingering n few days in Asia, 
had heard that Horupeius had been seen in Cyprus, 
conjecturing that he was on his way to Egypt 
because of his tics with the kingdom and the further 
advantages of the [dace* he went to Alexandria with 
one legion which be had ordered to follow him from 
Thessaly and another which he had summoned

In these legions there 
were about three thousand two hundred men; the 
rest, worn out by wounds received in battle and by 
their toil mid the severity of their march, had been 
quite unable to follow. But Caesar, trusting in the 
re [tort of bis exploits, bid not hesitated to advance 
with weak supports* thinking that every place would 
be equally safe for him, At Alexandria lie learns of 
the death of Pdmpeiua, and there Immediately on 
landing lie hears the shouting of the soldiers whom 
the king had left in the town on garrison duty and 
sees them hurrying to meet him, because the fasces 
were being carried in front of lsim. Hereby the 
whole multitude asserted that the royal authority 
was being infringed. When this tumult was ap- 
peased frequent disturbances took place on suc¬ 
cessive days from the gathering of the multitude, 
and many soldiers were killed in all parts of this 
town. 

Observing these events, he ordered other legions 
which 3»e had made up out of the Pompeian troops 
to he brought him from Asian For he was himself 
compulsorily detained by the etesian winds, which 
blow r directly counter to those sailing from Alexandria. 
Meanwhile, thinking that the controversies of the 
princes affected the Roman people and himself a* 
consuli and concerned his Functions all the more 
because in bib previous consulship an alliance had 
been formed with the elder Ftolomaeus both by 
legislative enactment and by decree of the senate, 
he declares that it is his pleasure tlmt King I’tolo- 
xnacus and his sister Cleopatra should disband the 
armies that they controlled, and should settle their

On account of the king's youth his tutor,a eunuch 
named Potlnnus, was in charge of the kingdom. He 
at first began to complain among his friends and 
express his indignation that the king should be 
summoned to plead his cause; then, finding certain 
persons among the king's friends to abet his plot, he 
secretly summoned the army from Fdusiumto Alex¬ 
andria and put the same Achillas, whom we hove 
men Honed above, in command of all the forces. This 
man, puffed up m he was bv his own and the king's 
promises, he urged to action., and informed him by 
letter and messenger what he wished to he done* 
In the will of their father Ftoloimeus the elder of 
the two sons and the elder of the two daughters 
were inscribed as heirs. In the same will PMmuacus 
adjured the Roman people in the name of all the 
gods and of the treaties which lie had made at Rome 
to carry nut these provisions. One copy of the will 
had been taken to Rome by his envoys to tie placed 
in the treasury,but hud been deposited with Pomjjcius 
because it had not been possible to ptaee it there 
owing to the embarrassments of the state; a second 
duplicate copy was left sealed for production at 
Alexandria* 

When these matters were being dealt with by 
Caesar, and hr was particularly desirous of settling 
the disputes of the princes as a common friend and 
arbitrator., word is suddenly brought that the royal 
arruy and all the cavalry are on their way to Alex¬ 
andria. Caesars Forces were by no means so large 
that he could trust them if he had to fight outside 
the town. It remained that he should keep in his 
own position in the town and learn the intentions of

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Achillas, But he ordered ah his men to stand by 
their a tins h mod exhorted the king lo send to Achilla 
those of his friends whom he judged to be of chief 
authority and to explain what his intentions were. 
Accordingly Dioacoridcs ami Sernpion, who 3tad both 
been envoys nt Rome and had possessed great influ¬ 
ence with his father PtolomneuSi were commissioned 
by the king and came to Achillas- Anti when they 
had cutne into his presence, before hearing them or 
learning for wli.it reason they had been sent he ordered 
them to be arrested and killed. And one of them, 
having received a wound, was promptly snatched away 
bv his friends and carried off for dead ; the other was 
slain. After this deed Caesar manages to bring tlic 
king under his ow A control, because he thinks that the 
king’s title had great weight witli his subjects* and 
in order to make it apparent that the war had been 
Undertaken on the private initiative of a small clique 
and a set of brigands rather than on that of the king. 

The forces with Achillas were not such as to seem 
contemptible in respect of number or grade of 
men or experience in warfare. For he had twenty 
Mi mi sand men under arms. These consisted of 
soldiers of Gobinlus who had habituated themselves 
to Alexandrian life and licence and had unlearnt 
the name and discipline of the Roman people and 
married wives by whom very many of them had 
children. To them were added men collected from 
among the freebooters and brigands of Syria and the 
province of Cilicta and the neighbouring regions; 
also many condemned criminals and exiles had 
joined them. All our own fugitive slaves had a sure 
place of refuge at Alexandria, and assurance of their 
lives on the condition of giving in their names and 
being on the army roil j and if any one of them was

common consent of the soldiery, who repelled violence 
done to their comrades ass jieril to their own selves, 
since they were nil Alike involved in similar guilt. 
These men had been in the habit of demanding far 
execution the friends of the princes, of plundering the 
property of the rich, of besetting the king's palace 
to secure an increase of pay, of driving one man from 
the throne and summoning another to fill it, sifter 
an ancient custom of tile Akxandtfjui army. There 
wuie besides two l lorn sand cavalry. All these had 
grown old In the numerous wars at Alexandria, 
had restored the elder Ptolomacus to the limine, 
had killed the two sons of Ikbulus, had waged war 
with the Egyptians. Such was their experience in 
warfare* 

Achillas, trusting in these forces and despising the 
small number of Caesar's troops, was trying to occupy 
Alexandria, except that part of the town which 
Caesar held with his troops, though at the first assault 
he had endeavoured to b urst into his house j hut Caesar, 
placing cohorts about the streets, held Ids attack in 
cheek. And at the same time a battle was fought at 
the port, and this affair produced by far the most 
serious fighting. For at one and the same time a 
battle wab going on with scattered force a in several 
streets and the enemy were Attempting in great 
numbers to seize the warships, of which fifty had 
been sent to the support of Pompoms anti had 
returned home after the buttle in Thessaly, alt of 
them quadriremes and quinipicremes fitted and 
equipped with everything necessary for navigation, 
and, besides these, twenty-two which had usually 
been on duty at Alexandria, all ot them decked. 
And if they had seized these, by robbing Caesar of 
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mate to turn in fiua pot estate hoberent, com me a tu 
aiisiliisque Caesarem prohiberenL Itaqne tanta est 
enn tent Lot ie actum, quanta agl dcbult, cum ±11 i ede* 
rem in ea re victoriam, hi saintern £u»m eonsistore 
vitlcrent.

from supplies and reinforcements. Consequently ttie 
struggle was fought with the intense eagerness that 
wjis bound to occur when the one side saw a speedy 
victory, the other their own safety, depending on the 
event. Out Caesar gained Ills purpose. He burnt 
all those ships and the rest that were in the docks, 
because he could not protect so wade an extent with 
Ids small force, a oil at once he embarked his men 
and landed I hem on Pharos. 

On the island there is a tower called Pharos, of 
great height, a work of wonderful construction! which 
look Hr, name from the island. This island, lying over 
against Alexandria, makes a harbour, but it is con¬ 
nected with the town by a narrow roadway like a 
bndgi', piers nine hundred feet in length having been 
thrown nut seawards by former kings. On this island 
there are dwelling-houses of Egyptians and a settle- 
merit the sire of a town, and any ships that went a 
little out oi their course l lie re through carelessness 
or rough weather they w ere in the habit of plunder¬ 
ing like pirates. .Moreover* on account of the narrow¬ 
ness of I he f Milage there can be tio entry for ships 
into the harbour without the consent of those who 
lire in occupation of Pharos Caesar* now fearing 
Fitch difficulty, landed his tioopg when the enemy 
was occupied in fighting, and sdzed Pharos and 
placed a garri-Wi on LL The result of these measure* 
was that com and reinforcements could be safely con¬ 
veyed to him on shipboard. For he sent messengers 
to all the neighbouring province* and summoned re¬ 
inforcements from them, in the remaining parts of 
the town the result of the fighting was that they 
separated after an indecisive engagement and neither

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side was beaten* tlie reason of this hong the narrow- 
neis of the apace ; and a few men having been slain 
on both sides, Caesar drew a con Ion round the most 
necessary positions and strengthened the defences 
by night, Jn this region of the town there wag a 
small part of the palace to which he had been at 
conducted for his personal residence, and a theatre 
was attached to the house which took the place of a 
citadel^ and hud approaches to the |K#rt and to tile 
other docks. These defences fie increased on sub- 
sequent days so that they might take the place 
of a wall as a barrier against the foe, and that 
he might not be obliged to fight against his 
will. Meanwhile the younger daughter of King 
PtoloiiiaeuS; hoping to have the vacated tenure of 
the throne, removed herself from the palace to join 
Achillas; and began to conduct the war with him. 
But there quickly arose a controversy between them 
about the leadership, an event which increased the 
bounties to the soldiers, for each strove separately 
to win their favour by largo sacrifices. While this 
w as going on among the enemy, Pothinns, the young 
king'a tutor and controller of the kingdom, in Caesar's 
part of the town, while send big messengers to Achillas 
and exhorting him not to slacken in the business nor 
to fail in spirit, was slain by Cnesar* his messengers 
having been informed against and arrested,. This 
was the beginning of the Alexandrian war.
